Breeder reactions 

I was quoted in Ed Edelson's excellent 
article "Do We Need the Breeder?" (PS, 
Nov. '80] as saying that the U.S. must 
"leapfrog" the Clinch River reactor project 
to stay competitive with the French and 
Soviets. My position is based on two 
assumptions that must be stated to place 
my remark in perspective. 

First, the key to a viable U.S. fast-breed- 
er option is maintaining a sound industry 
infrastructure to design and build these 
plants. Second, it is most probable that 
federal funds will be available to support 
only one multibillion-dollar breeder- 
development plant in the 1980's. 

It would be comforting to have the 
Clinch River reactor fully designed, con- 
structed, and operating prior to the design 
of a larger plant; but proceeding down 
that path would not assure continuity of 
industry's breeder-design staff. Clinch 
River's engineering design is 80 percent 
complete, and the bulk of future money 
would be spent on brick and mortar. To 
retain the design expertise and assure via- 
bility of the U.S. fast-breeder program, the 
designers should be put to work on the 
next-stage, 1 ,000-megawatt development 
plant.

Do we need the breeder reactor? I say no. 
Photovoltaic cells could produce inex- 
haustible energy at less cost per kW-hr- 
and without the risks associated with the 
nuclear industry. Better yet, we should 
focus on conservation, which produces 
inexhaustible electricity by eliminating 
the need for it.

The contention that retarding breeder 
development in our country will limit 
nuclear-arms proliferation is pure balo- 
ney. The rest of the world is going to build 
all the bombs it can afford, regardless of 
what the U.S. does. And, if American ter- 
rorists want plutonium, they could proba- 
bly get it on the black market in some oth- 



er country. Our enemies might even give 
them the stuff.

The article didn't mention the Canadian 
alternative to water- or sodium-cooled 
breeders, the CANDU reactor. CANDU 
uses deuterium-heavy water-as both its 
coolant and moderator, which allows 
unenriched uranium oxide to be used as 
fuel. The nuclear reaction takes place in a 
number of zirconium tubes instead of one 
huge pressure vessel, so the reactor can 
be refueled without shutting it down 
entirely. Ontario Hydro has an installation 
of four CANDU reactors that has been 
putting out 2,160 MW since 1971.

You failed to mention another breeder, 
the Light Water Breeder Reactor in Ship- 
pingport, Pa., which is already operating 
successfully. Because it breeds uranium 
from thorium, instead of plutonium from 
uranium, this so-called slow breeder is 
safe and dependable. While the debate 
over energy options rages, the LWBR, 
nestled in the hills of western Pennsylva- 
nia, goes largely unnoticed.

boosts engine 
power, economy 



A simple mechanism for 
variable valve timing 
improves low-rev 
efficiency of engines 

By DAVID SCOTT 

"By changing valve timing with the 
engine running," Stephen Mitchell 
told me, pointing to a Yamaha 250-cc 
motorcycle twin, "I've increased low- 
speed torque by 32 percent and cut 
fuel consumption by up to 43 per- 
cent. 

"It's just a matter of opening and 
closing the inlet and exhaust valves at 
the optimum points for maximum cyl- 
inder filling and gas expansion at all 
speeds," he said. 

Variable valve timing (VVT) has 
been the dream of engineers for years. 
Many big companies have devised 
intricate mechanisms to do the job, 
but so far have been balked by the 
complexity and cost of the devices. 
Mitchell, an experienced engine de- 
signer, has worked on VVT for four 
years with financial help from 
Britain's National Research Develop- 
ment Corp. His scheme is ingeniously 
simple. It could be a real break- 
through in boosting engine efficiency 
and economy. 

Like the advance and retard of igni- 
tion timing according to engine speed, 
VVT has great advantages. With a 
conventional fixed camshaft, valve 
movements are set to meet cylinder- 
breathing requirements at maximum 
operating speed. That's because of the 
short time available at the start of 
each four-stroke cycle to exhaust 
burned gases and draw in a fresh 
charge. There must be considerable 
overlap between exhaust-valve clos- 
ing and inlet-valve opening as the pis-

ton passes through top dead center. 

But with such fixed-cam settings at 
lower speeds, when there's more time, 
the exhaust valve opens prematurely. 
Burning gas is still expanding in the 
cylinder for the power stroke and is 
released too soon, wasting useful 
energy and fuel. In addition, when two 
valves remain open too long there are 
increased emissions from both un- 
burned exhaust and incoming gases. 

These are problems that WT can 
lick, but until now there's been no 
easy solution. Some previous systems 
alter either inlet or exhaust timing, 
but not both. Most designs add consid- 
erable weight to the engine, increase 
the mass of the valve gear, or change 
manufacturing tolerances enough to 
degrade valve operation. 

"I've overcome all these snags," 
says Mitchell. The trick: varying both 
the angular position and angular 
velocity of the camshaft in a fast-to- 
slow sequence during each revolution. 




The cyclical speed variation can be 
changed to match engine-speed and 
timing requirements. Thus, for exam- 
ple, the swing of a cam over an inlet 
valve can be gradually speeded up to 
advance the opening, or slowed to 
retard it. Closing can be advanced or 
delayed in the same way. 

How's it done? Eccentric or off-cen- 
ter drive to the camshaft is the secret. 
Normally the sprocket for the engine- 
timing chain or belt is coaxial with 
the shaft; they turn on the same cen- 
ters and at the same speed. But in 
Mitchell's design the sprocket center 
line is displaced sideways from the 
shaft (see box). Their offset axes are 
parallel, and the two parts are joined 
by a pivoting link. 

Then, although the rotational speed 
of the sprocket is constant throughout 
one turn, the angular velocity of the 
shaft at any given moment may be dif- 
ferent. It changes according to the rel-

ative positions of the link pivots on 
the drive and driven members. In- 
stantaneous velocity of the cams at 
their critical valve-control points de- 
pends on how far the sprocket and 
shaft are off center. 

Cylinder camshafts 

Mitchell modified a Yamaha motor- 
cycle twin engine with separate cam- 
shafts for each cylinder and the nor- 
mal drive sprocket in between (see 
large photo). "Individual shafts for 
each cylinder are essential for my sys- 
tem," he explained, "but that's not a 
big problem." The sprocket with an 
enlarged central bore is supported by 
a ring bearing mounted on a trans- 
verse slide. This enables it to be 
moved sideways in relation to the 
shafts fixed on common centers. 

Projecting lugs on the inner ends of 
the two shafts connect to links on one 
side of the sprocket, leaving the other 
side clear for the support bearing and 
positioning mechanism. At maximum 
eccentricity the sprocket slides only 
3.5 mm, which the chain from the 
crankshaft below easily accommo- 
dates. 

Sprocket movement at present is 
manual, since that was adequate for 
test-bed evaluation of VVT engine 
performance. Mitchell sees automatic 
control as an easy matter. A tiny 
hydraulic piston fitted to the cylinder 
head, working against a return 
spring, could apply the lateral force. 
This would be fed from the engine's 
lube-oil pump, where output pressure 
is proportional to rotational speed. 
Sprocket eccentricity to alter valve 
timing would correspond to this pres- 
sure change. 

It's as simple as that. There are few 
moving parts, very little motion to 
cause wear and adjustment trouble, 
and the weight penalty is slight. The 
additional cost should be outweighed 
by likely savings in the bike or car 
transmission (made possible by im- 
proved low-down torque) and by re- 
duced fuel consumption. 

The Yamaha is exceptional as a 
high-speed engine. Its standard cam- 
shaft is tuned for a torque peak at 
8000 rpm, but leaves a deep power 
trough in the midrange band from 
4000 to 6000 rpm. Lab tests made by 
an independent British consultant 
showed that the WT camshaft lev- 
eled out the trough; it literally flat- 
tened the torque curve across the 
speed band used for normal touring. 
At the same time there was a dramat- 
ic drop in fuel consumption.

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How eccentric-camshaft drive can vary timing 



CONNECTING 
DISC 




Variable-valve-timing design for four- 
cylinder in-line car engine is shown in 
top drawing. Other drawings show this 
WT principle in simplified roller-and- 
slot form. Layout for car (top) has hollow 
camshafts for each cylinder. Slender 
drive shaft with a sprocket on one end 
(not shown) runs through open centers. 
Pivoting-link eccentric devices connect 
inner drive shaft to camshafts. Lateral 
movement of drive shaft alters valve 
timing for all four cylinders. 

Here's why timing changes: In dia- 
gram 1, drive shaft S1 and driven shaft 
S2 are coaxial. Rotation is synchronous 
in all radial positions. In diagram 2, the 
center of drive shaft S1 has been offset 
from driven shaft S2. Although SI ro- 



tates 50 degrees, the angular shift 
makes S2 lag behind, so its radial move- 
ment is only 40 degrees. At 90 degrees, 
the two shafts are synchronized. Beyond 
this point the angular shift has the oppo- 
site effect on driven shaft S2: When 
drive shaft S1 turns to 140 degrees, S2 
moves to 150 degrees (diagram 3). 

For valve timing, consider S1 an 
engine-sprocket shaft and S2 the cam- 
shaft for one cylinder. Diagram 1 shows 
the coaxial high-speed position opti- 
mum for camshaft design. But at low 
speed (diagram 2), camshaft lag would 
retard inlet-valve opening, reducing 
overlap with still-open exhaust valve. In 
diagram 3, inlet closing is advanced 10 
degrees for better cylinder filling. 



those gains. As engine speed drops, 
the inlet valve opens later, reducing 
overlap with the exhaust valve and 
thus cutting emissions. It also closes 
earlier, which, surprisingly, gives bet- 
ter cylinder filling for greater torque 
delivery despite the shortened air- 
intake periods. That's because of a 
known phenomenon governing the 
kinetic energy of incoming air at cer- 
tain velocities, when the "ram effect" 
of gas flow can be used to advan- 
tage. 

Most important, the exhaust valve 
opens later. This lengthens the pis- 
ton's expansion stroke, which again 
increases torque. More work is ex- 
tracted from the same amount of fuel, 
so consumption is reduced for a given 
power output. Exhaust closing is un- 
changed; it cannot be altered because 
of the geometry of the solid crank- 
shaft. 

Fewer gears 

Widening the torque spread of any 
engine across its speed range means 
that a simpler transmission with few- 
er gears can be used. The Yamaha XS 
250 box has six speeds, but this could 
be reduced to four, Mitchell figures. 
"The savings in cost would more than 
cover VVT. This hot machine could 
then chug along at slow speed and low 
rev ranges like a trail bike without 
sacrificing top-end racy performance," 
Mitchell said. 

The same would be true for car 
engines, where he sees great poten- 
tial. His camshaft layout for an in-line 
four is shown in the box. VVT could 
boost the low-down torque of modern 
small overhead-cam engines designed 
for high revs rather than slogging 
power. An example is the trend-set- 
ting Ford CVH (compound valve 
hemispherical) engine for the new 
Escort [PS, Oct. '801, which winds up 
to 7000 rpm. 

In some European versions of Es- 
cort the torque is maximum at around 
4000 rpm, when the car may be doing 
70 mph in top gear. Stretch the peak 
torque further down the rev ranges, 
says Mitchell, and a higher transmis- 
sion or axle ratio would give more eco- 
nomical power at lower engine speeds 
for relaxed cruising at 55 mph and 
below. 

Any existing overhead-cam engine 
could be easily modified to take the 
new camshaft and its control system 
with only minor production-tooling 
changes, he claims. Side-cam engines 
with pushrod-operated valves could 
also be adapted in some cases. WT in 
this simple form could point the way 
to greater fuel economy in the future. 
The next step in advancing his tricky 
design is to convince hardheaded bike 
and auto makers. BH

Beam building in space 

There have been other pictures of simulat- 
ed space work in this spot before, but 
surely none as persuasive as the one 
below. The action is taking place in the 
huge, water-filled Neutral Buoyancy Sim- 
ulator at NASA's Marshall Space Flight 
Center, where future astronauts can get 
the feel of complex manual labor in the 
"weightless" environment of space. Engi- 
neer Stephen Hall (inside the space suit) is 
assembling a space structure made of alu- 
minum beams. The beams have been 
spun out of spools of flat aluminum by an 
automated beam builder (a mock-up of 
which appears at right in photo). A simu- 
lated beam builder lies within a Shuttle 
cargo-bay mock-up at the bottom of the 
tank. The beam builder is one of several 
systems for the construction of large 
space structures in orbit. One of these sys- 
tems may be carried aboard the Space 
Shuttle sometime in the 1980's [see "Gi- 
ant Space Structures," PS, March 79]. 

Mapping microcircuits 

Everyone knows that those ubiquitous 
chips bearing integrated circuits are won- 
drously complex, and that they will 
become more so with advancing technol- 
ogy. Describing them quantitatively, how- 



ever, involves the kinds of numbers that 
are not graspable by mortal minds. 

Don't despair. I've recently come across 
a clever analogy that makes visualizing 
the actual scale of these circuits a cinch. 
It's attributable to Carver Mead, professor 
of computer science at Caltech. Suppose, 
he says, you expand the scale of an inte- 
grated circuit so that the distance between 
its wires is equal to a city block; then the 
chip itself— the whole circuit— can be 
thought of as a street map. In the early 
1960's, when integrated-circuit chips 
were about 40 thousandths of an inch 
across, with wires about two thousandths 
of an inch apart, the result would resem- 
ble a street map of a city the size of Pasa- 
dena. About two years ago, when chips 
grew to five times that diameter, they 
would have yielded something like a map 
of Los Angeles. Coming soon are chips 
twice that size, in which the spacing 
between wires is only two wavelengths of 
visible light. That gives you a street map 
for a city the size of California and Nevada 
combined. And at what Mead projects as 
the physical limit of Very Large Scale Inte- 
gration, with a million transistors on a 
chip, the result is a street map for a city the 
size of North America. You can read an 
extended discussion of the VLSI problem 
in the October issue of Caltech's "Engi- 
neering and Science." 




Data disc 

Two engineers at RCA Laboratories have 
received a patent on the disc storage sys- 
tem shown above. Dr. Robert A. Bartolini 
(left) and Dr. Allan E. Bell (right) devel- 
oped the 12-inch disc, which can hold 100 
billion bits of information-enough, they 
say, to store the entire contents of a mul- 
tivolume encyclopedia, and 10 to 20 times 
the storage capacity of currently used 
magnetic discs. Information is recorded 
and retrieved by laser, in a way similar to 
that used in some video-disc formats. Key 
to the RCA patent is a very thin layer of 
tellurium metal in the coating of the plas- 
tic disc. To imprint information, engineers 
use an intense beam of a new semicon- 
ductor laser, recently developed by RCA, 
to burn a series of microscopic pits in the

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tellurium. The information is later read by 
a less powerful beam from the same laser. 
The beam passes through the pits and is 
reflected into an electronic light detector 
by a layer of aluminum situated below the 
tellurium. 

Advanced power plant 

In 1977 we reported on preliminary 
progress toward an energy-efficient fuel 
cycle that could take advantage of our 
abundant coal supplies ["Coal-Based 
Power Cycle," PS, Aug. 77]. Now, accord- 
ing to General Electric Research and 
Development Center in Schenectady, 
N.Y., that research facility is able to simu- 
late realistically the operation of an 
advanced-design power plant, using what 
is known as the "integrated gasification/ 
combined cycle" (IGCC). GE's research 
IGCC facility, shown in the photo above, 
contains an experimental fixed-bed coal 
gasifier that can change one ton of coal 
per hour into fuel gas. The synthetic gas 
feeds into a new cleanup facility, using the 
Benfield system for removing sulfur as 
well as other contaminants and solid par- 
ticles. This step eliminates the need for 
costly and inefficient stack gas scrubbers. 
The gas is then burned in pressurized 
combustion chambers that simulate the 



elements of the combined-cycle genera- 
tion system. In a working power plant, the 
burning gas would power gas turbines to 
generate electricity. Then the hot exhaust 
gases from the gas turbines would 
produce steam to drive steam turbines. 
This combination, together with the elim- 
ination of stack gas scrubbers, should 
result in overall generating efficiency 20- 
25 percent higher than today's conven- 
tional coal-burning plants. 

Growing alcohol 

Is the preparation of ethanol (ethyl alco- 
hol) from plant matter a useful future 
energy option, or is it a chimera because it 
takes more energy to produce than it pays 
back as a fuel? This question, one of many 
in the everlasting alcohol-as-fuel debate, 
has received what may (or may not?) be a 
definitive answer in a new report pre- 
pared for the Department of Energy by 
TRW Energy Systems Division. The report 
concludes that all the petroleum and nat- 
ural-gas inputs-including the motor fuel 
needed to cultivate, harvest, and ship corn 
as well as the energy consumed in the 
production and shipment of ethanol- 
amount to less than the energy value of 
ethanol made from corn in a modern, effi- 
cient, coal-fired distillery. EE

Encouraged by Americans' continu- 
ing enthusiasm for crafts and fine 
tools, foreign tool makers are intro- 
ducing more of their products here.

Big stationary 
tools do not cry out for extra, precious 
shop space. Here are the highlights of 
what I found in Atlanta and what you 
will soon be seeing in larger tool 
stores and catalog supply outlets. 

Planers 

The smoothest wood surfaces in the 
world are produced by Marunaka sur- 
face planers. These tools have a fixed 
overhead knife and a rubber belt drive 
on the table that pulls wood past the 
knife (see photo on previous page). 
The super-sharp knife shaves off a

pull stroke. Taper of blades is reversed, 
with smaller teeth closer to handles. Gen- 
eral-use saws have two sets of teeth: one 
for crosscutting and one for ripping.

safe cutting. The lower arm drives a 
bellows that pumps air via a looping plas- 
tic pipe to the work, blowing away dust.

continuous ribbon of wood just a few 
thousandths of an inch thick, leaving 
a slick, shiny surface. A surface 
planer only, the Marunaka is not a 
substitute for a jointer, which can 
take off more wood much faster, But 
you can use the Marunaka and forget 
sanding. The 110-mm (4'/2 in.) capaci- 
ty Mini Super-4, the smallest model, 
sells for $1,695. 

The Swiss-made Inca combination 
thickness planer and jointer seems to 
be the first successful marriage of 
these two tools. The 8 5 /s-in. model is 
basically a jointer. To switch from 
jointing to planing, you just slide the 
guide out of the way and bolt on an 
overhead roller attachment (see photo 
on opening page). It takes only about a 
minute to make the change. 

Inca's lO'/t-in. planer/jointer is 
more of a combination tool. Jointing is 
done in the usual way on the top table, 
and planing is done through the body 
of the machine, with the cutters above 
the work. No changeover is needed 
with this tool. 

Hand tools 

The design of Japanese saws and 
chisels is ancient, but the technology

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behind them is completely modern. 
Made of laminated, hand-wrought 
steel, Japanese saws cut on the 
pull stroke. The blade is in tension— 
instead of in compression as on West- 
ern saws— so it is quite thin. And since 
the saw doesn't need a heavy, rein- 
forced back, a second row of teeth of- 
ten is cut into the saw's other edge. 
Most saws sell for under $20, but pro- 
quality models cost about $45. 

Similar metallurgical ingenuity is 
evident in Japanese chisels. Soft steel 
is laminated as a backbone to the cut- 
ting steel to cushion the force from 
hand or mallet. The steel of the cut- 
ting edge is brittle and hard, better 
suited to maintaining a keen edge. 

Makita's small power tools are 
famous for their compact design and 
heavy-duty capacity. In Atlanta the 
company showed its 3%-in. battery- 
powered saw— the first cordless saw 
ever (see photo on preceding page). 
The little high-torque model is no toy; 
it can readily cut through %-in. 
stock. 

Shop tools 

Until 30 years ago, most table saws 
had a tilting table for making bevel 
cuts. Due to the considerable use of 
large sheet materials, such as ply- 
wood, saws here became heavier, with 
larger tables and a tilting arbor for 
beveling. In Europe saws remained 
small, with tilt tables. The tilt-table 
arrangement has one advantage over 
tilt-arbor models: The powerful saw 
motor can easily be adapted for heavy 
horizontal boring jobs. Inca has built a 
fine side table into its table saws, 
principally for mortising. Mortise cut- 
ting is managed with two hand levers, 
which allow you to adeptly move stock 
across and into the bit (see photo on 
previous page). Inca's 7'/2-in. saw with 
mortising table sells for about $830. 

The German-made Multi-Cut 2 jig- 
saw uses a simple eccentric to drive its 
yoke in an up-and-down motion (see 
photo). Long arms keep the blade in 
constant tension, so the blade is much 
thinner than on other jigsaws. The 
thinner blade produces extremely 
fine, controlled cutting, and it can 
take tremendous abuse without snap- 
ping. In short, the saw provides supe- 
rior cutting capability and safer oper- 
ation. Price is $770 with stand. EG

operate both front and rear brakes by 
depressing only the rear-brake pedal. The 
rear master cylinder operates both the 
rear calipers and the left-front caliper. A 
proportioning valve is used to prevent 
braking the rear wheel harder than the 
front— a common problem among inexpe- 
rienced riders trying to coordinate front- 
and rear-wheel braking. If extra braking of 
the front wheel is desired, the front-brake 
lever operates the right-front caliper inde- 
pendently of the rear-brake pedal. 



1981 Ya ma has- new machines, 
innovative engineering 

At a recent dealer-press preview of the 
1981 Yamaha lineup, the big Japanese 
motorcycle maker displayed a staggering 
array of machines. In addition to produc- 
ing several new bikes, Yamaha has also 
made many interesting technical innova- 
tions. In the new-model department: 

Two V-twins. Good handling, high 
torque, economy— these were some of the 
features Yamaha had in mind with the 
XV750H and the XV920RH. Both in-line 
twins have cylinder angles of 75 degrees. 
Engineers say this layout provides an 
optimum combination of engine height 
and length, allows an ideal amount of 
space for carbs and intake components, 
and requires no complex, heavy balancer 
system. 

Each engine is only 1 5 inches wide at its 
widest point. Two connecting rods are off- 
set less than an inch on a single crank pin. 
The 750 uses a shaft drive. The 920 has an 
enclosed-chain final drive. 

An interesting side note: As this went to 
press, Kenny Roberts, two-time AMA 
grand-national champion and three-time 
500-cc road-racing world champion, was 
considering the possibility of doing some 
American dirt-track racing again, using a 
modified version of the new V-twin. 

Two sporting bikes. Kawasaki's KZ 550 
was the undisputed king of this class last 
year. But it will probably have stiff compe- 
tition this year from Yamaha's Seca 550. 
Reportedly weighing only about 430 lbs. 
with a full tank of gas, the four-cylinder 
DOHC four-stroke looks as if it will be a 
sellout even before it hits the showroom 
floors. 

Stylishly designed with a quarter fair- 
ing, Seca 550 seems to be the ideal 
machine for the person who likes to bend 
a midsize bike through curving back 
roads. It also looks like it would make an 
excellent box-stock road racer. 

The 550's bigger brother is Seca 750. It 
also has a DOHC four-cylinder power 
plant, which drives the rear wheel with a 
shaft. It appears that with Seca 750, Yama- 
ha is aiming at the 750-cc chain-driven 
sporting bikes from Kawasaki, Suzuki, and 
Honda. 

Water-cooled YZ125. Motocross is a 
lough sport— on riders and machinery. By 
the end of a long moto, an air-cooled 
engine can lose several horsepower be- 
cause of heat. With water cooling, that 
horsepower loss is minimized. A radiator 
is mounted in front of the triple clamps. At 
10,000 rpm, coolant is recycled through 
the engine in less than three seconds, 
Yamaha engineers say. 



YZinger. This is for the youngsters, 
especially those of preschool age. It has a 
docile 49-cc two-stroke reed-valve power 
plant with capacitor-discharge ignition, 
shaft final-drive, and automatic clutch. 
Maintenance is minimal. So the little peo- 
ple can go out and have fun, and learn 
basic riding skills at the same time. 

In the innovative-technology depart- 
ment, Yamaha has done several things. 
Some of the more outstanding: 

YEIS (Yamaha Energy induction Sys- 
tem). This is a fancy-sounding name for a 
simple device that increases low- and 
mid-range power on the IT250 and YZ250 
two-stroke dirt bikes. Basically, it's a hose 
connected to the top of the intake mani- 
fold between the carb and reed valve. The 
hose runs to a small plastic chamber. 
Hose diameter and length, and chamber 
volume, are carefully calibrated to the 
engine. 

The device smooths out air-induction 
fluctuations in the intake track, drawing a 
smoother flow of fuel into the airstream. 
Every time the reed valve opens, there's 
an air-fuel charge waiting to enter imme- 
diately. 

YICS (Yamaha Induction Control Sys- 
tem). This is on the 550 and 750 four-cyl- 
inder engines. It is Yamaha's method of 
swirl combustion— for better combustion 
efficiency, which Yamaha says translates 
into better performance and improved 
economy. Yamaha accomplishes this 
with a small sub-intake port located in 
each conventional intake port. The sub- 
intake port enters the normal intake port 
just above the intake-valve seat and is 
angled so the fuel-air charge is swirled 
around the cylinder. Yamaha says testing 
has shown an average fuel saving of 
about 10 percent. 

Computerized monitoring system. 
Found on Seca 750, this system monitors 
the kickstand, brakes, oil, battery, head- 
light, taillight, and fuel. The appropriate 
warning light on the instrument panel 
lights if there is a problem with one of 
these. A microcomputer, several sensors 
placed at strategic areas, and an LCD dis- 
play panel make up the system. 

Anti-dive suspension. This ingenious 
system is designed to reduce front-fork 
dive during hard braking. Basically, the 
system works like this: When the front 
brake is applied, it triggers valving in the 
fork leg that reduces the flow of fork oil 
through its damping orifices as the fork is 
compressed. The system is designed, 
however, so the fork leg operates normal- 
ly if a bump is encountered during hard 
braking. 

Unified brake system. Found on the 
XS1 100LH, this system allows the rider to

If you do a lot of night riding, a reflective 
vest is worth considering. One I recently 
received in the mail looks as if it should 
work well. It's called the See-Me Vest. It's 
sturdily constructed, and the reflective 
stripes show up brightly when headlights 
shine on them.

World's longest road race 

Near the end of each year, the world's long- 
est and toughest road race is held at the 
North Carolina Motor Speedway, near 
Rockingham, N.C. Motorcycles go full tilt 
for 30 hours around the same track that 
Richard Petty and the NASCAR boys often 
battle on. Unlike cars, though, motorcy- 
cles use the infield course as well as the 
banking. Speeds can range from well over 
120 mph to as low as maybe 30 mph— 
which means a lot of wear and tear on 
tires, brakes, engines, and riders. This 
year 22 machines started-17 finished. 
Not bad for such a long race. 

The Western-Eastern Roadracing Asso- 
ciation, which runs this race, also holds a 
series of shorter endurance events 
throughout the year-ranging in length 
from four to 12 hours. If you like street 
riding, have no desire to sprint race, but 
would still like to get out on a race track- 
endurance racing is a great way to do it.

Check those tires 

A recent study done for the National High- 
way Traffic Safety Administration found 
that vehicle failures account for nine per- 
cent of single-vehicle accidents, and most 
failures are due to faulty tires. Replace 
tires before they get bald. And check tire 
pressure before you ride. That way you're 
much less likely to become a statisticHU

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Diesel problems 

We have a 1979 half-ton pickup (Chevy 
Silverado) with the converted gas engine 
General Motors calls a diesel. I under- 
stand that this is the same engine used in 
the Oldsmobile. Since we expected at 
least 125,000 to 150,000 miles before a 
major overhaul, we were much surprised 
when— at just over 50,000 miles-the rear 
main bearing froze, causing a rod to go 
through the oil pan. 

GM now tells us this is a lot of miles, 
and we shouldn't be surprised. But we 
certainly did not expect to replace any- 
thing this major, costing over $2,000 for a 
short block, oil pump, crankshaft, new oil 
pan, and labor. We changed oil every 
3,000-4,000 miles and the fuel filter every 
8,000 miles. 

We've heard of several other owners 
who had this same problem, but at less 
than 1 2,000 miles, so it was covered under 
warranty. 

The fuel injector failed within less than 
100 miles. The power brakes and steering 
unit had defects that showed up at 35,000 
miles. Our extended warranty policy cov- 
ered these. 

This truck has been out of service over 
seven weeks since we bought it. We used 
it on a route of approximately 250 miles 
per day with a maximum load of 1,100 
pounds. 

Would you say the life expectancy of 
this engine is under 70,000 miles, or do 
you think a defect caused this to hap- 
pen? 

Being in the trucking business for over 
40 years, we know how to take care of our 
equipment. Needless to say, we have 
probably purchased our last GM truck or 
car.

Unfortunately, my personal experience 
with this engine and the letters and phone 
calls I've had have been bad. 

I expect Chevy to have its own diesel 
next year, and Olds and Caddy will make 
their engines more reliable. Foreign die- 
sels are not without problems, either. As 
you know, making reliable diesel engines 
is possible in the trucking business. A half 
million miles with no problem is common. 
But can it be done cheaply with light 
engines, and without great performance 
loss? 

Keep it or sell it? 

I have a 1978 Ford Granada. It has 25,000 
miles on the odometer. On trips I get up to 
25 mpg and average 22 mpg. I change oil 
and filter every 6,000 miles. 
The car is like new, but trade-in value is 



dropping fast. Should I buy a new car 
when this one works so well? 

J.T. Flanagan, Townsend, Ga. 

With the mileage you get, I'd hold on to 
the car till either 100,000 miles is passed 
or a major repair expense develops. The 
average American invests too much mon- 
ey in surface transportation just trying to 
keep up with his neighbors. The real 
game is to aim for minimum cost per mile, 
and the key to winning is to start with a 
good model, practice thorough preven- 
tive maintenance, drive sensibly, and 
hang on until maintenance costs become 
too high. 

Engine keeps dying 

I have a '79 Plymouth van— 360 engine, 
automatic transmission, and approxi- 
mately 15,000 miles on the odometer. For 
the past several months, during fast accel- 
eration from 20 to 75 mph, the engine 
has stumbled and sometimes died. At 
steady speeds, too, it hesitates and sput- 
ters, as if it's out of gas. I have tried every- 
thing: installed a new fuel pump, re- 
moved the gas filter from the gas tank, 
replaced the in-line gas filter, put in a new 
carb, with tuneup and carb adjustment. I 
need your help. 
Could it be electrical trouble? 

Larry Bultman, Okawville, III. 

Yes, very possibly. And it could be rough 
to find the cause. Check all electrical con- 
nections. Push them together. And with 
nut or screw connections, actually turn 
them to make sure they are tight. The best 
way is to get the problem to occur, then 
jump in with an ohmmeter. But that's 
rough 20 miles down the road. 

Hesitation problem 

I have a '78 Pontiac Bonneville with a 301- 
cu.-in. engine and two-barrel carb. I have 
taken it back to the dealer a number of 
times because it hesitates when accelerat- 
ing from a dead stop. The dealer and his 
chief mechanic have driven it and agree 
that the problem exists. They went over 
the carburetor and found a cracked vacu- 
um hose. But replacing the hose didn't 
help. What's wrong?

Wants long-duration ignition 

In the September issue of Popular Science, 
in the article about your three-cylinder 



engine, you mentioned replacing the 125- 
microsecond ignition with a 1,000-micro- 
second type. 

Would my '69 Merc 429 engine and 72 
Chevy 350 engine benefit from this 
longer-duration ignition?

/ think so. The Accel Division of Echlin 
sells a retrofit kit that fits about anything. 
Check at hot-rod supply stores. They are 
most likely to carry it. 

An unhappy mechanic 

I'm a professional mechanic and I've been 
in the business for 15 years. Here's my 
problem. 

On all the new 79 and '80 GM cars with 
V8 or V6 engines, the carbs are plugged 
and cannot be adjusted-they're set at the 
factory. That's okay when the car is new, 
but what about after it goes a few miles? 
Any mechanic can see that it's running 
too lean. 

I know if I could open up the jets on the 
carb a little the cars would run a lot better. 
They run well, but not well enough for 
me. 

Ira Finkelstein, Valley Stream, N.Y. 

They run pretty well for an hour and 
sometimes for a couple of months. The 
real trouble is EGR, spark and tempera- 
ture sensors, hose and wire condition, 
and little solenoids. Valves and relays 
aren't too rugged and give trouble. And 
worse, the trouble comes and goes. 

My experience has been that putting a 
little more fuel in doesn 't make the trouble 
go away. Five years ago it seemed to help 
a lot, but not today. The best you can do is 
learn all the systems thoroughly, keep up 
with the factory bulletins, and keep every- 
thing adjusted to specs. 

Hard shifting 

I have a 1979 Dodge Colt with front-wheel 
drive. Whenever the car has not been driv- 
en for several hours, it is difficult to shift 
the transaxle into second while moving. It 
often crunches, especially in cold weath- 
er. If I pause for a second between gears, 
the problem is less severe. 

Also, when cold, it is virtually impossi- 
ble to shift into first unless the car is at a 
complete standstill. Both problems seem 
to disappear after driving for several 
miles. Third and fourth gears never cause 
any problems. 

Both the dealer and the area service rep 
last year claimed that this is normal and 
said not to worry as long as the problem 
disappears after a few miles. What do you 
think? Would a synthetic SAE 90 grease 
help?

A lighter lube should help.

sundial 



The ancient Persians, Egyptians, and 
Greeks all developed a similar time- 
keeping instrument: the sundial. By 
reading where the sun's shadow fell 
on the dial they got a local, apparent 
time estimate. Since the time esti- 
mate depended solely on the relative 
position of the Earth to the sun, the 
sundial became obsolete with the 
development of standardized time. 

The Twentieth Century Sundial by 
Curtis Adams, however, has finally 
made the sundial accurate. Using a 
computer and analytical geometry, 
Adams has solved the equation of 
time— the difference between appar- 
ent time and mean time. Solving this 
equation enabled him to create an up- 
to-date, accurate sundial. 

The Twentieth Century Sundial is a 
glass cylinder nine inches high with a 
V notch cut into the top of the paper 
Adams inserts into the dial and on 
which he's drawn a computer pro- 
gram. Figure-8 hour lines and saddle- 
shape day lines delineate the pattern 
the sun's shadow traces during the 
year. The shape of the lines varies 
with latitudinal differences, so Adams 
must know where you live to make 
your sundial. 

To set up the dial, you first align the 
reference marks on the brass plate 
with those on the cylinder. Then you 
mount the dial on a pedestal (such as a 
candlestand), and screw the brass 
plate to the pedestal. The standard 
dial is south facing, but if you've no 




south-facing window, Adams can 
write a program that lets your dial 
face the direction you wish. 

You rotate the dial until the V 
notch faces the sun and align the bead 
of light (an inverted V) that appears 
on the other side of the cylinder on the 
appropriate hour line (12:00 noon is 
the best time to set it up). Your dial is 
now in operation. Remember, though, 
if you set up your dial during day- 
light-saving time, you'll have to add 
an hour for standard time. 

By drawing figure-8 hour lines, 
Adams has taken care of the seasonal 
adjustments necessary because of the 
changes in the angle at which sun- 
light strikes the Earth. From January 
to June the bead of light travels along 
one portion of the lines. From June to 
December the light traces a path 
along the opposite portion. 

The day, or declination, lines on the 
dial can be any you wish: birthdays, 
days of the Zodiac, solstice, equinox, 
etc. On days for which a line is drawn, 
the light travels across the dial along 
those lines. 

The Twentieth Century Sundial 
sells for $159.95. It must be used 
indoors because the paper the pro- 
gram is written on isn't waterproof. 
Adams also makes a less expensive 
dial, called the Time Tube. It's acrylic, 
does not come with a brass plate, but 
is weatherproof. Its hour lines (in- 
scribed on the acrylic base) are not fig- 
ure 8's so it has to be flipped over in 
January and June to keep time accu- 
rately. The Time Tube costs $69.95. 

Adams also makes custom dials. 
These are set in the middle of a bright- 
ly colored stained-glass design. The 
hour and day lines are silk-screened 
onto an etched-glass disc, eighteen 
inches in diameter. You bond the dial 
onto a window and it can be read from 
either indoors or 
outdoors. But 
only sundial- 
philes need or- 
der: They start at 
$3000. All dials 
can be ordered 
from Curtis Ad- 
ams, 20th Cen- 
tury Sundials, 
2954 N.W. Angel- 
ica PI., Corvalis, 
Ore.

Testing 1-2-3. What do you think of 
the reliability of motor oil tester kits? 
Their advertisements claim that only 
one drop of oil is needed to determine 
how good the oil is.

The motor oil tester kit you refer to is no 
doubt a blotter test. This type of test is 
helpful in determining solid contami- 
nants such as fuel soot which is dis- 
persed in the oil sample. However, it 
cannot tell you how good the oil is for 
continued use or when to change, with 
any degree of reliability. After 94 years 
in the business, our laboratory still re- 
quires a sample of the used oil to run the 
American Society of Testing and Materi- 
als recognized tests. 

A Timely Idea. I am a patrolman with 
the Neosho Police Department. The 
department has 6 high mileage cars. 
I've made a suggestion to the city coun- 
cil that in order to reduce motor repair 
and replacement, they should install 
hour meters in the cars, and change oil 
by the hours. Patrol units spend a lot of 



time idling, and this idling time is not 
recorded on the odometers. Do you 
think I've offered some positive 
advice? 

F.G.B., Neosho, Missouri 

Your recommendation to install hourly 
meters on police patrol cars is an excel- 
lent solution to reduce down-time and 
repair expense. This type of good main- 
tenance practice based on sound en- 
gineering principles will result in lower 
operating costs for your department. 

Transmission Technicalities. My 

questions deal with automatic transmis- 
sion oils. Currently there are two types, 
Dexron II and Type F. What are the dif- 
ferences? Can they be used inter- 
changeably? And, is one better than the 
other? 

W.S.A., Poughkeepsie, NY 

The primary difference between the two 
types of automatic transmission fluids 
is their frictional characteristics. The 
selection of automatic transmission 
fluid is dictated by the design, materials 
and performance criteria as deter- 
mined by the manufacturer. They should 
not be used interchangeably because 
the performance and durability of each 
transmission could be adversely af- 
fected. Both fluids are best when cor- 
rectly applied. 




For Cooking Only. Upon making house 
calls to service refrigerators, I've been 
in a couple of situations where I forgot 
to bring my can of oil for fan motors. In 
these instances, can I lubricate the fan 
motors with vegetable oil? Also, re- 
garding two-cycle oil/fuel mixtures, 
will the lubricating oil settle out after 
long-term storage of the mixture? 

P.J., Clarendon Hills, IL 

Under no circumstances should you lu- 
bricate electric fan motors with vegeta- 



ble oil since this oil can gum up the 
motor's bearings. Concerning two-cycle 
oil/fuel mixtures, when mixed properly, 
they do separate, and when stored, 
chemical changes can take place in the 
fuel which could be detrimental to a 
two-cycle engine. The lighter compo- 
nents in gasoline will evaporate causing 
changes in vapor pressure. Gum and 
varnish could begin to form which might 
cause carburetion problems and engine 
deposits. 

Colorful Question. When I change the 
oil in my 1975 Chrysler Cordoba after 
5,000 miles or six months, I Find it tar 
black in color. But when I change oil in 
my 1966 Mustang, the oil looks practi- 
cally new. Should I change oil more 
often in the Chrysler, or is this dark- 
colored oil common to new cars? 

C.E.T., Los Angeles, California 

The dark color is caused by the deter- 
gents in your oil holding blow-by con- 
taminants in suspension. Dark colored 
oil won't harm an engine if it's changed 
at proper intervals. Dark color in oil 
happens sooner in new cars due to their 
closed crankcase systems and recir- 
culating exhaust gases. For maximum 
engine protection, we recommend oil 
drain intervals of 3,000 miles or 3 
months, whichever comes first.

DETROIT REPORT

A fast one 

Insiders say that Pontiac's 198216 mid- 
ship-engine P-car (see "GM Designs for 
the '80's," PS, Jan.) was "sold" to GM 
management as a commuter car. If it had 
been proposed as a true sports model, the 
objections of Chevrolet, which sells the 
Corvette in that market, could have killed 
the project. GM brass probably saw 
through the ruse, but okayed it anyway 
because the car is such a natural. Drive- 
train tooling is already paid for since the P 
will use a turned-around X-car engine, 
transmission, and final drive. And the new 
model will give GM a high-economy 
sports car for the first time. 

Code names go public 

Time was, only auto-industry insiders 
referred to cars by their code names, but 
with all the talk about the GM X-bodies 
and Chrysler K-cars, now everybody is 
speaking the alphabet language. In re- 
sponse, the auto companies are using the 
codes in promotion for the first time, and 
Chrysler even has the letter K adorning 
the Aries and Reliant bodies. Now Pontiac 
may be going even further. Under one 
proposal, its cars would have a letter pre- 
fix in their names: X-3000 for the Phoenix, 
J-2000 for the upcoming J-car, and A-6000 
for the 1982 Le Mans replacement. 

Smaller Lincolns 

Lincoln plans to reenter the compact-lux- 
ury-car market in 1982 with a smaller 
sedan and a coupe, but they probably 
won't be called Versailles. The company is 
seeking an economy image, so the new 
luxury line will likely get the Continental 
name instead. Built on a Fairmont chassis 



with a wheelbase of 108 inches versus the 
current Lincolns' 117-inch wheelbase, 
both cars will carry fewer than six passen- 
gers—four is the probable maximum. The 
four-door version could be set up for five 
riders, though. A 255-cu.-in. fuel-injection 
V8 engine is slated as the base power 
plant, though a V6 and even a diesel are 
possibilities later. Designed to compete 
with Eldorado, Imperial, and Seville in the 
smaller-car luxury market, the new Conti- 
nentals will give Lincoln the option of 
dropping its full-size models without 
abandoning luxury cars altogether. 

Under the skin 

You saw pictures of the 1982 Camaro and 
Firebird in our GM preview last month. 
They look just as sleek as ever despite 
their smaller size. But beneath the skin the 
changes are dramatic. There will be a tur- 
bocharger for the V8 and fuel injection for 
the four-cylinder engine. The body will be 
an all-unit type instead of the current stub- 
frame construction. Front suspension will 
be MacPherson struts, and steering will 
be rack and pinion-both firsts for the 
lines. High-performance Z-28 and Trans 
Am models are slated to get four-wheel 
disc brakes. And performance will be even 
better, thanks to the 600-pound overall 
weight reduction. 

Odder engines 

Until recently, all auto engines had an 
even number of cylinders, probably be- 
cause of a general misconception that an 
odd-number arrangement would be un- 
balanced. But Audi brought out a five-cyl- 
inder engine two years ago, and old con- 
ceptions are fading fast. General Motors 
and the Japanese makers are joining the 



Last-minute changes on Escort/Lynx 



Ford's new Escort/Lynx was originally to 
be offered with a choice of power plants : 
a 1.3- or 1.6-liter four. Just before intro- 
duction time, Ford announced that the 
1.3 would not be used on first produc- 
tion models, and now it looks as if the 
smaller engine will never be offered. 
Why? It's too small. Ford found that the 
accelerator often had to be floored in 
ordinary driving for the car to keep up 
with traffic, and that ruined the engine's 
projected fuel-economy gains. Besides, 
says a company official, "we got the 
kind of fuel economy planned for the 1.3 
in the 1.6 engine, along with extra per- 
formance." By killing the 1.3 on the eve 
of its introduction. Ford acknowledged a 



miscalculation of major proportions. It 
cost the company a bundle. 

Another start-up problem with the 
new model involved its automatic trans- 
mission. At public introduction time in 
October, Ford had 25,000 Escorts and 
Lynxes in dealers' hands, but not one 
was an automatic. A "minor" problem in 
the transmission, described as a "rat- 
tle," caused the delay. The noise 
occurred when engine rpm dropped 
below its normal shift point. Ford claims 
the problem is licked, and automatic- 
equipped cars are now being sold. But if 
you notice an unusual noise in your 
Escort/Lynx transmission, report it im- 
mediately to the dealer for a fix. 



Europeans in developing these "odd" 
engines. GM has a five-cylinder diesel in 
the works, and Ford will import three-cyl- 
inder types from Japan. There's no need 
for a completely new design for the new 
power plants: The change can be made by 
dropping one cylinder from a six to make 
the five, or by cutting the V6 in half to 
make an in-line three. 

Manual push 

Buick will increase its efforts to sell more 
manual transmissions in its popular Sky- 
lark line. "Last year," says company gen- 
eral manager Don McPherson, "only 10 
percent of our compacts were sold with 
manuals." Besides helping corporate fuel 
economy, added sales of manual trans- 
missions would balance GM's transmis- 
sion production schedule. 

Mph according to mpg? 

Certain economy cars will be able to travel 
at 70 mph under a plan recommended by 
a government energy panel. The idea is to 
speed the changeover to high-mpg 
cars, and thereby save as much as 140,000 
barrels of fuel per day. Under the plan, 
cars that average 35 mpg in city/highway 
driving would be allowed the extra 15- 
mph speed, while less efficient automo- 
biles would still be held to the 55-mph lim- 
it. Other vehicles such as trucks would be 
held to a more efficient 45 mph, while 
intercity buses would be allowed 70 mph. 
Special license plates would identify high- 
speed vehicles. 

Diesel shortcut 

Ford is years behind GM in diesel produc- 
tion, and that means a big handicap in the 
ultra-high-fuel-economy race. To shortcut 
a development program that could take 
up to five years. Ford will buy diesel 
engines from overseas firms and install 
them in both full-size and subcompact 
models. The company is planning to 
import BMW diesels for its Lincolns and 
Marks, while Toyo Kogyo (Mazda) will fur- 
nish a four-cylinder type for the Escort/ 
Lynx. These will guarantee 30-plus and 
50-plus mpg, respectively. Look for the 
small engine to appear in 1982, the big 
one in 1984. 

Driver ed: two-way street 

Driver-education programs in high 
schools contribute to traffic deaths. This 
apparent contradiction is the conclusion 
of a Yale researcher who studied driving 
and accident statistics in areas with and 
without driver education in the schools. 
Where the program wasn't offered, time 
spent driving by 16- and 17-year-olds was 
57 percent less— and there were 63 per- 
cent fewer accidents. 

What's the explanation? Where driver 
education is offered, it becomes almost a 
rite of passage for teenagers to attend 
classes as soon as they come of age. Then 
they apply for licenses and take to the 
road. Where the license-application pro- 
cedure is not so formalized, fewer apply 
and fewer drive-and still fewer get into 
accidents. IE 



Listening for 
air leaks 

How to spot infiltration 
with your ears 



Simple acoustical tools 
and background noise can 
stem heat and A/C losses 

By PAUL BOLON 

Thirty to 50 percent of a typical 
home's heat literally leaks away— 
expensively heated air escapes 
through tiny cracks and crevices, and 
cold air seeps in. Most of us have tak- 
en caulking gun and weatherstrip- 
ping in hand to perform the tedious 
chore of trying to stem those leaks. 
But tiny pinholes and cracks are diffi- 
cult to spot, and sometimes they can't 
be seen at all. 

Even skilled professionals often be- 
lieve that they can see most air leaks. 
But obscured joints, such as a sole- 
plate overlapped by siding, can't be 
inspected by eye. And even if a hole is 
found and caulked, there hasn't been a 
way to check whether the leak has 
been completely closed. But now 
there's a new method, based on acous- 
tics, to locate those leaks and make 
sure they're sealed. 

David Keast, an engineer in Cam- 
bridge, Mass., investigated acoustical 
leak detection, working under a con- 
tract with Brookhaven National Lab- 
oratory. He came up with this surpris- 
ing result: Most leaks can be pin- 
pointed with the use of simple, every- 
day equipment. 

To see how practical the method is— 
or whether it works at all— I armed 
myself with a variety of detection 
equipment and did my own testing. 
My results confirmed Keast's: Acous- 
tical leak detection does effectively 
locate significant leaks, and most 
homeowners can perform this simple 
procedure themselves.

Acoustical leak detection relies on a 
simple physical phenomenon. An un- 
interrupted path of air, even a very 
small one, will carry sound through a 
wall with a volume twice as great as 
that which the wall itself transmits. 
To apply this principle to locating air 
infiltration, you need only a source of 
sound— noise, really— and a listening 
tool precise enough to detect point 
sources of sound. Leaks can be 
detected by moving a listening tool 
such as a mechanic's stethoscope 
along a joint where a leak is likely— 
around doors, windows, and sole- 
plates, for example— and noting 
where the sound is louder. Where 
there is no leak, you hear only sound 
that the wall is transmitting. Near a 
hole, however, the sound increases 
perceptibly. 

You place your sound source inside 
the house or building on the same 
floor that you are going to check. Good 
noise sources include vacuum clean- 
ers, dishwashers, washing machines, 
or, possibly, records or tapes on a ste- 
reo or hi-fi system. The sound need 
only be fairly steady in volume, and 
broad band— that is, with many differ- 
ent pitches mixed in. Most musical 
recordings have too much variation in 
volume to be useful. Perhaps the eas- 
iest way to make use of an appliance 
for sound is to record it on tape, then 
play the tape on a stereo system at 
increased volume. 

A number of simple tools qualify as 
good listening devices: a mechanic's 
stethoscope; a microphone coupled 
with a headset; a small, thick- wall 
rubber hose; a hollow-tube headset of 
the kind airlines supply for listening 
to music; or a sound meter. 

Keast's testing included all of the 



devices a homeowner might resort te- 
as well as a battery-powered micro- 
phone and earphone headset that is no 
longer on the market. I used several 
sound meters and airline-type, hol- 
low-tube earphones in my tests. I 
played a tape on small stereo speakers 
for my source of sound. With all doors 
and windows shut, I first examined 
the house with just the earphones, 
chalk-marking places that were no- 
ticeably louder. Then I checked my 
work with a sensitive sound meter. 

Using the earphones, it wasn't dif- 
ficult to distinguish the louder volume 
resulting from a medium-to-large 
leak, and the sound meter verified the 
location of the leaks I heard. After 
caulking the holes, the sound dimin- 
ished, confirming the presence of the 
original leak. 

I found acoustical detecting espe- 
cially effective in locating leaks at 
soleplates and around doors. (Inci- 
dentally, soleplates should be checked 
once with the sound source on the first 
floor and again with it in the base- 
ment.) Testing was easier with a good 
sound meter, since it gave a verifiable 
reading on its scale. Unfortunately, 
the less expensive sound meters I test- 
ed, costing about $50, have scales that 
begin at 60 or 70 decibels— not sensi- 
tive enough to work conveniently. 

The only drawback I found in using 
the simpler listening device was that 
my ears got tired after a while. Rest 
periods between listening intervals 
helped quite a bit. It also helped to use 
a headphone set to isolate myself from 
background noise. 

Sound along outside walls is louder 
where solid surfaces meet inside, as at 
corners and at floor and ceiling levels. 
It sounds a third louder at floor level 
than on the wall above, and about two 
thirds louder at corners. But since it is 
the relative volume along each single 
joint that is compared, this absolute 
difference poses no problem. 

Keast originally thought that home 
centers or lumberyards might rent 
battery-powered microphones and 
headsets to stimulate sales of caulk- 
ing and weatherstripping. But the 
idea hasn't caught on, and the nifty 
battery-powered equipment isn't 
available now. So we're left with the 
simpler tools. 

One final note: Acoustical leak 
detection does not spot long and com- 
plex leakage paths through walls. For 
this reason, the method is far less use- 
ful on houses already tightly sealed. 
And it won't tell you whether you 
have insulation in your stud spaces— 
or how much. DE 



Computerized 
control 

records programs 
while you sleep 



Microcomputer in editor switches record- 
ers on or off by matching codes in its 
memory to those sent with programs. 

Click . . . whir . . . click . . . whir. 

That's the sound of The Wall Street 
Journal, a rock concert, or perhaps a 
new Hollywood movie being deliv- 
ered. It's audible late at night in some 
homes near San Francisco as a clever 
new distribution technique for news 
and entertainment is tested: Tape 
machines, switched on and off auto- 
matically by computer, record pro- 
grams over blank cable-TV/FM chan- 
nels, usually from midnight to seven 
a.m. 

The new tape-recording method 
was devised by Codart Inc. (709 Davis 
St., Santa Rosa, Calif. 95401). As a 
Codart subscriber, you buy a $95 edi- 
tor (see photo) and connect it between 
FM or TV receivers and audio or video 
tape recorders. 

You select programs from a month- 
ly listing and telephone the Codart 
office for program code numbers. 
These numbers are then tapped into 
your editor's computer. Programs are 
cable-cast in jumbled order: Five 
minutes of financial news, for exam- 
ple, may be followed by five minutes of 
punk rock, five minutes of jazz, then 
more financial news. 

Your Codart editor matches codes 
in its memory with those preceding 
each cable-cast segment. When the 
codes match, the editor turns a tape 
machine on through its pause control. 
When the codes don't match, the 
recorder is automatically turned off. 
In the morning, your custom tape is 
ready for playback. For wide-scale 
use, Codart hopes deck makers will 
build its decoder into recorders. — 
John Free

In Missouri: 

seasonal 
wall oollector 





Simple wall collector consists of a 2x4 
outer frame set against the workshop sid- 
ing, with 3 /i-in. strips used to support and 
separate plastic sheeting. To minimize lat- 
er sagging, sheeting should be stapled in 
place while it's warm and flexible.

Don Waterman has probably built the 
first disposable solar wall. Each au- 
tumn for the past three years he has 
bought a new roll of polyethylene 
sheeting and re-covered a simple 
frame on the south wall of his work- 
shop/garage. By spring, the inner lay- 
er of plastic is sagging and the outer 
layer may be wind-tattered in a few 
sections. 

But for that $20 roll of poly-which 



he discards— plus electricity to power 
a small blower, Waterman gets a com- 
fortable workshop on every sunny 
winter day. The workshop warms to 
60 degrees F or higher when outside 
temperatures are as low as 10. 

The simple frame that holds the 
polyethylene consists of a perimeter of 
2x4's fastened to the wood siding, 
which is painted black. (The siding 
serves as a flat-plate collecting sur- 
face.) Strips of 3 /i-by-one-inch stock 
are nailed to the 2x4's every two 
feet (see drawing). Four-mil polyeth- 
ylene sheet is stapled over the 3 /i-in. 
pieces; then a second set of horizontal 
and vertical ribs is tacked to the first. 
Another layer of plastic is stapled on, 
and 1/2-in. wood strips are used to hold 
down the plastic for wind protection. 

Holes were cut in the workshop wall 
for return air vents and for the blow- 
er, a squirrel-cage fan in a simple 
housing. A differential thermostat 
mounted on the outside wall switches 
the blower on when the collector 
reaches 100 degrees F. 

Although the shop is insulated, it 
doesn't store heat very well after sun- 
down. Waterman uses his shop fre- 
quently but intermittently— some- 
times for just an hour or two, some- 
times all day long several times a 
week. His use didn't merit the in- 
vestment for either double-pane glaz- 
ing or manufactured solar compo- 
nents. And since retaining heat to use 
the shop at night was difficult (and 
not very important), he didn't need 
the insulation provided by the expen- 
sive double glazing. 

PS energy specialist Jan Kreider 
suggests that Waterman could have 
produced a safer design if he had used 
metal as the collecting medium, insu- 
lating it from any wood. Tempera- 
tures in a noncirculating solar collec- 
tor can rise as high as 400 degrees F. 
At that temperature not only will 
wood quickly dry, but it can spontane- 
ously ignite if, after long exposure, the 
air circulation is blocked. However, 
even with the blower off, Waterman 
has never recorded air temperatures 
above 140 inside the collector. Proba- 
bly the large mass of air in his design 
as well as some air convection through 
the vents keep the temperature 
down. 

Another problem with wood: When 
heated it releases hydrocarbons, 
which condense and foul glazing. Wa- 
terman's "seasonal" glazing has 
avoided this. His relatively low air 
temperatures have also saved the 
polyethylene; the plastic would sag 
even more at higher temperatures. If 
you're thinking of duplicating Water- 
man's wall, better use metal for the 
collector plate— but make sure to keep 
the poly well away from it. BE

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Induction 
cooktops 

Hot new stoves 

are cold to the touch 



No flame, no heating 
coils— a magnetic field 
makes just the pot get hot 

By EVAN POWELL 

"Amazing," said PS Photographer 
John Keating as he snapped the photo 
you see. "The water's boiling, but 



the cooktop's cool enough to touch." 

Induction cooktops— probably the 
hottest new item for your kitchen— 
don't produce heat at all. Instead, they 
develop a magnetic field that creates 
an electrical current in the pot. 
Result: The pot gets hot, heating your 
food, but the stove top stays cool. (On 
long cooking times, the stove top will 
heat up simply because it's in contact 




with the pot. For that reason, don't try 
our "hands-on" demonstration.) 

Naturally, the cooktop is safer than 
conventional burners— there are no 
open flames or heating coils. But the 
advantages go beyond that: 

• Induction heating is energy effi- 
cient. Heat is generated within the 
utensil only, and very little is wasted 
by being transferred to the room. (Ac- 
tual numbers comparing the efficien- 
cy of induction heating against gas or 
electric are not yet available.) 

• It's responsive. Temperature 
changes occur instantaneously. Heat 
levels can be accurately controlled. 

• It's fast. Food is cooked as fast as 
or faster than with gas heat. 

Drawbacks? Just one: price. Origi- 
nally, these stoves cost about $4,000. 
Technical refinements have already 
halved that for the stoves shown here, 
and with high production the price 
should drop even more. 

Induction cooking is not a new idea. 
The first unit was from Westinghouse 
in 1972 (no longer available), and it 
used the same principle found in 
today's designs. 

Each cooking area is analogous to a 
transformer. The primary coil (called 
the work coil) is directly below the 
spot on which you place the pan. The 
pan completes the transformer by 
becoming the secondary coil. Elec- 
tronic circuits inside the stove pulse 
the primary coil on and off 25,000 to 
30,000 times a second (25-30 kHz). 
Result: Energy from the primary coil 
creates a constantly changing mag- 
netic field. These constantly expand- 
ing and contracting magnetic flux 
lines cut through the pot and induce 
an electrical current in it.

Unlike the secondary of a real 
transformer, however, the pan must 
be ferrous and not a good electrical 
conductor. The pan becomes a resis- 
tive short in the circuit. This short- 
containing your morning's break- 
fast—begins to heat and cooking be- 
gins. (Utensils made of copper or alu- 
minum are difficult to heat because of 
their low resistivity. Cast-iron and 
steel pots are recommended.) 

Recent price reduction 

What has made the new cooktops 
cheaper? There are a couple of factors. 
The first is technical: The primary coil 
draws a lot of power— 1,100 to 1,700 
watts, depending upon its size. And to 
induce a current in the pot, the coil 
must be switched on and off about 
30,000 times a second. In the past, 
elaborate, expensive components were 
necessary to handle the high speed 
and high currents. Now, one inexpen- 
sive component— an SCR (silicon-con- 
trolled rectifier)— handles it all. 

The coil is controlled by the SCR, 
and the SCR can be controlled with 
low-cost conventional components- 
ranging in sophistication from simple 
timing circuits to microprocessors. 
These circuits vary the amount of 
time the SCR is actually pulsing, 
which varies the heat level. Simple 
timing circuits allow you to set the 
heat manually. Microprocessors can 
be programmed in advance— you tell 
the cooktop which "burners" to turn 
on, what level, and when. Your dinner 
is cooked before you come home. 

But the biggest boost for the induc- 
tion cooktop didn't come from techni- 



cal advancements. The FCC considers 
any device that operates above 10 kHz 
to be an RF (radio frequency) produc- 
er, which must conform with regula- 
tions. But until a year ago, the FCC 
had issued no regulations specifically 
covering induction cooktops. Any 
manufacturer building a unit took a 
chance— a big chance— that it would 
not conform to future rules. As you 
might expect, companies were not 
willing to gamble. Now, however, the 
FCC has completed the regulations 
governing cooktops. And already two 
manufacturers— Roper and Cham- 
bers—are producing them. 

The Chambers model comes as 
cooktop only— you build it into your 
present counter space. Price: $1,500. 
Microprocessor controlled, the sophis- 
ticated system displays times and 
temperatures on digital readouts. 
Touch-sensitive buttons accept your 
commands. 

Roper presently has two models 
available: a counter-top model 
($1,500) and a complete range with an 
induction cooktop ($2,299). The Roper 
controls are more conventional (no 
microprocessor), but a sophisticated 
sensing system is used. To get maxi- 
mum efficiency, the unit automatical- 
ly adjusts power levels, depending 
upon the type of pot you use. 

But these are just the beginning. As 
production and competition grow, 
makers predict prices will shrink even 
further. Manufacturers, unwilling to 
gamble before, are now betting the 
induction cooktop will duplicate the 
success of its earlier cousin, the micro- 
wave oven. DD

Small Connecticut Firm's New Golf Ball 
Flies Too Far; Banned by U.S.G.A. 



GOLFERS LOVE IT 



"No more par 5's?" 



NORWALK, CT.— All golf balls are not created equal. At 
least not any more. A small Connecticut company has intro- 
duced a controversial new ball it guarantees will out-dis- 
tance all legal balls, including Hogan, Top Flight, MaxFli 
and Titleist. The new ball is so "hot ' it threatens to pull the 
rug on par, as we know it, and that might have the United 
States Golf Association worried. 

For thirty-eight years the U.S.G.A. has strictly enforced 
the rule that a golf ball may not exceed a velocity of 250 feet- 
per-second off the club head. Without this and other restric- 
tions, high-powered super balls would soon outmode most 
golf courses. Par fives could disappear, and even an average 
player could regularly blast 300-yard drives. So far major 
U.S. manufacturers have observed this speed limit and other 
U.S.G.A. rules designed to keep all balls created equal. 

But now, a little-known company called H & L Labs is 
distributing a ball that violates nearly every rule in the book, 
and the result is a ball that flies down the fairway like a 
Ferrari on the run. 

The ball has provoked heated controversy because it looks, 
sounds, and feels exactly like a regular ball. 
H & L refuses to release the ball's name to anyone but a 
buyer — they simply call it "The Hot One" — so about the only 
way another player can tell he's playing against one is to keep 
a radar set in his bag. 

And while golf prides itself on being a gentlemen's game, it 



seems that more than 40,000 gentlemen — and ladies — are 
carrying these innocent-looking buzz bombs in their bags. 
Some say if the U.S.G.A. ever approved the engineering in 
this ball, pros might start shooting in the 50 s. 

What's special about the illegal ball? John McGuire, the 
director of H & L told me this: HAfe've doctored up the ball's 
aerodynamics so that it has less drag than conventional balls. 
You can tell the difference with your first drive. What's more, 
the special design could help keep tee and fairway shots 
straight down the middle . . . "bites and sits' with more au- 
thority . . .putts with a steadier roll . . . and is virtually cut- 
proof." McGuire believes that more money is going to change 
hands with this little white bandit than all the tournament 
purses put together. 

So far most pro shops don't dare carry it, but if you want to 
"test drive" the worlds longest ball, H & L will send you one 
FREE. Just order a dozen balls and they will send you thir- 
teen. They ask you to use the extra ball for a few holes. Tests 
against the best legal balls on the market prove you could 
add as much as 22 yards to your tee shots. If you don't, return 
the remaining dozen for a prompt refund. The free ball is 
yours to keep in any case — for fun or profit. 

And if you ever cut one of these super balls in normal play, 
H & L will replace it free. You pay only the return postage, 
about 25c. 

A dozen hot balls cost $19.95 (plus $1.75 postage and han- 
dling). Two or more dozen cost just $18.00 each and H & L 
pays all shipping costs.

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Floating harbor docks and loads ships 



A mobile dock, sailing under its own pow- 
er, could move quickly to an offshore loca- 
tion as needed due to inadequate or con- 
gested port facilities— or for military oper- 
ations or disaster relief. Let-down legs 
would be carried on board, sunk to a solid 



footing, then jacked to raise the docking 
vessel and its platforms above the waves. 
Roll-out trestles would complete a load- 
ing and unloading roadway to the shore. 
An on-board crane would handle cargo, 
and place and lift the legs. 



Portable crane powered by hand 

If you have to hire out otherwise feasible 
repair jobs for want of extra hands or a 
couple of strong backs, this compact, 
manual hoist might be for you. Counter- 
balanced in part by your weight on a fold- 
out platform, it would let you winch out 
heavy loads on pulleys at the end of an 
extendable boom. You'd then winch the 
boom— and load— within the supporting 
frame for easy access to the work. 




Sliding trough spreads mortar 

Tracked over each succeeding course of 
blocks or bricks, this wheeled hopper (or 
hopper cluster) would lay down uniform 
ribbons of mortar to speed your work. 
One or more nozzles could be set to con- 
trol the flow below the rolling spreader, 
and the faster application of mortar might 
help to keep the mix at the consistency 
you want for several extra courses. 



Canister monitors freezer 

The top of this freezer-monitoring con- 
tainer is transparent, the lower portion 
opaque. To keep tabs on your freezer, 
you'd fill the container with colored water 
up to the clear section. Once frozen (and 
with the ice locked in place by molded-in 
projections), you'd turn it on its side. The 
presence of colored water in the clear top 
would alert you to a thaw. 



Hand sail speeds you on ice 

This hand-held skate (or ski or skateboard) 
sail would assemble into a wide V with 
reinforced edges and ends held taut 
against a tensioned center bar. Full open 
or reefed against high winds, it would nor- 
mally sail on the lee side, with a wide front 
view; windows in the sails would let you 
see while tacking or sailing from the wind- 
ward side. It stows in a five-foot tube.

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Electronic printer 

transmits mail, 
makes copies, too 




Touch-control screen for Xerox 5700 elec- 
tronic printer/copier displays instructions 
for each function. To operate the machine, 
you touch areas on the screen (right) 
instead of pushing buttons. 

What's one way to improve the 
appearance and speed the flow of 
printed information in offices? Xerox 
believes its new 5700 high-speed 
laser-based printer, which handles 
word-processor or computer printouts 
and electronic mail as well as direct 
copying, is the answer. 

"By combining these functions in 
one machine we can offer the high- 
quality printing and image versatility 
that would not be economically feasi- 
ble for single-function office equip- 
ment," says Robert Adams, president 
of Xerox's printing systems division. 

Xerox's 5700 electronic printer ac- 
cepts cassettes, IBM magnetic cards, 
or disks from office word-processing 
equipment (electronic typewriters, 
CRT terminals). Words magnetically 
stored as digital signals are trans- 
ferred to the 5700's computer memo- 
ry. Word processors or computers can 
be tied directly to the 5700, too. 

The printer's computer then oper- 
ates a laser scanner to generate char- 
acters with a pattern of tiny dots. Res- 
olution of 300 dots per vertical and 
horizontal inch makes for quality 
comparable to offset printing, Xerox 
claims. Character styles or size (six to 
24 points) can be changed instantly. 
When an office form is needed, it can 
be called from the computer memory 




and completed with pertinent data 
inserted. This, says the company, 
avoids the usual registration prob- 
lems of fitting type exactly to avail- 
able space on preprinted forms. 

The electronic printer can churn out 
43 pages per minute. Sending pages as 
digital signals between 5700's is fast, 
too: Using high-grade communication 
lines, 50 pages can flash cross-country 
in three minutes. 

To transmit electronic mail [PS, 
Sept. '80], a directory of "mailboxes" 
appears on the touch-control screen. 
After selecting addresses, you can 
send priority messages immediately. 
For standard transmissions (sent 
overnight) the 5700 automatically 
dials a phone number and sends its 
messages to the proper "electronic 
mailboxes" in distant 5700 systems.

Sun-produced steam 
from components now in 
production saves fuel

Munich, Germany 
I watched closely as four trough-like 
mirrors swiveled around almost im- 
perceptibly, as if following the sun 
across the sky. Touching the edge of 
one reflector, I could just feel the tilt- 
back angle change at the same time. 
Jorg Siemer of M.A.N. Neue Technol- 
ogie was pushing buttons on the con- 
trol console of a demonstration rig in a 
corner of the vast factory complex. 

The mirror array, dubbed Helio- 
man, is designed to heat oil and make 
steam to power an electrical genera- 
tor. A final design is now in pilot pro- 
duction for solar plants around the 
world. 

"We've got two-axis tracking," he 
called out. "It's unique for such para- 
bolic reflectors. The mirrors follow the 
sun in both azimuth and elevation. 
That gives 10 percent more energy 
intake than the usual single-axis 
steering. Now watch this," he said, 
pushing another button. Slowly the 
array flipped forward to horizontal, 
face down. 

"That's the stow position," Siemer 
explained. "The mirrors stay clean 
and dry after dark. Otherwise night- 
time humidity would bring a coating 
of moisture and dust, reducing effi- 
ciency when they're back on target at 
sunrise. Cleaning them every morn- 
ing would be a big job." 

M.A.N, has built 300 of these four- 
element modules. The first 15 are 
already operating at a small 50-kW 
solar farm near Madrid. Larger in- 



stallations of up to 500 k W are being 
erected elsewhere in Spain, in Austra- 
lia, and Mexico. They will be operat- 
ing in the second half of 1981. 

All these are hybrid plants, where 
solar collectors are combined with die- 
sel generators to provide both electric- 
ity and heat. "We see that as the way 
ahead," says Siemer. "With sunshine 
alone, a heat-storage facility large 
enough for round-the-clock energy 
supply would be very expensive. So we 
compromise and use solar to cut die- 
sel-fuel consumption as much as pos- 
sible. 

"And ours is a total-energy system. 
That means recycling waste heat from 
the engine exhaust and coolant water 
as further energy input." 

The Helioman package includes an 
unusual screw-type expansion steam 
engine, yet another M.A.N, innova- 
tion. Driven by solar-produced steam 
to generate electricity, it's a cross 
between a rotary-piston machine and 
a turbine: "Ideal for the job in this 
medium-power range," Siemer ex- 
plained. "It has the efficiency of a tur- 
bine but runs much slower, is cheaper 
to make and maintain, and has excel- 
lent part-load performance." 

Catching more energy 

For Helioman two-axis tracking, 
there is a pair of sun-sensing photo- 
cells controlling two electric motors 
for the radial and tilt movements. It 
boosts energy in two ways, Siemer 
told me. "With precise aim for eleva- 
tion, all the sun's radiation hitting the 
mirror is reflected onto the absorber 
tube. With a fixed tilt, as in single- 
axis systems, the trough isn't always 
at a right angle to the sun as it moves 
across the sky. Some of the reflected 
rays then miss one end of the tube and 
are wasted. 



"More important, two-axis steering 
gives a longer working day. Effective 
tracking starts earlier in the morning 
when the sun is low, and likewise con- 
tinues later in the afternoon. This fea- 
ture makes Helioman automatically 
adaptable for solar plants at any lati- 
tude, since the sun's height in the sky 
throughout the day varies with dis- 
tance from the equator, as well as sea- 
sonally." Tracking accuracy in both 
planes is within one-tenth of a degree, 
he says. 

The solar farm at Getafe, near 
Madrid, was started in May 1980 as a 
small-scale experiment to compare 
three different types of collectors. 
Alongside six Heliomans are one bank 
of simple parabolic reflectors with 
only horizontal-axis tracking, and an- 
other with just vertical. These arrays, 
with a total surface area of 580 square 
meters, supply hot oil to three storage 
tanks. The thermal energy is used to 
produce steam at 250 degrees C driv- 
ing a screw expansion engine for the 
50-kW electric generator. Test evalu- 
ations have given the Heliomans a 
clear edge in conversion efficiency. 

The hybrid total-energy plant at 
Meekatharra in Western Australia is 
larger and more sophisticated. A 
power station with six diesel-electric 
generators for 700-kW output is al- 
ready in use, and supplies all the 
energy needs for this isolated commu- 
nity of 600 people. Thirty Helioman 
modules, together with heat-stor- 
age and separate generating equip- 
ment, are being added. They'll provide 
some 100 kW of solar electricity to 
supplement the diesels, which can be 
switched off and on individually ac- 
cording to load demand. Only the 
minimum number needed during the 
day and night are kept running.

Four parabolic reflectors form a Helioman 
collector that precisely tracks the sun.

This ratio of mixed energy input is 
based on accurate costing. For a given 
amount of power, capital costs for 
solar are considerably higher than for 
equivalent diesel plant. But fuel costs 
must be considered, too. M.A.N, esti- 
mates that the linkup at Meekatharra 
will save about 1,000 barrels of diesel 
oil a year, or over $50,000 at present 
prices. Stretched over several years, 
that makes sense, the company fig- 
ures. 

Process heat 

In addition to electric power, the 
Helioman solar farm can provide pro- 
cess heat for industry. "There it could 
be a really dramatic fuel saver." Siem- 
er says. This heat is generally in the 
150-to-300-degree-C temperature 
range and is widely used in the man- 
ufacture of food, textiles, rubber, 
glass, ceramics, pulp and paper, and 
chemicals. 

"Industrial heat from the sun is not

only important for developing coun- 
tries or remote areas," Siemer stress- 
es. "The United States uses about a 
billion barrels of oil a year for this 
purpose, over a third of its total con- 
sumption. Much of that is under 300 
degrees C, which solar plants can 
readily supply. Combine these with 
waste-heat recovery from diesel or 
thermal electric power stations, and 
you could make a big dent in national 
oil bills." 

Siemer sees 1.5 megawatts (MW) as 
about the top economic limit for solar 
farms. That's because they are distrib- 
utive systems, with many collectors 
supplying relatively small amounts of 
heat to a central point. As the num- 
bers increase, so does the ground area. 
Thermal oil has to be pumped over 
increasingly long distances; then heat 
loss in the pipes and the risk of leaks 
or failures become excessive. Con- 
struction costs also become dispropor- 
tionately high. 

Solar towers 

For above 1.5 MW, the solar tower 
is more suitable. Here an array of sim- 
ple tracking mirrors is aimed at a sin- 
gle receiver atop a high tower. Since 
all the solar energy is concentrated on 
one collector, heat-transmission 
losses are small and the critical 
plumbing is simplified. 

M.A.N, is involved in the tower con- 
cept as well [PS, Feb. '791, and is mak- 
ing the heliostat mirrors and receiver 
for a big 20-MW plant to be built by a 
consortium of German firms. While 
the target date and even the site for 
this solar-tower scheme are not yet 
fixed, a smaller 500-kW one is 
planned for Almeria, Spain. It will be 
near a Helioman-based farm of the 
same power, so the two systems can be 
compared under identical conditions. 

There's a lot of government money 
behind all these projects, which add 
up to an in-depth international study 
of alternate energy for the future. 
M.A.N, has fingers in many pies. It is 
even experimenting with photovoltaic 
cells— semiconductors that produce 
electricity directly from solar en- 
ergy—fitted to Helioman collectors in 
place of the tube. Greatly increasing 
light intensity is a more economic way 
of boosting the direct output of elec- 
tricity, since glass mirrors are much 
cheaper than the costly cells. And the 
water needed for cooling the cells is a 
source of usable heat. 

While this is a fascinating project, 
when the price of oil goes through the 
ceiling, the Munich company is still 
placing most of its bets on the Helio-

The silver savers 

Chromogenic. If you're like me, you never 
saw the word until you read about the 
new black-and-white films just an- 
nounced by llford (XP1) and Agfa 
(Vario-XL). These are the films I wrote 
about in December Popular Science ("The 
Coming Era of Photography Without Sil- 
ver") that use silver only temporarily— to 
capture the image and pass it on to dyes. 
In processing, the image is formed by the 
silver (development stage), passed on to 
the dyes as the silver is removed (bleach 
stage), and then made permanent (fixing 
stage). In processing, virtually all of the 
silver is reclaimed for reuse. This, of 
course, also describes the workings of col- 
or-negative films, the products on whose 
technology the new films are based. The 
stimulus for the new films has been the 
high cost of silver; in 1980, silver prices on 
the world market fluctuated between $6 
and $50 an ounce— a variation of critical 
importance to a company like Eastman 
Kodak, for example, which uses a million 
ounces a week. 

Distribution of the new films was sched- 
uled to begin in Europe last fall and in the 
United States this spring. 



Popular Science managed to secure a 
limited number of cartridges of film from 
both manufacturers for testing. Early tests 
by others had resulted in some glowing 
reports. We wondered if we, too, would 
emerge from the darkroom in a state of 
euphoria. The answer now— tentatively, 
on the basis of our limited trials-is no. 

It is important to remember that the dye 
image of the new film type is totally 
dependent on the silver image that pre- 
cedes it. The density, distribution, and 
appearance of graininess of the dye 
clouds, as they are called, reproduce the 
density, distribution, and grain structure 
of the silver that originally captured the 
image. 

Because the new films are designed to 
compete primarily with such 400 ASA 
films as Tri-X or HP5, we included Tri-X in 
our tests. And because results have been 
compared with those from Plus-X and 
even the slow but extremely fine-grained 
Panatomic-X, we also included those two 
films. We did nothing tricky with any of 
the films. We followed manufacturers' 
instructions precisely. 

For our tests, we selected two scenes. 
One, a studio still life (below, left) com- 
posed by John Keating, our staff photog- 



rapher, contained objects of widely differ- 
ing colors, textures, and shapes, and was 
lighted to limit overall contrast range. The 
other scene, outdoors on a bright sunny 
day, contained starkly contrasting ele- 
ments. 

We fired off our different films at vary- . 
ing exposures, and then processed them 
exactly as recommended by the manufac- 
turers, including push-processing, llford 
recommends processing with a kit made 
specially for its XP1 film, which Keating 
did, giving extra development where 
called for. Agfa recommends C-41 pro- 
cessing, the standard processing used for 
color-negative films, and we had our Var- 
io-XL processed by a local lab, which gave 
us not only the standard processing, but 
the standard machine scratches. Keating 
processed our three regular silver-based 
films in standard darkroom chemicals. 

After carefully examining all of the neg- 
atives, and printing a large sampling of 
them, we have come to the following gen- 
eral conclusions: We found the llford XP1 
superb, matching the Tri-X in quality at 
every exposure and surpassing it, we 
judged, in apparent resolution at expo- 
sure ratings of 800 and 1600. The Agfapan 
Vario-XL did not fare well in our trials. We 
found it inferior to all the films in contrast, 
grain structure, and resolution. However, 
chromogenic llford XP1 did not vanquish 
the field. We liked our Plus-X negatives 
(rated at the manufacturer's recommend- 
ed 125) better. And the clear hands-down 
winner, best in every aspect, was slow 
Panatomic-X, exposed at 32. 

Although prices have not yet been set 
for the United States, there are indications 
that the chromogenic films will cost about 
25 percent more than the regular silver 
films.

Through the viewfinder 
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SLR for southpaws 

Left-handed people, a national minority 
that has never hesitated to air its griev- 
ances, will be glad to know that the Konica 
people are taking affirmative action. The 
Konica FS-1 SLR (shown on the previous 
page) has a left-hand shutter release, free- 
ing the photographer's right hand for 
such things as holding a flash, taking 
notes, or stroking a beard. The shutter 
release (which lists for $14) fits into a spe- 
cial accessory terminal at the front of the 
camera. (Naturally, for righties, there's a 
standard shutter release in the standard 
place on the right of the camera's deck.) 

Skeptics who think that Konica had 
something in mind besides making south- 
paws happy will find some justification in 
the lower photograph. It shows the Konica 
automatic interval timer, which also plugs 
into that accessory terminal. The timer 
works in conjunction with the FS-1 's built- 
in auto winder to release the shutter and 
advance the film at preselected time inter- 
vals: 2, 4, 8, 15, and 30 seconds, and 1, 2, 
4, 8, 15, 30, and 60 minutes. You point the 
camera and set the timer. It's great for 
catching flowers opening and closing. 

Doing it underwater 

Underwater photographers who have en- 
vied the ease with which dry-land photog- 



raphers achieve perfect exposures will 
now have the same opportunity. That 
classic underwater/all-weather camera, 
the Nikonos, designed to function at 
depths to 160 feet, has gone automatic. 
With the new Nikonos IV-A, you simply 
set the selector to A (for "auto") and 
choose a lens opening. When you press 
the shutter button, the camera's meter 
reads the light through the lens and 
selects the right shutter speed. A red LED 
lights up in the viewfinder to tell you 
whether the speed is within "safe" shoot- 
ing range— from 1/30 to 1/1,000 second. If 
the shutter speed required is outside this 
range, the light blinks— a signal to change 
the aperture or use flash, as you almost 
always would underwater. The new Ni- 
konos SB-101 flash (upper photo) is also 
automatic. It mates electronically with the 
Nikonos IV-A. Turning on the flash auto- 
matically sets the camera's shutter to 1/ 
90 second. At full power, the flash has a 
guide number of 52 underwater (with ASA 
100 film). At its Vi-power setting, for close- 
ups, the GN is 26 underwater. 

The Nikonos IV-A lists for $567 with 35- 
mm f/2.5 lens. (Other lenses available: 15- 
mm f/2.8, 28-mm f/3.5, 80-mm f/4.) The 
flash is $565. 

Snapshots 

• What happens if you buy one of the 
fancy new color-filter systems, put it to 
work to get some particularly exotic 
effects (purple skies, orange trees, green 
people), and then send your color-nega- 
tive film to the local processing lab? Trou- 
ble! The processing machinery doesn't 
know that those effects were deliberate 
and will try to filter out the exotic colors 
and give you a straight print. In fact, 
reports a Louisiana photo processor in a 
trade publication, "the more sophisticat- 
ed the printer happens to be, the more it 
will attempt to negate the 'abnormality' to 
restore a more conventional or 'natural' 
result." Here's good advice if you do any 
particularly unusual filtration: If you can't 
process the film yourself, have it pro- 
cessed by a professional color lab and tell 
them what effects you have in mind. A 
good lab will work with you. 

• Thinking of buying additional lenses 
for your camera? You may find a new 
booklet, published by Kiron Corp., a man- 
ufacturer of lenses, very helpful. It's called 
"How to Buy a Lens with Your Eyes 
Open." It's free. If your local camera deal- 
er doesn't have one, you can get a copy by 
writing to: Consumer Affairs, 730 East 
Kings Place, Carson, Calif. 90742. 

• More rumors about the mysterious 
Kodak cartridge that is going to revolu- 
tionize 35-mm photography: The car- 
tridge will fit in your older camera. The 
film will be perforated, like the present 
film, so it can be advanced in the standard 
way. But the leader will be of a different 
material, designed to lie flat instead of 
curling. When you closed the camera 
back, the leader would be caught by some 
mechanism and be transported automati- 
cally to the first frame. But, of course, 
that's all rumor. IE

Foreign-car sales have been soaring in 
this country for several years now, much 
to the dismay of domestic manufacturers. 
In fact, the trend is at least partially 
responsible for the shaky financial condi- 
tion of Chrysler and Ford. The reason for 
the continuing popularity of imports is 
easy to see. In general, imported cars use 
less gas— often a lot less— than domestic 
cars. Gasoline has been expensive in 
Europe and Japan for a long time, so car 
makers there have been working serious- 
ly to improve gas mileage for years. 
Domestic manufacturers have a lot of 
catching up to do. 

Popular Science readers are obviously 
interested in reading about the high-mpg 
imports. The article giving test results on 
these mileage champs was the best-read 
article in last February's imported-car spe- 
cial section, and I suspect it will rank that 
way in the readership surveys again this 
year. That's why we chose it as our cover 
story for this issue. But that choice pre- 
sented a problem: How do you photo- 
graph 10 cars so they make an effective 
cover? The usual kind of shot, with all the 
cars in a group, would produce 10 tiny 
images with no impact. So Art Director 
Dave Houser decided on a photo mon- 
tage—you see it on the cover. Staff Pho- 
tographer John Keating photographed 
each of the cars separately; then the 10 
images were combined electronically on a 
special makeup machine to produce the 
final result. The story, telling what our 
tests of these 1 0 mileage champs showed, 
starts on page 112. 

Better than batteries? 

Several articles on flywheel development 
over the last few years [PS, Oct. 79, Jan. 
and Oct. '80] have pointed out that fly- 
wheels can store a lot of energy while 
spinning at high speeds. That energy 
could be used to drive an automobile. The 
problem until now has been that when 
conventional flywheels made of materials 
such as steel were wound up to high 
enough speeds to store useful amounts of 
energy, they tended to fly apart from cen- 
trifugal force. So researchers have been 
working to use exotic new materials with 
extremely high tensile strength to over- 
come this problem. 

Now a milestone of sorts: Rockwell 
International's Rocketdyne division has 
announced the development of a flywheel 



made from a graphite fiber-epoxy matrix 
wound around a hub. The whole thing is 
about the size of an auto wheel, and it 
stores almost two kilowatt-hours of en- 
ergy at 23,000 rpm— a record. Perhaps 
even more interesting, that amounts to an 
energy-storage density of more than 16 
watt-hours per pound. And that compares 
with the four to seven watt-hours per 
pound energy density of lead-acid storage 
batteries. Thus a flywheel-powered auto 
driven by such a flywheel could have a 
range somewhere between two and four 
times greater than an electric car with bat- 
teries of the same weight. Ordinarily, the 
scheme for such a car would be to spin up 
the flywheel with electrical energy at 
night-analogous to recharging the bat- 
teries of an electric car. But such a fly- 
wheel could also be used in a hybrid sys- 
tem with a small internal-combustion 
engine that could take over and recharge 
the flywheel on the go, extending range 
indefinitely. 

Sail ho 

Susan Renner-Smith reported in the De- 
cember issue that there is a serious, 
worldwide interest in reviving the sailing 
ship. Now, Windships Magnificent in Ven- 
ice, Calif., has announced a plan to build a 
$17 million, 480-ft, 15,000-ton commer- 
cial cargo vessel using some 88,000 
square feet of sail. The ship will haul gen- 
eral cargoes on a circuit including Los 
Angeles, Seattle, Hawaii, Sydney, Na- 
goya, and other ports. The company says 
the sails should result in an 80 percent 
reduction in fuel demands. Scheduled 
launch date: March 15, 1982. 

Teletext test 

While the FCC and the rest of the televi- 
sion industry are spending their time try- 
ing to decide which teletext system to 
make standard for the U.S. [PS, Jan.], 
maverick CBS has announced plans to 
launch an experimental system in Los 
Angeles this spring. CBS wants the coun- 
try to standardize on a French system 
called Antiope. Most other broadcast 
organizations oppose Antiope because it 
is somewhat more expensive (and has 
somewhat greater flexibility and capacity) 
than other systems. 

Teletext systems make it possible for 
the viewer to call up on his TV set ail kinds 



of special written information services he 
normally doesn't get. The set, of course, 
must have special circuitry to be able to 
bring in the material. Almost anything can 
be supplied in such a system. The CBS 
experiment will make available local and 
national news, sports results, weather, 
financial data, consumer tips, traffic re- 
ports, classified ads, amusement listings, 
cultural-events listings, games for chil- 
dren, and many other kinds of specialized 
information. 

The gasohol controversy 

Critics of gasohol have taken delight in 
pointing out possible problems that may 
arise from the use of the part-alcohol, 
part-gasoline fuel. Proponents, on the 
other hand, have maintained that it can 
make a useful contribution to our energy 
needs. Now a new salvo from the anti 
camp. At the moment, the government 
hopes to increase ethanol production six- 
fold to one billion gallons a year by the 
end of 1982. And estimates are that pro- 
duction might rise to four billion gallons a 
year by 1985. 

If that does happen, say grain experts, 
the whole feed-grain situation might go 
out of control. "At the four billion gallon 
level," says Wallace E. Tyner, associate 
professor of agricultural economics at 
Purdue University, "there appears to be a 
significant possibility of a 30 percent 
increase in the price of corn." And, he 
points out, the federal program designed 
to encourage the production of ethanol 
comes just at the time a world grain short- 
age is threatening. Thus as the cost of oil 
continues to rise, the price ethanol makers 
can pay for corn goes up, and corn quickly 
becomes more valuable as a fuel substi- 
tute than as cattle feed, which accounts 
for most of the use of corn now. So while 
ethanol as a motor fuel may reduce the 
amount of oil that needs to be imported, it 
will also help jack up meat prices. Almost 
everything in this complicated world, it 
seems, affects everything else.

Ancient architects knew 
that passive heating 
works; modern scientists 
are finding out how

Buck Rogers, a consultant to the Solar 
Group at Los Alamos, is a leading 
advocate of passive solar design. 

Passive solar design has been around 
ever since a prehistoric architect first 
sold a client on the idea that it was all 
right to put holes in the walls of his 
house. The ancient Greeks knew that 
window overhangs would block sum- 
mer sun but admit winter sun. In 
America, the Anasazi Indians of the 
Southwest built adobe huts that 
stored daytime heat for release at 
night, and their successors, the Pueb- 
los, lived in cliff dwellings heated by 
natural convection. 

Unfortunately, abundant fuel sup- 
plies brought an end to this learning 
curve, and modern civilization forgot 
the craft of heating by the sun. Even 
when dwindling energy supplies star- 
tled scientists into taking another 
look at solar, most attention was 
focused on active systems (ones that 
use mechanical or electrical energy to 
move heat). Passive systems were con- 
sidered to be inefficient and unsophis- 
ticated- not the sort of thing you'd 
risk writing your thesis on. Only 
when the Solar Group at Los Alamos 
Scientific Laboratory (LASLi started 
detailed computer modeling was it 
discovered— or rediscovered— that pas- 
sive heating really works. 

But that was only the beginning. 
Next they needed to know exactly how 
it works. How is heat transferred from 
one area to another? Is one kind of 
passive design better than others? 
How do the various components of a 
system go together to assist or detract 
from the total effect? Exactly how 
should u house be designed to maxi- 
mize performance and minimize costs? 

To find answers, researchers at 
LASL began a program of monitoring 
the performance of 15 passive solar 
buildings. Their findings are not yet 
complete, but already some unexpect- 
ed results have turned up. Certain 
components of the buildings— storage 
walls, rock beds, water ponds— per- 
formed in ways not always predicted. 

Because the LASL researchers were 
studying existing buildings instead of 
building them for the purpose of the 
study, the program is not a neat, con- 
trolled experiment. "Suddenly in our 
neighborhood, a lot of passive solar

buildings started going up," recalls 
Dr. Robert Jones, a member of the 
LASL solar team, "and we had the 
opportunity to study them if we got 
instruments into them when they 
were being built." 

Arrays of thermocouples were em- 
bedded inside masonry walls, buried 
in rock beds, hung in greenhouses. 
Each building got its own mini weath- 
er station to record ambient tempera- 
tures and chart daily insolation 
(amount of sunshine). Also, use of 
auxiliary fuel was carefully recorded, 
where possible. But the data were not 
always comparable. 

"The result," says Dr. Jones, "is that 
for two houses— the Balcombs' and 
Mobile/Modular II— we know most of 
the heat-flow paths and how much 
heat is flowing in them. For the oth- 
ers, the data are limited to one or more 
components of the total system." 

Of the 15 buildings, 11 are houses, 
three are commercial buildings, and 
one is a prototype of a passive solar 
mobile home. Among them, there is at 
least one representative of each of the 
five basic types of passive design- 
direct gain, thermal-storage wall, at- 
tached greenhouse, roof pond, and 
thermosiphon. However, most use 
combinations of the five and some 
even incorporate active components 
(see box). Most of the buildings are 
located in northern New Mexico (in- 
cluding all of those pictured except the 
Kelbaugh House, which is in Prince- 
ton, N.J.). Los Alamos doesn't have 
the climate you might expect (see pho- 
to of Balcomb House): Winters there 
are generally as cold as in Chicago, 
though insolation is greater. 

Any passive system must have two 
elements: collectors to gather solar 
heat and a method of storing heat 
until needed. The simplest kind of sys- 
tem— called direct gain— uses south- 
facing windows as collectors and 
relies on walls and floors for storage. 
The Williamson House, monitored by 
LASL, has 290 sq. ft. of south win- 
dows, 10-in. -thick adobe walls, and 
brick floors. Not surprisingly, temper- 
atures measured on the surfaces of the 
walls and floor correlated closely to 
variations in insolation. Beneath the 
surfaces, temperatures stayed at a 
fairly constant level, but not enough 
heat was absorbed to keep room tem- 
perature from swinging dramatically 
in step with solar conditions. 

To avoid close correlations between 
inside temperature and insolation, 
other types of designs separate the col- 
lector from the living areas of the 
house. In the Balcomb House, the col- 
lector is an attached greenhouse, 
which undergoes temperature swings 
of 30 degrees or more. But the living 
area of the house is separated from the 



greenhouse by 14 inches of adobe wall. 
Heat is stored in the wall for up to 
eight hours, and temperatures in the 
house vary by only about five degrees 
from day to night. Secondary storage 
is in two rock beds under the floors of 
the north-side rooms, which are 
charged by a fan that pulls hot air 
from the top of the greenhouse. Heat 
is also transferred to the house 
through doors in the adobe wall, 
which are opened during the day and 
closed at night. 

The greenhouse collects 71 percent 
of incident solar radiation, of which 
only two-fifths ultimately goes toward 
heating the house. The rest is either 
vented or lost through the glazing. In 
studying what happens to this 40 per- 
cent, the LASL researchers found 
some surprises. 

One finding was that the rock beds 



were not contributing up to their 
potential because they were losing 
heat at night by a backward flow to 
the greenhouse. This was corrected by 
the addition of back-draft dampers. 
With reverse thermosiphoning 
stopped, it was found that the beds 
were extremely important. They took 
heat from a place it wasn't needed at a 
time it wasn't needed and delivered it 
when and where it was needed. 

The biggest surprise at the Balcomb 
House was the behavior of the adobe 
storage wall. Of the heat conducted 
into the wall from the greenhouse, a 
meager 15 percent actually 
emerged on the other side and contrib- 
uted to house heating. 

The largest contributor to heating 
the living space in the Balcomb House 
turned out to be natural convection 
through the open doors in the adobe 



walls. Closing the doors at night also 
played a major role; in the Kelbaugh 
House, whose attached greenhouse is 
always open to the house, night heat 
loss was dramatic. 

Some of the unexpected results 
found in the Balcomb House showed 
up in other homes, too. For example, 
the rock bed in the Jones House also 
experienced reverse thermosiphon- 
ing, even though it was equipped with 
dampers to prevent this. Thermo- 
couples in the rock bed showed that it 
charged adequately, reaching peak 
design temperatures five hours past 
solar noon. But with the blower that 
circulates this heat turned off, the bed 
lost 40 percent of its thermal charge 
overnight. Part of the loss— due to con- 
duction through the walls of the bed 
and the plywood dampers— was ex-

Twin hulls combine the 
speed of a surface-effect 
ship with a cat's stability

The slow-moving convoy steams out of 
Honolulu headed west. No destroyers 
escort it. Instead, it is paced by a giant 
Secat— a ship that looks oddly like a 
sea-walking tank. The ship's broad, 
128-ft.-wide deck stretches across two 
curved hulls that extend 225 feet from 
bow to stern. 

Suddenly, the convoy commander 
gets an urgent message— a Navy 
transport plane has gone down in a 
storm 100 miles away. The Secat spins 
90 degrees and heads south, shooting 
over the choppy seas at 60 knots. 

Obviously, this is no ordinary ves- 
sel. Right now the Secat, or surface- 
effect catamaran, exists only as a pro- 
posed variation on the surface-effect 
vessels the Navy is developing [PS, 
June '74]. But Navy engineers at the 
David Taylor Naval Ship Research 
and Development Center in Bethesda, 
Md., think the design has tremendous 
potential. 

Fred Wilson, who's directing re- 
search at the center, explained: "Basi- 
cally, the design combines the speed 
advantages of a surface-effect ship, 
which rides above water on a cushion 
of air, with the stability advantages of 
the widely spaced twin hulls of a cat- 
amaran." 

Conventional ships have displace- 
ment hulls that must push their way 
through the water. High waves slow 
them down. But surface-effect ships 
fly over the waves on a bubble of pres- 
surized air maintained by fans aboard 
ship. Fixed sidewalls and flexible fore- 



and-aft seals prevent the air cushion 
from leaking out except at the very 
bottom. The high-pressure cushion 
makes almost frictionless contact 
with the water, giving the ship its 
low-drag advantage over displace- 
ment hulls. 

Driven by underwater propellers, 
the Secat can go 10 knots faster than a 
comparably powered displacement 
hull. And, while doubling power on a 
conventional ship gives only a 10 per- 
cent increase in speed, doubling power 
on the air-cushion cat boosts speed ful- 
ly 50 percent. 

But why have two hulls? 

"The twin-hulled design offers two 
advantages: roll stability and weight 
reduction," Wilson told me. 

On a single-hull surface-effect ship, 
stabilizing force is provided by the 
sidewall on the outside of the turn. 
This sidewall won't right the boat 
properly if it's riding too high above 
the water. That limits air-cushion 
height on the single-hull craft. This 
thinner cushion makes the single-hull 
craft more subject to waves pounding 
the underside of the deck. 

That can be a jolting experience, as 
I learned a few years ago aboard a 
research surface-effect ship. The 
pounding, heavy green seas apparent- 
ly collapsed the flexible curtain and 
the ship lost its cushion, bottoming 
out and stopping abruptly in the 
heavy seas. 

By contrast, the widely separated, 
pontoon-like hulls of the Secat design 
provide built-in roll stability. This 
makes the ship able to maneuver 
more quickly than a single-hull ver- 
sion, without danger of losing its air 
cushion. And the ship's deck can fly as 
high as 33 feet above the waves on its 
air cushion. 

The catamaran hulls also provide 



buoyancy when the ship is off-cushion 
and rides in the water like a conven- 
tional craft. A soft-sided surface-effect 
ship gets no buoyancy from its side- 
walls. As a result, the bottom of its 
main deck can sink about three feet 
into the water when its cushion power 
is turned off. By contrast, when not 
supported by air pressure, the under- 
side of the catamaran's main deck will 
still be as much as 18 feet off the 
water. This reduces the slam loads of 
water hitting the bottom and so 
reduces the structural weight needed 
to withstand this slamming. 

Two ships in one 

The catamaran design offers still 
another advantage. Navy engineers 
have discovered that a long, narrow 
surface-effect ship can carry greater 
payloads for longer distances than a 
shorter, wider ship with the same 
cushion area. But above a certain 
crossover speed, the wider ship, with 
its lower length-to-beam ratio, has a 
lower drag. With its twin hulls, the 
Secat design can change to either type 
of ship. 

For lower speed (from five to 30 
knots) and long range, the craft rides 
on the long, narrow air cushions 
under each of the two hulls. For high 
speeds (up to 60 knots), another seal 
can be lowered to enclose the center 
section connecting the hulls. Pressur- 
izing this area essentially converts 
the ship to a wide platform with a low 
length-to-beam ratio. 

Besides convoy-escort duty, the sur- 
face-effect cat could be a missile carri- 
er, helicopter-landing craft, or an 
ocean research ship. In civilian use, 
the ship might compete with contain- 
er ships, because the low-draft craft 
could land at areas without conven- 
tional docking facilities. d 




Hurtling across heavy seas, the high- 
speed catamaran skims the surface, un- 
like the wave-battered conventional ship 
to starboard. Gas-turbine engines propel 
the cat, while twin bubbles of air under the 
curved catamaran hulls buoy the ship 



above the seas. The only parts of the ship 
in the water (besides rudders and props) 
are thin, rigid, black sidewalls and flexible 
fore-and-aft seals extending down from 
each pontoon hull to enclose the air cush- 
ion. This surface-effect ship draws much 



less water than conventional deep-draft 
ocean ships, so it needs neither channels 
nor deep docking. And the twin hulls 
make the ship faster, more stable, and 
proportionally lighter than surface-effect 
ships with only one hull. 




Flexible seals at front (above, left) and rig- 
id sidewalls (right) on each side of the 
pontoon hulls enclose the surface-effect 
catamaran's twin air bubbles. The side- 
walls minimize air leaks, greatly reducing 



the amount of power needed to pressurize 
the cushion. Small skegs on the bottom of 
each sidewall are always underwater and 
keep the ship from sliding sideways. 
Because of the sidewalls, a surface-effect 



ship can't travel over land as amphibious 
hovercraft do. But this surface-effect ship 
is less bothered by crosswinds, and can 
travel farther and faster on less fuel than 
conventional, soft-sided hovercraft.

This construction method 
lets you tuck houses into 
hillsides too steep for 
conventional development

Drive a short way north from Nice, on 
the French Riviera, into the foothills 
of the Maritime Alps, and you'll find 
yourself in a lovely landscape of steep 
green hills, carefully terraced in 
places like some giant's staircase. 
You turn off the main road onto a spur 
that descends down the hillside. To 



your surprise you drive past a house. 
Then another— and another. From 
above you could see only the green 
landscape. On closer inspection, you 
see why. These houses are not built on 
the hill; they're built into it. Just their 
glass facades and gleaming white

Agora, an earth-integrated housing 
project at St. Pierre de Feric, near Nice, 
France, is built on a 50 percent slope 
(top). A special building method called 
Reinforced Earth makes such construc- 
tion practical. (See text for explanation.) 
When the houses are finished, earth will 
be mounded around and on top of 
them, so that the front yard of one be- 
comes the roof of the one below. Archi- 
terra's prototype house, above, was 
built on flat land near Madrid, Spain. An 
earth berm was formed around and 
over the structure. The same soil-rein- 
forcing technique was used. The paint- 
ing, left, illustrates all the steps in build- 
ing an Architerra development, from the 
initial sculpting of the land to the fin- 
ished houses.

The development you've come upon 
is called Agora. A model home is open 
for inspection. Why not take a look? 

You enter the house through sliding 
glass doors, part of the arc of glass 
that comprises the entire facade of the 
crescent-shaped house. This sweep of 
glass admits natural light to the 
whole living area of the shallow struc- 
ture. From every room, the wide- 
angle view of the valley below and the 
adjacent hills spreads out before you. 
No other houses are visible, though 
you're told there are 47 here. 

Underground development 

This unusual project is being built 
by a Paris-based architectural firm 
called Architerra. The firm has simi- 
lar but smaller developments under 
way near Paris and Grenoble, and one 
near Madrid, Spain. Recently, Archi- 
terra opened an office in Arlington, 
Va., and expects to begin building in 
the U.S. this year. 

Architerra developments are built 
using a patented process called Rein- 
forced Earth. This technique makes it 
possible to build economically on 
steep slopes— land that is often rela-

tively inexpensive because it is diffi- 
cult, or even impossible, to develop 
using conventional construction tech- 
niques. The process also economizes 
on materials and labor for more cost 
savings. 

And of course Architerra's houses 
reap the benefits common to all under- 
ground construction: You can have 
more house and more green space on a 
smaller plot of land. The houses are 
built primarily of concrete, so they are 
relatively fire-resistant. Since they're 
below grade, they're protected from 
wind and storm damage. They are qui- 
et and private, and require little exte- 
rior maintenance. Best of all, it takes 
very little energy to heat them in 
winter and cool them in summer. 

How they're built 

The Reinforced Earth construction 
starts with sculpting the hillside into 
wide terraces. Then large crescents 
are dug out where each house will be. 
Next, an unreinforced concrete level- 
ing pad, usually about six inches thick 
and 12 inches wide, is poured. This 
will be the foundation for the precast 
concrete panels that will form the 
back and side walls of the house. A 



small crane moves the four-by-eight 
or four-by-nine-foot panels into place, 
and they are braced temporarily from 
the front. At this point the wall is 
waterproofed. 

Projecting from the back of the con- 
crete panels are rows of metal ties, to 
which the construction crew will bolt 
strips of galvanized steel— the rein- 
forcing strips that give this technique 
its name. The strips anchor the wall 
into the soil behind. Their length, 
width, and thickness vary according 
to the earth loads. Usually they are 
from five to 10 feet long, 1.6 to 2.4 
inches wide, and about Vs inch thick. 
Ridges, about V» inch high, run across 
the strips on both sides to enhance 
friction between earth and strips. 

First the construction crew attaches 
the metal strips to the bottom row of 
ties on all the panels. Then a layer of 
granular soil (for good drainage) is 
spread on top of the strips and com- 
pacted; the crew attaches a second row 
of strips, and another layer of soil is 
added. The process continues until the 
cavity behind the wall is completely 
filled in. 

Thinner walls 

A fundamental problem for all un- 
derground construction is the tremen- 
dous earth load exerted on the struc- 
ture. The usual solution is to build the 
house of very thick— and expensive- 
reinforced concrete. But with Rein- 
forced Earth walls, the metal strips 
resist any tensile forces that tend to 
develop near the walls; the soil trans- 
fers the load to the strips. Thus the 
wall itself doesn't need to be so strong. 
In fact, the concrete panels used in 
Architerra's houses are only 4Vi 
inches thick, compared with eight to 
12 inches for standard underground 
construction. Furthermore, large foot- 
ings are not needed when Reinforced 
Earth walls are used. Indeed, the wall 
panels aren't even tied into the con- 
crete leveling pad. 

When the back and side walls are 
in place, the sections of glass facade 
are lowered into place by crane. 
Next comes the roof. It can be pre- 
cast or cast-in-place concrete, or 
even wood joists. The roof is water- 
proofed, covered with foam in- 
sulation board, topped with sand 
for good drainage, and finally covered 
with earth. 

"Construction is very quick and 
simple," says Cornelius Wood, vice- 
president of Architerra's American 
office, "like an assembly line. The 
crews need no special equipment nor 
any experience with the process." 

While this technique of construc- 
tion is relatively new to the home- 
building field, it has been widely used 
all over the world for other purposes. 




Many retaining walls along American 
freeways are built this way. 

"We used Reinforced Earth walls 
for an oil-storage farm in Alaska," 
says Wood. "Those were designed to 
withstand earthquakes up to 8.5 on 
the Richter scale." 

The inventor of the process is a 
French engineer and architect named 
Henri Vidal. "One day, nearly 20 
years ago, Vidal and his children were 
out on the beach playing in the sand," 
Wood relates. "He was struck by the 
fact that the sand gave way so easily 
when stepped on. Vidal started tin- 
kering," Wood continues. "He gath- 
ered some pine needles, put some sand 
in a mound, laid some pine needles on 
top of it, then put down more sand, 
then more pine needles. With the pine 
needles embedded in his sand pile, 
Vidal found that he could step on the 
pile and it wouldn't collapse. That was 
the inspiration for Reinforced Earth. 
Vidal then spent the next five years 
developing the concept." 

The technique can be used wherev- 
er earth needs to be stabilized and a 
wall built. Architerra is promoting it 
for apartments, condominiums, and 
hotels, as well as for private homes. 
And while it is ideal for hilly sites 
with slopes ranging 10 to 50 percent 
from horizontal, it can also be used in 
fiat areas. 

Cost savings 

"Because of the economies in labor 
and materials, plus the relatively 
inexpensive building site, the Agora 
houses will sell for considerably less 
than comparable houses in the area," 
Wood reports. 

He expects the same to be true of 
Architerra houses built in this coun- 
try. While most underground houses 
built to date have been about equal in 
cost, or even somewhat more expen- 
sive than custom-built above-ground 
houses, the houses in an Architerra 
development would be competitive 
with, and perhaps even cheaper than, 
frame houses in a conventional devel- 
opment, the company believes. 

In France, buyers of Architerra 
houses also get more favorable mort- 
gage terms under a government pro- 
gram to encourage energy efficiency 
in new buildings. 

To try to predict just how much 
energy these houses will save, Dr. 
James Merkel, research engineer 
with Architerra's American office, 
ran the calculations given in the 
accompanying charts. He compared 
an Architerra house, insulated to R- 
12.5, with an above-ground house 
with R-20 walls and R-27 ceiling. Sav- 
ings vary by location and are also 
enhanced dramatically when the Ar- 
chiterra house uses thermal shutters.

These figures do not include any ben- 
efit from solar heat gain through the 
window wall, however. Ideally, these 
windows would face south and collect 
considerable solar heat in winter. 
Architectural features and plants 
would be used to screen out unwanted 
summer sun. 

The reason for the reduced energy 
use is, of course, the sheltering effect 
of the soil around the house. While the 
temperature of the air in a climate 
like that of Minneapolis (a "best-case" 
example) may range from 100 degrees 
F in summer to -30 degrees in winter, 
the soil at 2Vi feet below the surface 
never goes above 65 degrees or below 
29. Ten feet underground the temper- 
ature range is even more moderate: 
from 40 to 57 degrees. 

Furthermore, at 10 feet the soil is 
warmest not in July, when the air 
reaches its highest temperature, but 
in October— about the time you begin 
to need some heat. And it is at its cool- 
est in April— after cold winter temper- 
atures are fading from memory. This 
thermal lag of the surrounding soil 
contributes considerably to the en- 
ergy efficiency of an underground 
house. 

Dr. Merkel also calculated the cost 
of owning an Architerra house, com- 
pared with a conventional well-insu- 
lated (R-20) frame house, over the 
course of a 30-year mortgage. He 
assumed that both cost $100,000 to 
build and had the same taxes. He 
assumed energy costs would rise at a 
rate of 10 percent per year and every- 
thing else at a six percent rate. He 



assumed lower insurance rates for the 
underground house (which State 
Farm already offers), and a smaller 
heating, air-conditioning, and venti- 
lation system that consequently costs 
less to maintain, repair, and replace. 
He assumed greatly reduced exterior 
maintenance for the Architerra 
house, and, finally, an energy saving 
of 50 percent. 

With these assumptions, his calcu- 
lations indicate that an Architerra 
house would cost its owners $88,000 
less to maintain and operate for 30 
years than would the above-ground 
frame house. 

Merkel ran the same calculations 
assuming a 25 percent energy saving 
for the Architerra house, and came 
out $63,000 ahead after 30 years. 
With a 75 percent energy saving, the 
dollar saving totals $102,000. 

"I ran these calculations to illus- 
trate the cumulative effect of lowering 
operating costs, not really to arrive at 
absolute numbers," says Merkel. "I 
could make the numbers much more 
dramatic by using a higher inflation 
rate." 

Whatever the actual numbers 
would be, the message seems clear: 
Tucking a house in a hillside, a la 
French Underground, looks like one 
way to make it affordable. MB

Variable-speed 
AC motor 

cuts energy losses 



Motors that run at one 
speed can be wasteful. 
Now there's a way out

There I was, standing precariously 
atop a rickety stepladder in a crowded 
Chinese restaurant in New York City. 
I'd been suffering in chilled misery 
from an overspeeding air-conditioner 
blower, had complained to the manag- 
er, and, perhaps unwisely, had volun- 
teered to fix it. 

Working gingerly, I eased the V- 
belt into a lower-speed groove on the 
motor pulley. Then I nipped on the 
motor switch and descended the lad- 
der. The airflow was now much slow- 
er. Before, the blower had been run- 
ning so fast that the red and gold drag- 
ons dangling from the ceiling had 
danced like oriental kites in the frigid 
breeze. 

"I apologize," said the manager. 
"But the air conditioning was just 
turned on this morning. I didn't know 
how to cut it back." 

I'd known how to change the belt 
ratio, of course, but that was a poor 
solution. The basic problem was the 
AC induction motor. As with millions 
of other such motors commonly used 
in homes and businesses, there was no 
way to vary its speed to suit 
conditions. 

Even worse, I was aware that 
behind the scenes at the restaurant, 
the motors driving the cooling com- 
pressor, chilled-water circulating 
pumps, condenser water pump, and 
cooling-tower fan were also still run- 
ning at top speed, unnecessarily. Or 
they were starting, stopping, and 



restarting in an endless cycle, as your 
household refrigerator does. That's 
the only other way to vary their out- 
put. It makes as much sense as trying 
to control your car's speed by running 
with the throttle always floored, alter- 
nately cutting the ignition and then 
restarting, over and over. 

But that's the way air conditioning 
and other systems using conventional 
AC induction motors work. They 
waste an enormous amount of energy 
and cost their owners dearly, simply 
because their speeds can't be adjusted 
at will. And there has been no simple, 
inexpensive way to change them. 

Now it looks as if that's about to 
change. In John Roesel's laboratory 
near Bradenton, Fla., I recently saw a 
new type of AC motor. It's as rugged 
as a conventional induction motor, 
claims Roesel, its inventor. But its 
speed can be infinitely varied within 
its working range. 

He showed me one motor, designed 
to operate between 900 and 1,800 rpm. 
By turning a dial, he could get any 
speed within that range. 

"I'll show you how changing speeds 
saves energy," Roesel said. "Let's look 
at air handlers [air-conditioning 
blowers]. If you wanted to cut the air 
volume in half because your cooling 
demand was down [my situation in 
the restaurant], the power required to 
move half the air is not one-half the 
power. It's one-eighth of the power. 
That's because most blowers absorb 
power approximately as the cube of 
their rotational speed." 

And of course there are many other 
motors in an air-conditioning sys- 
tem—pumps and compressors— that 
typically absorb power in much the 
same speed/cube relationship. 

With the Roesel motor, speeds can 
be adjusted— manually, or automati- 



cally by thermostats— to match the 
load demands of the moment. In a 
large office or hospital building a cen- 
tral computer could speed up and slow 
down air handlers and pumps as nec- 
essary. 

By now you're probably thinking, 
what's all this fuss about variable- 
speed AC motors? The motor on my 
electric drill is a variable-speed AC 
motor. 

True. But it is just a series-wound, 
brush-type motor. Your electric-drill 
motor, and other variable-speed AC 
motors like it, uses commutators and 
brushes. "By their nature," Roesel 
says, "these motors have a relatively 
short life— maybe thousands of hours. 
With a conventional motor you can be 
talking about tens of thousands and 
even hundreds of thousands of useful 
hours. There's no electrical component 
wearing out— no commutator brushes 
or electronic switching devices." 

There have been other attempts 
over the years to develop variable- 
speed AC motors. Roesel showed me 
an illustration of a 1920's version. It 
was clever, but the complexity of its 
movable brushes, multiple windings, 
and electrical circuits was formidable 
by today's standards. 

Today there are electronic ways to 
change normal 60-Hz current to other 
frequencies to vary motor speed. But 
they are costly and complicated. And 
they are vulnerable to what Roesel 
calls "electrical noise and bangs and 
clatters on the line." 

Rotor poles— more or less 

Roesel's motor works like a conven- 
tional induction motor, with one ex- 
ception: Instead of electrically induc- 
ing a fixed number of magnetic poles 
on the rotor— as conventional motors

Variable-speed AC motor resembles a conventional induction 
motor. Major differences: the exciter, and the rotor (with barium 
ferrite strips embedded in it). The motor above has four stator 
windings (V/i windings are cut away). In a conventional motor 
with four windings, the stator would have four magnetic poles, 
one for each winding. The rotor would have four poles, too. The 
number of rotor poles matches the number of stator poles 
because the rotor poles are induced by the stator windings. AC 
flowing in the stator produces a magnetic field that rotates 
around the stator as current rises and falls in stator coils. The 
rotor's magnetic field stays locked in with the stator's rotating 
field, thereby turning the rotor. With Roesel's motor, rotor poles 
are not induced by the stator windings. Instead, the exciter relo- 
cates the poles on the rotor, thus causing it to speed up or slow 
down. As the speed changes, the number of poles changes, bring- 
ing the magnetic centers into alignment for the desired speed. 



do— his motor has the capacity to 
speed up or slow the rotor and then 
imprint fewer or more poles on it 
while the motor is running, and thus 
establish the motor's new operating 
speed. (An AC motor's speed is deter- 
mined by its number of poles. ) 

The imprinting is done in much the 
same way that a recording head rear- 
ranges magnetic particles on a cas- 
sette tape while recording. (See draw- 
ings for a description of how it works.) 

Since it is possible simply to dial in 
speed changes with the Roesel motor, 
it seemed to me to be a natural appli- 
cation for machine tools. That possi- 
bility is still somewhat in the future. 
"We don't know yet whether we're 
going to be able to maintain the preci- 
sion control we'd want," Roesel said. 
"There is a torque angle associated 
with loading the motor that, in effect, 
looks like a speed change to the motor. 
We don't have the magnetic materials 
available commercially yet to give us 
exactly the characteristics we want." 

He added, however, that holding 
speed within a very few percentage 
points was feasible. But in some 
ultra-precise industrial applications, 



that might not be good enough. 

Right now, though, Roesel is not 
concerned with ultra-precise industri- 
al applications, nor with home-shop 
uses where a deviation of a few rpm is 
not only acceptable, but virtually 
unnoticeable. The first efforts at sell- 
ing the motors will be aimed at the

air-handler, heat-pump, and associat- 
ed markets. 

So far, Roesel has pretty well 
removed any doubts I'd had about his 
motor. Even so, I've seen too many 
things that worked well in the lab, but 
turned out to be much too expensive 
for real- world use. In light of this I 
asked Roesel what kind of saving he 
would expect in, for example, a public 



building that switched to his motor for 
air handling. 

"With the energy savings, you could 
buy this motor once a year easily," 
he said. "It will be slightly more 
expensive than a conventional motor 
when produced in the same volume; 
but it will be quite a bit cheaper than 
the type with the electronic package 
(which uses electronics to vary line 
current frequency to change motor 
speed)." 

As I was leaving Roesel's lab, I 
asked when we might expect to see the 
new motor on the market. "In about a 
year, I hope," he said. 

Already his constant-frequency 
generator [PS, Oct. '76] is being mar- 
keted as a power source for computers 
and other electronic gear that doesn't 
take kindly to power interruptions. 
Roesel's motor, in fact, is a spinoff of 
the technique used in the generator. 

Both the generator and the motor 
are under license from Precision Pow- 
er Corp. to The Continental Group, 
Inc., and inquiries should be directed 
to Franklin J. Sekera, The Continen- 
tal Group, Inc., 1 Harbor Plaza, Stam- 
ford, Conn.

How Roesel's motor works 



EXTERNAL SIGNAL OR 
MANUAL SPEED CONTROL 




The operating principle of Roesel's motor 
(1) is to change motor speed by varying 
the magnetic angle of the poles on the 
rotor. If the angle increases, the rotor 
slows since the rotor poles are no longer 
properly centered on the stator poles. This 
will change the number of poles. In the 
conventional induction motor, the rotor 
has built-in conductor bars (squirrel cage) 
in which magnetic poles are established 
by induction from the run windings. But in 
Roesel's motor, an exciter head "prints" 
poles on the rotor's ferrite surface, much 
as a tape-recorder head arranges magnet- 
ic particles on a cassette tape. 

The number of poles the exciter prints 
depends on the speed of the rotor after it 
slows down or speeds up. Once the right 
number of poles has been printed to rees- 
tablish the magnetic centers, the motor 
will continue to run at that speed. The ini- 
tial speed change depends on how many 




electrical degrees the exciter current is out 
of phase with the run-winding current. 
And that phase angle can be controlled by 
a so-called "phase shifter." A phase shift- 
er may be any of a number of well-known 
common devices, ranging from a capaci- 
tive inductive circuit to a variable trans- 
former. Phase shift can be accomplished 
manually by turning a knob, or automati- 
cally by a signal from a thermostat or oth- 
er sensor. Although a single run winding 
is shown, the stator would have the usual 
number of windings, depending on the 
motor's design speed. 

Basically, the phase shifter causes the 
AC flowing through the exciter coil to 
change phase with the current flowing 
through the run windings of the stator. 
Picture the alternating line current going 
to the run windings and the phase shifter. 
When the current enters the phase shifter, 
its waves are exactly in step with the 




waves going to the run windings. But 
when the current leaves the phase shifter, 
its waves are out of step. 

Suppose a variable-speed motor has 
four stator poles, like the one in the cut- 
away drawing. A speed of 1,800 rpm 
requires four rotor poles. (The number of 
current reversals per minute for 60-Hz cur- 
rent is 7,200, and 7,200 divided by four 
equals 1,800.) To print four poles on the 
rotor, the exciter current would have to be 
124 electrical degrees out of phase with 
the current to the run windings (2). (The 
number of degrees will vary with the 
motor construction.) 

But for a slower rotor speed of 1,500 
rpm, the phase angle has to be 150 
degrees. When the motor slows down this 
will produce the equivalent of 4.8 poles on 
the rotor (3). 

Any conventional starting method, 
such as a capacitor, can be used.

Giant-

While they're not exactly sprouting 
like trees, giant windmills are start- 
ing to pop up in many parts of our 
landscape. Blades on the world's big- 
gest windmill to date measure 300 
feet from tip to tip. It stands 200 feet 
tall, and will generate 2.5 megawatts. 
The first of three to be erected at 
Goodnoe Hills, Wash., the giant wind- 
mill (see illustration) was built by 
Boeing for the DOE. Unlike other 
large wind turbines, the Boeing de- 
sign has blades mounted upwind of 
the tower. Blade speed is controlled by 
varying the pitch of rotor tips, instead 
of varying the pitch of the whole 
blade. The windmill should be operat- 
ing by the end of this year. 

Another array of windmills will rise 
in Medicine Bow, Wyo. The first of a 
planned 50-windmill farm should be 
operating by mid- 1981. With 225-ft. 
blades mounted on a 262-ft.-tall tow- 
er, the windmill won't be the world's 




biggest. But it will be the most power- 
ful, generating four MW— enough to 
meet the needs of 1200 families. 

Hamilton Standard is building the 
windmill for the Dept. of the Interior, 
which manages the project jointly 
with NASA's Lewis Research Center 
in Cleveland. The project's goal: to ex- 



plore the feasibility of feeding wind- 
generated power directly into lines 
from hydroelectric plants. 

With the lines carrying wind-gener- 
ated power, water levels could rise be- 
hind dams. When the wind slowed, the 
stored water would be used to gener- 
ate power.— Sen Kocivar 



Laser beacon 

to prevent 
midair collision 



A collision-avoidance system to re- 
duce the chance of midair collisions 
has been developed by Professor Rich- 
ard Miles of Princeton University. He 
proposes to use a one-milliwatt laser 
beacon (sufficiently low in power to 
threaten no damage to the eyes) and a 
photo-detector to inform pilots of the 
range and flight path of aircraft that 
may pose a collision threat. 

Small planes are not usually 
equipped with encoding transponders 
that automatically transmit identity, 
speed, and altitude to the radar 
screens of ground controllers. Thus 
the system would most benefit pilots 
licensed to fly only under Visual 
Flight Regulation conditions, when 
visibility must be at least one nautical 
mile and 1000 ft. altitude. 

Miles's system, now undergoing 
ground tests, would require every 
plane to have a laser and detector. 
(The laser would replace the rotating 
red light planes now use.) The dis- 
tance and bearing of any threat craft 




would be determined by how rapidly 
the laser swept across the detector. 
The closer it got to the threat aircraft, 
the slower the beam would sweep the 
detector. (It's as if you were standing 
just beyond the edge of a revolving 
carousel. Over the same time span, 
horses on the outer edge cover a great- 
er distance than horses near the cen- 
ter. Thus an outer horse sweeps past 
you faster than one in the center.) 

A laser beam two inches wide re- 
mains two inches wide for over two 
kilometers. If the beam were to spread 
out with distance, sweep time (time on 
target) would vary, depending on the 



width of the beam— it wouldn't give 
the distance from the airplane the la- 
ser intercepted. 

Miles calculates that in planes 
equipped with detectors having a two- 
kilometer range, VFR-licensed pilots 
would get at least 15 seconds' warning 
before a potential collision. This is a 
"worst case" estimate based on the 
fact that below 10,000 ft., maximum 
legal speed is 250 knots. 

Miles isn't sure what his system 
will cost, but anticipates a price well 
below the $2500-$6000 cost of encod- 
ing transponders now in use.— Ed 
Moslander 




Planes, tools, 
even chairs... ^ 

designed 
by computer 




To check the design of a camshaft, an engineer calls three 
views onto a screen (above). The computer can display the as- 
sembly from any angle, >n either 2-D or 3-D. The designer 
chose the vivid colors arbitrarily, to highlight the separate 
parts. The computer can create detailed mechanical drawings 
(right), but can display far more than simple exploded views. 
It can zoom in on successively smaller sections of an object- 
such as the sphere at far right— to reveal details. The comput- 
er can even predict the practicality of its own creations, such 
as the chair at top right. The contour lines show what will 
happen when a 150-pounder slumps into that chair. The pat- 
terns alert the designer to any severe stress points. This dis- 
play was generated by Finite Element Modeling (FEM), a pro- 
gram that analyzes the design's performance under stress 
(see box). Though sophisticated, such computer-aided design 
systems are surprisingly simple to operate. For example, the 
integrated circuit at middle right is half-framed by a command 
"menu" that makes it easy for the designer to make changes 
without looking away from the design. Like a keyboard drawn 
on the screen, the menu has both symbol and text com- 
mands. To ask the computer to "redraw," for example, the 
operator need only touch the proper square on the screen 
with the cursor, a keyboard-controlled dot of light. 




Long used by the auto 
and aerospace industries, 
computers now help 
design everything from oil 
refineries to tennis shoes

The screen glowed faintly green in the 
dimly lit room, a field of emptiness 
waiting to be filled in by the operator. 
A second screen, smaller and plac- 
ed just to the right, filled with 
instructions as the computer demon- 
stration began. Flicking an electronic 
stylus over a symbol-covered pad with 
his right hand and playing his left 
hand over a standard-looking key- 
board, the operator brought the large 
color screen to life. 

Moments later, it filled with a mul- 
ticolored line drawing of a simple 
refinery. Precisely formed in three- 
dimensional perspective, the plant 
had been plucked from the memory of 
a nearby computer. Now Steve Lu- 
krofka, an applications engineer for 
Calma, a Sunnyvale, Calif., comput- 
er-graphics company, put his design 
station through some of its simpler 
paces. 

In a few seconds, he had the screen 
quartered into four view ports, each 
showing the refinery from a different 
angle. Pipe, steel, concrete, wiring, 
and other elements each showed in a 
different color. 

Moving a small dot of light, a cur- 
sor, on the screen, he established 
boundaries around a section of pipes 
and valves visible inside the refin- 
ery. With another set of quick 
instructions, he zoomed in on the 
marked area, enlarging it on the 
screen to show complete details too 
faint to be visible in the overall 
drawing. 

"Now we can modify the design, if 
that's what's needed," he said. "Any 
changes automatically go into the 
computer's data base so that the next 
person looking at it will see only the 
current design." 

Shifting over to a short row of stor- 
age tanks next to the refinery, he 
showed me how quickly changes can 
be made. "Let's just add another tank 
to the plant," Lukrofka said. 

The cursor danced around the 
screen, defining a new tank, moving 
retaining walls, and calling on the 
computer to make the appropriate 
changes. In less than a minute, 
Lukrofka put in the final instruction 
and the screen went blank— but only 
momentarily. Then it blazed back to 
life as the computer redrew the refin- 
ery, in all four views, with the new

tank neatly drawn in the right place. 

"What you're seeing is a system 
that lets a designer work with a full 
color graphics display," said Senior 
Applications Engineer Randy Nickel. 
"It's computer-based, but the output is 
graphics rather than printed informa- 
tion. And it gives the designer the 
capability of playing around with a 
project to try different combinations." 

This is computer-aided design, a 
branch of computer technology jointly 
pioneered by the aerospace and auto- 
motive industries (see box). After a 
decade of development by these giant 
industries, the technology, often 
called CAD for short, is now becoming 
available to smaller manufacturing 
firms. 

From maps to chips 

With computer-aided design, an en- 
gineer, architect, or designer uses a 
computer and video display instead of 
a slide rule and drafting table. Some 
systems, such as Calma's, give the 
user an electronic tablet that responds 
to the movements of an electronic sty- 
lus. Designers see their work appear 
instantly on the screen. Other sys- 
tems have light pens that draw direct- 
ly on the cathode-ray tube, keyboards 
with symbols for shapes and sizes, and 
combinations of both. Once created, 
the design is instantly stored in a com- 
puter memory. 

The technology offers more than an 
electronic drafting table. With com- 
puter-aided design, "cut-and-try" 
means giving the computer a few com- 
mands instead of making, shaping, 
and fitting actual parts. 

The computer lets the designer try 
out many versions well before the first 
prototype is built. It can also analyze a 
favored design for stress points or poor 
tolerances between parts. And the 
technology is even upgrading the 
assembly line. Engineers can check 
for manufacturing problems before a 
product is built. They can even design 
and program the computer-controlled 
tools that will make the object. 

The field is growing rapidly. A 
recently published sourcebook (A 
Survey of Commercial Turnkey CADI 
CAM Systems, published by Produc- 
tivity International, Box 8100, Dal- 
las, Tex. 75202) listed 20 firms that 
provide ready-to-go "turnkey" sys- 
tems, as well as 14 more companies 
that offer software for computer-aided 
design. Several universities offer the 
topic to engineering students; the 
University of Rochester is the recog- 
nized leader in computer-aided design 
research. 

Four key design areas are being 



invaded and conquered by computers: 
mechanical items, from simple nuts 
and bolts to entire factories or refiner- 
ies; electronic devices, including the 
most complex chips and circuits; ar- 
chitecture; and cartography. 

The last is the most recent develop- 
ment, Professor Michael Melkanoff of 
UCLA told me, but may be the fastest 
growing. "Maps of every city in the 
world will soon be done on comput- 
ers," he said. "Imagine the value of 
having a computer that knows where 
every street, every gas line, every 
telephone cable, every building is 
located." 

In the other three design fields, 
computers have already made them- 
selves felt. Designers have moved 
beyond simply using the computer to 
produce more elegant, more exacting 
charts and blueprints, Melkanoff said. 
Once the initial design is entered, the 
computer can look at it from any 
angle, displaying top, bottom, side, or 
any other view the designer needs. 
"The video screen is really a window 
into your design," Melkanoff told me. 
"You can move around a large draw- 
ing, zoom in or out, look at pieces, and 
work on small sections. 

"And the system eliminates the real 
nightmare of major design— engineer- 
ing change orders. Now the computer 
tracks the changes. We used to ask, 
'Where's the last update?' Now we 
know. 

"It's in the computer." 

Melkanoff is one of a handful of pro- 
fessors in the U.S. who is teaching 
computer-aided design to engineering 
students. Using equipment and soft- 
ware donated to UCLA by Lockheed 
and others, Melkanoff has developed 
an aggressive teaching and research 
program. 

"I've heard too many complaints 
from industry about universities pro- 
ducing obsolete engineers," he said. 
"We have to teach with modern tools if 
we want to produce modern design 
engineers. 

"The computer has completely 
changed drafting in the past 10 or 15 
years," Melkanoff added. "But there's 
much to do yet. There's so much resis- 
tance in the field." 

The resistance comes from people 
who learned drafting and design the 
old way— using a pencil, a straight- 
edge, a set of curves, and lots of eras- 
ers. Many of them have difficulty con- 
ceptualizing a design, Melkanoff ex- 
plained. They want to work with an 
entire drawing visible, even if they're 
only working on one corner. With 
computers, the screen shows only the 
corner while the computer keeps the 



rest of the design stored away in its 
memory. 



Micro-drawing 

Calma, in California's Silicon Val- 
ley, is one of the leading suppliers of 
turnkey computer-aided design sys- 
tems. Another is McDonnell Douglas 
Automation (McAuto), a branch of the 
giant Southern California aerospace 
firm. Both have spent years develop- 
ing high-level, easy-to-use programs. 

Calma designs and builds most of 
the hardware that goes with its com- 
puter programming, while McAuto 
supplies standard terminals and other 
equipment purchased from outside 
manufacturers. Both companies base 
their systems on available minicom- 
puters built by Data General or Digi- 
tal, but Calma also developed a small, 
superfast computer as part of the 
design station for one of its advanced 
systems. 

I visited both companies to see the 
systems in action. At Calma, the daz- 
zling display of the refinery layout 
was only the beginning of the demon- 
stration. After calling up other exam- 
ples of the computer's mechanical 
engineering wizardry (see pictures on 
previous two pages) the Calma team 
led me to another design station, this 
one dedicated to the electronics indus- 
try. At the push of a button, a complex 
integrated circuit took form in full 
video color. 

"These stations mean total replace- 
ment of the drafting table," said Sue 
Shedler, integrated-circuit product 
manager. 

Within the past few years, comput- 
er-aided design has brought a true 
revolution to the integrated-circuit 
industry. The old-fashioned way of 
designing a microprocessor took at 
least four people a year to draw the 
complex circuitry on clear plastic 
sheets. Some companies still do it that 
way, drawing circuits at 1,000 times 
their scale to show every component 
and connection of a tiny chip. At that 
scale, one of today's chips spreads 
across 25 large sheets of Mylar plastic. 
Then, since there are different circuits 
on different layers of a microprocessor 
chip, the Mylar sheets must be care- 
fully coordinated. 

"The physical problem of matching 
up all those sheets is enormous," 
Shedler told me. "And in five years, 
integrated circuits will be so small, 
with so many components, they'll be 
drawing them at 5.000X and the 
Mylar design sheets will cover three- 
fourths of a football field." 

Calma's Graphic Design System II 
ends all that, letting one designer lay 



out a complete microprocessor in 
about four months. The job goes rapid- 
ly because the computer does most of 
the detail work. For instance, VLSI 
(very large-scale integration) circuits 
may have 10,000-14,000 components 
packed into one chip. But many com- 



ponents, such as memory cells, are 
identical, though they are laid out in 
arrays of hundreds of thousands. 

With the computer doing most of 
the work, the designer need only use a 
stylus or cursor to outline boundaries 
of an array on the video screen. In the 



next few seconds, the computer fills in 
the array with hundreds of identical 
cells. The same job could have taken 
humans several weeks of painstaking 
drafting by hand. 
Of equal importance to integrated-

From airplane wings to auto air bags 



Though the computer-graphics terminal 
is a relative newcomer to many engineer- 
ing departments, it's old stuff to the aero- 
space and automotive industries. For the 
past 10 years, computers have played a 
major role in designing planes, cars, and 
related components. At first the two 
industries used the computer as a kind of 
super-calculator. But innovative engi- 
neers soon learned to tap the computer's 
full design potential. In 1977, for example, 
Rockwell, the aerospace company, report- 
ed a major computer breakthrough: the 
redesign of a wing for the Sabre 65 that 
had proved almost impossible to upgrade 
using conventional design methods. In 
1979, the Boeing company reported it was 
using computers to design almost all of 
the new commercial airliners. Boeing's 
complex, three-level design system pro- 



duced complete fabrication and aircraft 
assembly drawings, tooling information- 
even interior design layouts for different 
airlines. Meanwhile, the auto industry, 
which had begun by borrowing aerospace 
computer technology, worked out design 
systems to meet its own specific needs. 
Back in 1971, GM developed a computer 
model that mathematically analyzed the 
response of a car's front end during a 
crash into a barrier. By 1974 GM was 
using the computer-graphics terminal to 
develop graphs and charts that replaced 
pages of numbers showing tolerances 
between parts. To generate these graph- 
ics, the computer mathematically "as- 
sembled" all the parts of a car. This com- 
puter simulation of dimensional toler- 
ances allowed GM engineers to discover 
possible misalignment of parts in a new 




design well before prototypes were 
built. 

Also in 1974, GM Research Labs 
was fine-tuning its Finite Element Model- 
ing program. In this computer simulation, 
the structure of a design is subdivided 
into a number of small chunks— or ele- 
ments. The fixed shape of each element is 
mathematically described by the comput- 
er, which then sees the whole structure as 
a collection of finite elements, instead of 
an almost infinite series of connected 
points. Once the model of the design is 
created, the computer can analyze the rip- 
ple effect that even a small strain placed 
on one element will have on the whole 
structure. With this computer tool as a 
starting point, the GM Research Labs 
began developing, in 1975, its Vehicle 
Structure Analysis Program. This full 
computer-aided design package used the 
computer video display to show in three- 
dimensional perspective the results of the 
various structure analysis and modeling 
programs. 

By 1980, computer-aided design was a 
major tool at GM's Fisher Body division. 
The surface designs of all of the 1980 GM 
cars, except the Corvette, were designed 
by a computer. The computer also devel- 
oped the instructions for the automated 
milling machines that cut full-size models 
of the designs. And the computer system 
helped develop other components such 
as seat belts and air bags. The computer 
even predicts the movements of auto 
occupants during a crash. Finally, the 
computer is used to develop control pro- 
grams for machines as diverse as auto- 
mated fabric cutters and robot welders. 

Other automotive companies regularly 
use computer-aided design, as do related 
industries such as headlight and tire man- 
ufacturers. GE, for example, uses the 
computer to create the equations needed 
for cutting the facets of its new line of 
sealed-beam halogen headlamps. Fire- 
stone has been using computers in its 
drafting department for over a decade, 
and now has a fully developed computer- 
aided design program (see photo). 

With a light pen, a Firestone designer 
draws a tire tread directly onto the com- 
puter screen. He can also issue design 
commands via the keyboard. The comput- 
er analyzes the finished pattern, then cre- 
ates a blueprint that's transmitted directly 
to a microfilm printer. The prints are used 
to make tread molds.

circuit manufacturers is the comput- 
er's ability to go back over the com- 
pleted design looking for errors. Cal- 
ma's software includes "design-rule 
checks" to make certain that all spec- 
ifications are accurate. A spacing 
error as small as one micron can cause 
a chip to short out, for instance. 

That kind of verification is strenu- 
ous, even for a computer. A typical 
integrated circuit requires about 30 
hours of computer time just looking 
for errors. But the same job once took 
a team of humans 22 weeks. 

Calma has more than 650 systems 
installed worldwide. Its design sta- 
tions for integrated circuits are now 
used by most major electronics compa- 
nies, including the Japanese. CAD is 
most readily accepted by electronics 
designers, the experts agree, because 
they have no fear of computers. 

In Southern California, McAuto's 
Unigraphics system is aimed directly 
at the heart of the strongest resis- 
tance—the mechanical-engineering 
field. "We approach a design analyti- 
cally rather than doing cut-and-fit, 
trim-and-fit-better," said McAuto's 
Tom Rafferty. "But we have a lot of 
tradition to beat down." 

Still, the computer systems origi- 
nally developed to solve sophisticated 
aeronautic-design problems have al- 
ready been used to create an unusual 
array of consumer products. Design- 
ers of at least one style of Nike tennis 
shoes used the McAuto system to get 
the pebbled soles just right. The John 
Deere Co. asked for McAuto's help in 
designing the multiple curves of a 
weed cutter's plastic handle. And the 
system has helped designers of sun- 
glasses sort out the problems of com- 
plex curves in lenses. 

"We did a design on sunglasses in 
two days that would have taken four 
months the old way," said Laurie 
McAllister, a programmer. "Once 
you've got the model in the computer, 
it's easy to change the curves." 

On McAuto's Unigraphics terminal, 
operators dance the cursor around the 
screen with keys rather than a stylus. 
McAllister proved how easy the sys- 
tem could be by spotting points ran- 
domly across the CRT, then asking 
the computer to connect them with a 
curved line. It did the job instantly, 
leaving the screen with a snaked line 
twisting across its face. 

Erasing the image, she moved on to 
a simple demonstration— drawing a 
block on the screen, then punching it 
with holes. The design was done in 
less than two minutes. 

"Here's another element of our soft- 
ware," said programmer Wil Valen- 



zuela, calling up a menu of commands 
on a small screen sitting just above 
the main CRT. With these commands, 
engineers have instant access to a 
variety of physical information about 
their design. 

The menu system— with the com- 
puter giving on-screen instructions 
and asking questions to be answered 
by the designer— makes Unigraphics 
easy to learn. "The system is com- 
pletely tutorial," Valenzuela said. "It 
can be learned by a mechanical engi- 
neer in an hour, though it will take a 
while longer to become an expert." 

Now the computer asked for the 
density of material to be used in fab- 
ricating our just-designed block. Val- 
enzuela entered the number 1. 

"The object has to be of a uniform 
density," he said. "We can't mix 
materials yet." 

Even so, the screen quickly provid- 
ed a variety of data on the block— sur- 
face area, volume, weight, center of 
mass, and more. A second analysis 
appeared, giving perimeter measure- 
ments and other data engineers use. 

Both Calma and McAuto include 
subprograms for Finite Element Mod- 
eling, a method of analyzing what 
happens to designs when they are sub- 
jected to stress (see box). McAuto also 
lets engineers put routine items, such 
as nuts and bolts, into the memory 
once, then retrieve them in whatever 
standard size is needed at the mo- 
ment. 

And with either system, it's easy for 
an engineer to see what will happen to 
a part during manufacture. 

Designed for manufacture 

The latest and, to some engineers, 
one of the most exciting uses of com- 
puters is as an aid in designing the 
manufacturing process. Sometimes 
called CAD/CAM, this technology 
links the creation of the engineering 
drawing directly with the develop- 
ment of the tools and instructions 
needed to actually make the object. 

Once a rough version of a design is 
drafted onto the video screen, the 
engineer can create a computerized 
milling or cutting tool. After setting 
the exact depth of a cut, the end-shape 
desired, and other parameters, either 
the engineer or the computer can 
guide the "tool" along the surface of 
the design. This process has two 
immediate benefits. 

People involved see on-screen evi- 
dence of any milling or shaping prob- 
lems that need to be solved. This pre- 
vents nasty surprises on the assembly 
line. The computer also remembers 
how the tool moved. When the milling 



process is bug-free, the tool's motions 
can be recorded on magnetic tape. And 
this tape can then drive the appropri- 
ate machine in a shop or factory. 

"Manufacturing-process planners 
can take blocks of raw material 
through every process to an end prod- 
uct, all without leaving their termi- 
nal," UCLA's Melkanoff said. 

Coding for cylinders 

With true computer-aided design 
little more than 10 years old, the field 
is a real technological youngster. The 
programming required to give the 
computer all the information it 
needs— imagine describing the inter- 
secting curves and angles that make 
up one small refinery— takes Hercule- 
an effort. 

"Even now, we just don't know how 
to describe objects well," Melkanoff 
said. "We know the computer could 
produce much better perspectives." 

The need for improvement has led 
to some impressive research and de- 
velopment. Dr. Herbert Voelcker 
heads the University of Rochester 
team that is most advanced in the 
field. Working with grants from 10 
private companies, including Calma 
and McAuto plus the National Science 
Foundation, Voelcker's team has de- 
veloped an advanced, and still experi- 
mental, method of programming 
called PADL-1 (Part and Assembly 
Description Language). 

The new programming not only 
produces complex shapes in improved 
three-dimensional perspective, but 
gives the computer far more power to 
analyze physical properties. 

An even more sophisticated version 
will be completed this year, Voelcker 
says. With this programming, the 
computer will be loaded in advance 
with information on the shape of vir- 
tually every major component used in 
mechanical design— blocks and cubes, 
cylinders and spheres, cones and 
toroids. Those shapes, the building 
blocks of design, can then be brought 
together on a screen to form almost 
anything. 

There's more coming in total sys- 
tems, too. Calma introduced a voice- 
operated system in November that 
allows a user to speak to the computer 
and give such commands as "pan," 
"stop," "zoom," and many others. But 
it was still under wraps at the time 
that I visited. 

"On the mechanical side, we're in 
CAD from design to cutting metal. 
And still, the whole industry has yet 
to scratch the surface," McAuto's Raf- 
ferty said. "CAD is a lot more than 
just pretty pictures." HQ] 
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we really 
went to town 
on the Volks- 
wagen Rab- 
bit this year. 
There's a trim new grille 
up front. 

And big new taillights 
in back. 
There's a plush new 
interior. 

And literally hundreds of 
improvements in all those 
funny places you never 
think about. 
Like the fuse box.

Because at a time when most car 
manufacturers are making their en- 
gines smaller to improve gas mileage, 
we made the Rabbit's engine bigger.

IMPORTS 

How they'll 
meet Detroit's 
counterattack 



A war is being fought all around us 
every day, between domestic and for- 
eign auto manufacturers— and the 
tide has been surging steadily in favor 
of the latter. Detroit, caught without 
viable challengers for the stylish, 
high-quality, fuel-efficient imports 
that captured as much as 30 percent of 
all U.S. sales, has taken a heavy 
pounding— losing as much as $1.65 
billion in a quarter. But the car mak- 
ers have fought back, making massive 
changes in their lineups. Some joined 
a hard-fought, though unsuccessful, 
union campaign to limit car imports. 

Now, America's slow-mounting 
counterattack is reaching full force, 
and the foreign car makers will be fac- 
ing stiff competition. How will they 
meet it? 

To show what the imports are fac- 
ing, here's a rundown of America's 
strategy: 

• Omni/Horizon (Chrysler, 1977): 
front-wheel-drive subcompacts; first 
U.S. import challenger. 

• X-cars (General Motors, 1979): 
front-drive compacts; shattered the 
record for first-year sales. 

• K-cars (Chrysler, 1980): front- 
drive compacts; greater space- and 
fuel-efficiency. 

• Escort/Lynx (Ford, 1980): front- 
drive subcompacts; the firm's first. 

• EXP/LN-7 (Ford, 1981): sporty 
Escort/Lynx variants; coming soon. 

• Chevette diesel (Chevrolet, 
1981): America's first diesel subcom- 
pact; rear-drive; available soon. 

• J-cars (General Motors, 1981): 
four-seat, front-drive compacts; avail- 
able in a few months. 

• Mini-pickups from each of the 
Big Three: as early as this fall. 

In addition, Detroit is striving to 
match the quality of the imports. 

The American countermeasures are 
imposing, but the foreign manufac- 
turers, too, are introducing new cars, 



ranging from super-economy mini- 
compacts to ultra-luxury flagships. 
And in their determination to stay 
ahead, they are restyling heavily to 
keep their cars fresh-looking— even 
restyling some all-new cars intro- 
duced just last year. 

Despite significant advances in fuel 
economy among the U.S. companies, 
the unquestioned champions are still 
the imports. There are several new 
engines and variants this year, in- 
cluding alloy V8's, turbos, diesels, and 
turbodiesels. One surprising develop- 
ment is a gasoline-powered Toyota 
that beat all but one of the diesels. 
(See PS Car Test this issue.) And the 
sophisticated, computer-controlled 
carburetors and fuel-injection sys- 
tems most manufacturers are using to 
meet tougher U.S. 1981 emissions 
standards will mean improved econo- 
my, performance, and drivability. 

Other efforts by the foreign compa- 
nies include improving major subsys- 
tems such as heating and air condi- 
tioning. They are also expanding their 
dealer networks, and, most impor- 
tantly, some will start building U.S. 
plants, joining Volkswagen in assem- 
bling cars here. 

What will all this mean to you? To 
start with, better quality and more 
fuel-efficient cars from both foreign 
and domestic producers— the intense 
competition demands it. The foreign 
makers' expanded dealer networks 
and U.S. assembly plants should also 
mean better availability of parts and 
service. Don't expect prices to go 
down, however. 

Who will win the war? As distinc- 
tions between foreign and domestic 
cars rapidly melt away and cars 
become more similar, fewer of us may 
turn to imports. So their manufactur- 
ers will try harder, prompting the do- 
mestic companies to try harder. It 
seems we may be the winners. IE 
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With mpg inching ever 
higher, the domestics are 
chasing a moving target

Superb fuel economy is not the only 
quality American consumers look for 
in a small car, but they won't look at 
one that doesn't have it. Now that for- 
eign-car makers have carved out a 
large share of the U.S. market with 
their high-mpg models, they plan to 
dig in and hold that share with even 
thriftier cars. But good performance 
and sporty styling are also important, 
and this year's wave of small-car 
imports features improvements in 
those departments, too. 

As a group, small imports are 
unlikely to yield to domestic models in 
the next few years. The foreign mak- 
ers are not standing pat on their past 
successes. Highlights of the 1981 mod- 
els make this clearly evident: 

Mazda. GLC* hatchback models 
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All set to encircle the domestic competi- 
tion again this year are five of Japan's 
most fuel-efficient models (clockwise 
from front on facing page): Honda Civic, 
Mazda GLC, Datsun 210, Subaru GLF, and 
Mitsubishi-made Dodge Colt. But there's 
more to economy imports than high mpg. 
Subaru makes four-wheel drive available 
in all its hatchbacks and wagons (top), and 
its GL 4WD's feature dual-range transmis- 
sions for power or economy. Mazda's 
sporty 626 (above) offers performance 
and styling features rarely found at under 
$7,000. The Datsun 510 (right) gets top 
performance from its hemi-head NAPS-Z 
engine, which meets tight emission stan- 
dards yet retains 40+ highway mpg. 



♦Included in this month's car test 



have a front-wheel power train this 
year— a first for Mazda. The arrange- 
ment is predictable: transverse en- 
gine and transaxle. Last year's 1,415- 
cc engine has been refined. It now dis- 
places 1,490 cc, but it's also smaller 
and lighter. Detail changes— to the 
valve springs, piston rings, crank- 
shaft bearings, water-pump impeller, 
and flywheel— have reduced internal 
friction by five to 10 percent, de- 
pending on engine speed. The body 
layout is similar to the Rabbit's. There 
is excellent space inside and virtually 
unobstructed views to all sides. 



Volkswagen. The engines in both 
the gasoline and diesel Rabbits 41 are a 
tenth of a liter bigger this year. At 1.7 
and 1.6 liters, respectively, they deliv- 
er boosted performance while retain- 
ing their excellent fuel economy. Most 
Rabbits are rated by the EPA at 40 
mpg or more in highway driving. The 
gasoline engine has a new crankshaft 
with a longer stroke, plus a new block, 
pistons, head, and camshaft. A major 
change in VW's gearboxes results in a 
0.70:1 fourth-gear ratio, compared 
with the 0.97:1 of last year. According 
to the EPA rating, the four-speed

gearbox delivers better economy than 
the manual five-speed, which has a 
0.71:1 high-gear ratio. The Rabbits' 
new instrument panel looks more 
massive, because the knee-bar part of 
the passive restraint system is now 
integrated into the face of the panel 
for a cleaner appearance. 

Datsun. Datsun has added a new 
twist to the loss-leader marketing 
idea by introducing a high-mileage 
version of the 210. Called the 210 
MPG*, it carries impressive EPA 
numbers (26 city, 47 highway). The 
MPG has an exclusive 1.4-liter en- 
gine, five-speed manual transmission, 
and, as a special inducement, a $4,639 
price tag. The Datsun 310 has a 
slightly bigger engine this year— 1.5 
liters. It delivers better performance 
than last year's 1.4, but keeps the 
model in the EPA's 40-mpg-highway 
class. 

Toyota. Starlet* is a new name in 
imports. It's the smallest of the Toyo- 
tas, but it's slotted between the Corol- 
la and Tercel* in price. A lightweight 
chassis of 1,725 pounds and tiny 1.3- 
liter engine get the best fuel economy 
in the Toyota lineup— 39 mpg in the 
city and 54 mpg on the highway, 
according to the EPA. Even smaller 
than the subcompacts that have dom- 
inated sales in the recent past, the 
Starlet signals a trend in small-car 
imports. You will see more of these in 
the coming years as the imports 
expand into a field where the Ameri- 
can makers do not compete. 

It is surprising that the newest 
Toyota has rear-wheel drive when 
most new models have been going the 
other way. But simplicity is an asset, 
too: There is no drive-train layout as 
simple to maintain and repair as the 
conventional one in the Starlet. Toyo- 
ta has been producing the same car in 
Japan for some years, and recently 
boosted production to give its Ameri- 
can dealers a mini-compact quickly. 
Rather than delay introduction to tool 
up for a new drive train, Toyota will 
add front drive when the Starlet is 
given its periodic major change in a 
few years. 

Subaru. Most of the dramatic 
changes were made last year, but this 
year Subaru has introduced a new 
hardtop, the GLF*, equipped with an 
1,800-cc engine and manual transmis- 
sion. This model is reminiscent of 
American-made hardtops of the 
1970's: It has roll-down rear side win- 
dows, pillarless side styling, and a 
semi-fastback roof line. The interiors 
are upgraded from earlier models, too. 
The GLF is among the biggest of the 
economy imports, running counter to 
the pattern of ever-shrinking subcom- 
pact cars.

Fiat. Fiat is now emphasizing its 
sports cars, the X-l/9 and Spider 2000, 
instead of the economy Strada, indi- 
cating that the company no longer 
feels it can compete in the low-cost 
sedan market. Instead, the sporty fla- 
vor of all lines, including the sedans, 
will become the thrust of future mar- 
keting. Changes for 1981 include low- 
profile tires and an upgraded air-con- 
ditioning system. To stress the new 
emphasis, Fiat will add a turbocharg- 
er to the Strada engine in midyear. An 
electronic fuel-injection system is 
standard on all Strada models this 
year to help Fiat meet emission 
requirements while maintaining high 
performance. 

Dodge Colt/Plymouth Champ. 
These Mitsubishi-made twins are 
mostly unchanged from last year, 
except for restyled grilles and tail- 
lights. A base model has been added to 
attract customers at a lower price lev- 
el. A modestly stripped version of the 
Colt/Champ deluxe, it offers impres- 
sive fuel economy— 37 city and 50 
highway, according to EPA listings. 
The only Colt offered this year is the 
familiar two-door hatchback*. 

Honda. Honda is developing a com- 
muter car that is smaller than the 
Civic*, but you won't see it for a couple 
of years. Meanwhile, the Civic does 
commuter-car duty just fine. It was 
restyled inside and out last year, so 
the 1981 model is almost a complete 
carryover. There is a new four-door 
notchback sedan that has a more con- 
ventional appearance than the high- 
selling hatchback. It uses the same 
front-drive train and high-mpg en- 
gine as the two-door. Whether the 
sedan styling will be as appealing to 
the economy-car buyer as the older 
shape remains to be seen. 

Renault. The 1981 Le Car* is virtu- 
ally identical to the 1980 model. There 
are some trim differences on the out- 
side, but the body and drive train are 
the same. Minor adjustments to the 
emission system do not discernibly 
affect fuel economy, drivability, or 
performance. 

Generally, the trends in small im- 
ports continue what has taken place 
during the latter part of the 1970's, 
with U.S. makers playing catch-up. 
Now that there are six domestic sub- 
compacts that can compete in the 40- 
mpg-or-better class (Escort/Lynx, 
Horizon/Omni, Reliant/ Aries), the 
foreign companies are aiming toward 
new models that are even smaller and 
lighter. If these new cars prove 
appealing to American buyers, De- 
troit will still find itself five years 
behind the times. BED

In addi- 
tion, there are double-overdrive 
transmissions, emission-control sys- 
tems that improve fuel economy, and 



a car that talks to you— even if you're 
not lonely. 

The biggest news comes from Ja- 
pan, where Datsun has restyled its 
top-of-the-line 810 series, producing 
four-door sedans and station wagons. 
A diesel-engine option is due in a few 
weeks, but the car's most interesting 
feature is a warning system with a 
persuasive female voice that reminds 
you: "Please turn off the lights." 

The 200-SX now sports the twin- 
spark-plug version of the NAPS-Z 
[PS, Dec. 79] for better economy and 
power, as well as lower emissions. The 
280-ZX has also gotten more power 
from its emission-control system, and 
there'll soon be a turbocharged model 
(with automatic transmission only). 

Toyota has also restyled its top lux- 
ury model, the Cressida. Available as 
either a four-door sedan or station 
wagon, with a new 2.8-liter fuel-injec-

tion engine, the Cressida also features 
the first motorized passive-restraint 
system as standard equipment. 

The Supra now has an optional 
sports-performance package with 
stiffer springs and shocks, big sway 
bars, and front and rear spoilers. 
Rounding out Toyota's lineup is a 
newly designed Land Cruiser wagon. 

Mazda has redesigned the RX-7's 
bodywork— particularly the nose— for 
better aerodynamic efficiency. The 
car is 135 lbs. lighter, with a bigger 
fuel tank and an economy-boosting 
emission-control system that doesn't 
harm performance. A new top-luxury 
GSL model has four-wheel disc brakes 
and a limited-slip differential. 

Honda has made only refinements 
to the Prelude, such as optional vari- 
able-assist power steering. 

Meanwhile, in Europe, Volvo has 
replaced the sports-suspension GT 
with the GLT two-door coupe, five- 
door wagon (with sports suspension), 
and 2.1-liter GLT Turbo (a two-door 
available only with manual transmis- 
sion). There's also a two-door GL, 
overdrive on all manual transmis- 
sions, and a diesel engine available for 
four-door and wagon models. 

Saab has added a four-door sedan to 
its 900 series, along with an optional 
automatic transmission. 

Renault is now importing the 18i 
[PS, Sept. '80] in both four-door sedans 
and station wagons. Le Car has 
received minor detail refinements, al- 
though Renault may import the limit- 
ed-production Turbo version. 

Peugeot's lineup now includes the 
2.3-liter 505 and luxurious 505S Tur- 
bodiesel. The 504 Diesel wagon re- 
mains basically unchanged. 

Volkswagen has made passive- 
restraint systems standard on the Jet- 
ta, and given the Jetta, Scirocco, and 
Rabbit convertible a larger 1.7-liter 
engine. Each also has a new five-speed 
transmission with overdrive fourth 
and fifth gears, and the convertible 
has an optional automatic. 

Audi will soon introduce its new 
4000 coupe, which shares the Europe- 
only Quattro's body [PS, Sept. '80] but 
not its four-wheel drive and 2.2-liter 
turbocharged engine. Instead, for '81 
it has a conventional 1.9-liter engine 
and two-wheel drive. 

Fiat will have fuel injection on all of 
its cars and will soon have two-liter 
turbo engines for both the Brava and 
Spider 2000. Lancia, meanwhile, will 
offer only the Zagato and Beta Coupe 
models, with few detail changes. 

Finally, there may soon be another 
imported sports car: the Brazilian- 
built Puma ["What's New," PS, Jan.]. 
It's a VW-based 1.6-liter fiberglass 
sports car, and will be available as a 
GTE coupe and GTS convertible. HU

The best get better. 
Makers feature new 
models with greater fuel 
efficiency

It's said that once you get past the 
basics of traveling from point A to 
point B, the reasons for selecting a car 
are based on pure emotion. If that's 
true, there is no more emotion spent 
on cars than for these exotic models 
from overseas that range in price 
anywhere from $15,000 to $100,000 
and more. 

Most expensive again this year are 
the Rolls-Royces. For 1981, Rolls will 
have its first complete model change 
in 15 years. 

Styling of the Rolls is new, though 
the much-copied grille and flying-lady 
mascot are unchanged. Changes in 
rear suspension, which include air 
springs and a modified angle for the 
trailing arms, reduce lean on turns 
and improve the ride. Rolls still uses a 
6.7-liter V8 engine that gets no more 
than eight mpg on the highway with 
this 5,000-pound automobile. Includ- 
ed in the price is an estimated $650 
gas-guzzler tax that Rolls must pay 
because its cars do not meet the U.S. 
government's 22-mpg CAFE (corpo- 
rate average fuel economy) require- 
ment [PS, Oct. '801. 

New Mercedes-Benz models for 
1981 are the S-class cars: the 300SD 
and 380SEL. Fuel economy is im- 
proved on the new models through 
lighter weight— an average of 250 
pounds has been shaved off the chas- 
sis—and better aerodynamics. Most of 
the weight-cutting is accomplished by 
use of aluminum for hood and deck 
material and zinc-coated body panels 
in high-corrosion areas. The suspen- 
sions have been modified to reduce 
road noise and vibration inside the 
passenger compartment, mostly 
through the use of rubber isolators 
between body-chassis connection 
points. The 380SEL is rated at 17 mpg 
in city driving and 24 on the highway 
by the EPA. The SD has a 26/30 rat- 
ing. 

Changes in BMW's 1981 line con- 
centrate on fuel economy of the 
633CSi and 733i models. They have 
five-speed manual transmissions this 
year. Fuel economy is 16 mpg in city 
driving, 25 on the highway, according 
to EPA figures. IB

When Japanese auto manufacturers 
started sending their small trucks 
here, the fuel economy of the versatile 
vehicles was appreciated by a rela- 
tively small number of users. Now 
skyrocketing fuel costs have changed 
the situation dramatically, and many 
more people value the gas-stretching 
performance of tiny pickups. 

The 1981 models will give truck 
owners even more to cheer about. 
Numerous engineering innovations 
make the '81's the most economical 



pickups yet. New engines, lighter 
weight, and better aerodynamic styl- 
ing contribute to improved mpg per- 
formance. 

Datsun is introducing two engines. 
One is the hemi-head NAPS-Z engine, 
which was introduced in Datsun cars 
in 1980 [PS, Dec. 79]. The NAPS-Z, 
rated at 98 hp, boosts power in Datsun 
trucks by eight percent. Torque has 
been increased to 127 ft.-lbs. at 2,800 
rpm, an increase of 18.8 percent. The 
added power is provided without de- 
grading fuel economy or emissions. 

Also new for '81 is a 2.2-liter diesel 
engine (available as an option in two- 
wheel-drive trucks, beginning in 
April). A Datsun spokesman told me, 
"We're hoping for a 40-mpg EPA high- 
way rating and 28-mpg city." 

VW, the mpg champ in pickups, has 
also made some improvements in its 
power plants. The gas engine has been 
increased to 1,715-cc displacement. 
The optional diesel now has a dis- 
placement of 1,588 cc vs. last year's 
1,471 cc. The diesel is now rated at 52 
hp (up eight percent), while torque 
has been increased by 21 percent to 
71.5 ft.-lbs. 

VW says the increased displace- 
ment in both engines results from new 
crankshafts with longer strokes. Both 



also have bigger oil pans. And VW has 
given the top gear of the four-speed 
manual transmission a lower gearset 
to bring it closer to an overdrive ratio. 

Toyota offers four-speed overdrive 
automatic transmission on two- 
wheel-drive SR5 and California Long 
Bed Deluxe models for the first time. 
SR5 four-wheel-drives have a new 
five-speed overdrive manual gearbox 
(the five-speed overdrive is optional 
on the four-wheel-drive Long Bed 
Deluxe). 

Chevrolet's LUV has new aerody- 
namic styling, and curb weight has 
been cut by about 50 pounds to , 
improve fuel economy. 

Modifications to Dodge Ram 50 
(identical to Plymouth Arrow), Ford 
Courier, and Mazda B2000 are rel- 
atively minor. 

All eight brands have incorporated 
many styling and comfort changes, 
both inside and out. These features 
continue the trend of providing car- 
like conveniences inside trucks for 
quieter and more comfortable riding. 
Virtually any optional passenger-car 
feature can now be obtained. At the 
same time, the working capability has 
been increased with beefed-up con- 
struction and greater cargo-carrying 
capability in most models. IE

Spearheaded by a growing number of 
40-mpg-plus subcompacts, the import- 
ed-car explosion shows no sign of abat- 
ing. Fuel economy is the prime reason 
for the boom, but features such as bet- 
ter comfort, increased cargo capacity, 
easy handling, agile maneuverability, 
and spirited performance are impor- 
tant, too. 

We tested 10 of the top-selling high- 
mileage makers: Datsun 210, Dodge 
Colt, Honda Civic, Mazda GLC, Re- 
nault Le Car, Subaru GLF, Toyota's 
Starlet and Tercel, and Volkswagen's 
Jetta and Rabbit Diesel. All are pow- 
ered by four-cylinder engines, but 
there are sizable drive-train differ- 
ences. 

Each of the cars is rated at 40 mpg 
or better in at least one EPA highway 
test (either 49-state or California).

The top-rated Volkswagen Rabbit 
Diesel is closely followed by the new, 
gasoline-powered Toyota Starlet. But 
all 10 cars offer high economy. (See 
January's PS car test for the top 
domestics.) 

To check fuel economy, we placed 
precision flow meters in each car's 
main fuel line (and return line, if any) 
to the tank. Then we drove it through 
several measured miles at specified 
steady-state speeds. From our ob- 
served fuel consumption, we calculat- 
ed fuel economy. 

Again this year, Volkswagen Rab- 
bit Diesel turned in the highest econ- 
omy figures at 55 mph and finished 
second at 35. But this time it was 
its gasoline-powered cousin-with-a- 
trunk, Jetta, that nosed it out at 35 
(63.8 mpg vs. 63.1) and came very 
close at 55 (42.0 vs. 42.5). The Honda 
Civic took third in both categories, 
while the other cars all turned in 
respectable performances (see fuel- 
mileage tables). 

Hatchbacks predominate in this 
group, so most models have some of 
the carrying convenience of a station 
wagon. But even some of those with a 
conventional trunk, such as Jetta and 
Subaru, have luggage capacity that 
approaches that of full-size American 
cars. On the other hand, we found 
problems in getting into the rear seats 
of the two-door models. 

The European cars— Jetta, Rabbit, 
and Le Car— offer the most comfort- 
able seats, and all 10 cars provide 
good front-seat room. There are varia- 
tions . in rear-seat space, however 
(check specifications tables for more 
details). The air-conditioning systems 
on some are as good as the best Amer- 



ican systems, but interior noise levels 
are high throughout the group. 

Fast acceleration gives a feeling of 
better control. Tops in performance is 
the jaunty little Civic. It zips to 60 
mph in 13.6 seconds— more than a sec- 
ond quicker than Jetta— with Colt 
close behind. Most of the other cars 
fall in an acceptable 16-18.5-second 
range. It should be no surprise, 
though, that the Rabbit Diesel is slow- 
est or that we occasionally found it a 
bit troublesome in city traffic, where 
stop-and-go conditions can tax its 
acceleration. 

Agility is the small car's forte, 
mainly because of tiny bodies, rack- 
and-pinion steering, radial tires, and 
suspensions, which are carefully 
matched to their drive trains. All that 
we tested receive our top mark for 
low-speed maneuverability, with good 
or very good marks for high-speed 
handling. The ultranimble Colt took 
the only top rating for handling. Brief- 
ly, here's how the cars look: 

Datsun 210 

Our 210 was a stripped-down ver- 
sion of Datsun's economy king: a car 
with rubber floor mats, no armrests, 
and nonreclining seats. Most 210 buy- 
ers select the fancier versions, so com- 
paratively few of these Spartan types 
are imported. 

Interior space is reasonably good. 
The transmission hump causes mini- 
mal space loss up front, while the rigid 
axle and differential carrier intrude 
little into the trunk. The front seats 
are pleasant, and driving position is 
good. Rear-seat comfort is mixed, 
however, with little room for knees 
and legs. Without armrests, riding in 



the rear seat becomes a problem of 
balance, and the lightly padded seats 
give little help. 

All-around performance and han- 
dling are about average in the 210. 
Ours was a pleasing car to drive for 
short distances, but we'd recommend 
adding some comfort options. 

Dodge Colt 

Cut your transportation needs 
down to the essentials, and you'll 
come up with something like Dodge 
Colt (identical to Plymouth Champ, so 
general comments apply to both). But 
you can still get fancy equipment, 
such as air conditioning, reclining 
seats, and electric mirror adjusters, to 
make this mini as comfortable and 
convenient as some costing thousands 
more. 

Colt's novel two-speed final-drive 
option works well with the four-speed 
transmission, allowing you to switch 
quickly from power to economy 
modes. The selector lever works easily 
and positively, is handily located next 
to the transmission's shift lever, and 
can be operated when moving or 
standing still. 

The driving position is excellent, 
and front-seat comfort is very good. 
The rear seats are comfortable, but 
space is a bit tight. Cargo space, how- 
ever, is abundant for such a small 
car. 

Honda Civic 

Civic is a near-clone of the highly 
rated Colt, but is slightly faster and 
perhaps a bit more refined. Inside, it 
has an unusual instrument-panel lay- 
out, with controls bristling from ex-

carried there without greatly interfering with maintenance. economy mode in response to traffic conditions. 
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tensions on both sides of the central 
gauge pod. The layout puts controls at 
your fingertips, but can be confusing 
at first. 

When it comes to performance, 
don't think of Civic as a puddle 
jumper. The feel behind the wheel is 
solid and sure, akin to a heavier car. 
The power is impressive and the 
response crisp. 

Front-seat comfort, like the driving 
position, is very good. Rear-seat room 



and comfort are mixed. There is 
enough head room for the average 
adult, and leg room is acceptable. But 
knee room is tight. In total, though, 
you get more space than appears pos- 
sible. 

Mazda GLC 

This year's GLC is all new and is 
Mazda's first front-wheel-drive car. 
It's another Rabbit look-alike and, 
happily, has many of the Volkswag- 



en's major advantages, including an 
excellent all-around view, reclining 
front seats, a relatively flat floor, and 
hatchback design. The inside looks 
more European than Japanese, as evi- 
denced by the smaller number of 
gauges and simpler appointments. On 
the instrument panel, for instance, a 
double row of warning lights monitors 
vital systems. 
As with most of the other cars, corn-

Volkswagen Rabbit Diesel (1) has a 

more powerful engine this year and is 
still America's all-out fuel-economy 
champion. Honda Civic (2) was restyled 
last year and has received only minor 
refinements for 1981. The all-new Mazda 
GLC (3) represents Mazda's first front- 
wheel-drive car. Its five-speed transaxle 
will soon be used by Ford for Escort/ 
Lynx and variants. Renault Le Car (4) 
has minor trim and appearance changes 
this year. Toyota Starlet (5) is new to 
America, but has been available over- 
seas for three years. Its EPA highway 
rating is the highest ever achieved by a 
gasoline-powered car. Dodge Colt (6) is 
basically unchanged, but remains quick 
and unusually nimble. Datsun 210 (7) is 
the company's mileage champion; it's 
available in the special high-economy 
MPG model shown. Volkswagen's Jetta 
(8) was introduced late in 1980 and 
shares its drive train and many compo- 
nents with Rabbit. Toyota Corolla Tercel 
(9) is the firm's first front-wheel-drive 
car for America. Despite being called a 
Corolla, it shares little besides its name 
with the rear-wheel-drive Corollas. Su- 
baru GLF (10) offers very good fuel 
economy in a larger, more comfortable 
package than most subcompacts.

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fort is good to very good, and the inte- 
rior is about as spacious as you could 
expect. The rear seat allows a third 
passenger to be carried while one side 
is folded down to make room for long 
cargo. GLC's rear seat, like Rabbit's 
and Tercel's, is especially good on 
head and leg room for a car of this 
size. 



One thing we particularly like is 
the fuse-box location: in front of the 
driver's left knee, where fuses can be 
checked and replaced without leaving 
your seat. That's well-thought-out 
design. 

Renault Le Car 

Francophiles will be happy with 



this Parisian product, but certain 
details may at first be perplexing. 
Traditional French car design han- 
dles certain controls and their opera- 
tion a bit differently. 

We especially like the ride comfort 
that comes from the large, soft, high- 
quality seats and the unusually long 
wheelbase. Meanwhile, its extremely

It is water-cooled, and operates as 
smoothly as conventional in-lines. 

At the rear, the independent sus- 
pension leaves more room for trunk 
space. With a cargo space of 12 cu. ft., 
this subcompact needs no excuses 
when trunk room is measured. 

Inside, the instrument panel is one 
of the busiest we've seen on a low- 
priced car. Yet its unusual shape, with 
a bulge in the center, presents con- 
trols within easy reach. 

Scattered about the interior are sev- 
en bins and open pockets for storage, 
plus a closable glove box. And Subaru, 
too, has the fuse box handily located 
by the driver's left knee. Seats are 
well formed and firmly padded. 

Toyota Starlet 

Newest in the 40-mpg lineup is 
Toyota's Starlet. It's smaller than the 
Corolla and Corolla Tercel, has rear- 
wheel drive, and garnered an EPA 
highway rating of 54 mpg— trouncing 
all other gasoline-powered cars and 
all diesels except Rabbit. 

Another surprise is the amount of 
room up front. The transmission tun- 
nel is tiny and takes up little space. 
Rear-seat room, however, is only ade- 
quate for the average adult. Knee 
room for rear-seat passengers is tight, 
and the lightly padded seat cushions 
offer little lateral support. Rear en- 
try and exit are difficult, too. 

Make no mistake about the Starlet: 
It is a basic-transportation car. The 
interior looks stark when compared 
with almost any other car in this test. 
Only in the instrument panel can you 
find a touch of extravagance, in the 
form of colorful gauges and an attrac- 
tive panel layout. 

Toyota Corolla Tercel 

Corolla Tercel is now the only front- 
drive model in Toyota's expanding 
subcompact lineup. Little is changed 
on this car since we tested it last year. 
It still offers all the basics that make 



subcompacts attractive: good comfort 
and room, high economy, and a versa- 
tile hatchback body— plus an attrac- 
tive and functional interior design. 

The biggest problem is the unusual 
height of the rear hatch. It's a full 
three feet above the ground, making it 
least convenient of the hatchbacks for 
loading. But Tercel has all the other 
load-space conveniences, including a 
security panel to cover valuables 
stored behind the rear seat, a wide 
hatch opening, a fold-down split rear 
seat, and easy-release rear seat 
backs. 

Why dwell on these features? Small 
cars do not necessarily mean that you 
have to give up carrying capacity. In 
Tercel's case, not only do you get a ver- 
satile cargo carrier, but you also get 
good comfort and about the best all- 
around space in the group. 

Volkswagen Jetta 

Jetta is a variant of Rabbit. The 
body shape is the main difference: Jet- 
ta features a traditional trunk config- 
uration, while Rabbit is strictly a 
hatchback. The two cars use the same 
engine and front-drive machinery; in- 
terior room is generally identical. 

Jetta's interior-trim quality is a 
couple of levels above that of the basic 
Rabbit, though. Seats are firm and 
contoured for comfort. Bolsters on the 
sides of the seat-back cushions help 
hold you snugly in turns. The interior 
similarity between Jetta and Rabbit 
continues with an almost inter- 
changeable instrument panel that in- 
cludes a built-in knee bar— part of 
Jetta's standard passive-restraint 
system. 

As with Rabbit, there is a solid feel 
to the steering and little road wander 
on the freeway. Part of Jetta's seat 
comfort comes from the high position 
of the seats. Passengers, especially in 
the rear, sit well above the floor level, 
and leg room is improved vertically 
instead of horizontally. 

You'll be startled by the size of the 



trunk in this subcompact. It's rated at 
22.3 cu. ft.— as big as that of a full-size 
U.S. car, due to the balanced shape 
and completely flat floor. The spare 
tire is out of sight beneath the floor. 

Volkswagen Rabbit Diesel 

The all-out economy champion 
looks more like a luxury car inside 
and out than ever before. The new 
instrument panel looks more expen- 
sive with its wood-grain trim. It also 
includes a passive-restraint knee bar. 
The brightwork on the doors and the 
expensive, plush upholstery complete 
the touch of luxury. You don't have to 
buy an expensive Rabbit Diesel, huw- 
ever. The base price for a four-speed, 
two-door diesel is $6,735. 

The Rabbit Diesel's drawbacks 
aren't all ironed out yet, however. You 
can still expect starting delays in cold 
weather, higher noise levels inside 
and out, and noticeable diesel fumes 
from the exhaust. On 45-degree-F 
mornings, the starting delay was 25 
seconds, but we expect that will dou- 
ble when temperatures are below 
freezing. Once the engine is warmed 
up, there is no starting delay. 

The diesel's engine noise is 10 deci- 
bels higher than the gasoline engine's 
when measured from two feet away 
(equal to double the loudness). At 
highway speeds, however, the engine 
seems no noisier from inside the car 
than the gasoline version. 

Our picks: 

Of all the imports, I like Jetta best. It 
is the most civilized, and offers good 
fuel economy without asking me to sac- 
rifice the traditional features of ap- 
pearance, room, and a moderate level 
of quality trim. — J.D. 

As good as GLC, Civic, Rabbit, Jet- 
ta, and Tercel are, Colt seems a bit bet- 
ter. With its dual-range transmission, 
it can deliver very good economy or 
performance— whichever you select. 
And its cat-wearing -sneakers nimble- 
ness makes it a lot more fun. — E.J.

will retrieve 
Shuttle rockets 



No more one-shots into 
space: Special ships will 
bring back the boosters

When the Space Shuttle program 
finally gets off the ground later this 
year, two of its unique components 
will not rocket into Earth orbit. 
They'll be gliding in the waters off 
Florida's east coast. 

The UTC Liberty and UTC Free- 
dom are ocean-going ships specially 
designed for the Shuttle program to 
locate and retrieve the spacecraft's 
solid-rocket boosters after they are 
jettisoned from the orbiter at an alti- 
tude of 28 miles. The $7.2 million ves- 
sels will provide a significant econo- 
my for the Shuttle program by permit- 
ting reuse of the boosters for subse- 
quent launches. 

The first leg of the round trip for the 
150-foot-tall, 650-ton boosters is un- 
der their own power as they generate 
almost six million pounds of thrust 
during a two-minute burn time. Then 
they are separated from the orbiter, 
which uses its own engines for the last 
bit of boost into space, and begin their 
plummet back toward Earth. When 
they are three miles aloft, a series of 
parachutes begins to deploy so that 
the boosters hit water at a relatively 
gentle 88 feet per second. 

The return trip to Cape Canaveral 
comes under tow by the retrieval 
ships. The ships will be operated by 
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United Space Boosters, Inc., a subsid- 
iary of United Technologies Corp., 
which has total responsibility for the 
Shuttle's solid-rocket-booster pro- 
gram, including assembly, testing, 
launching, retrieval, and refurbish- 
ment of the rockets. Naval architects 
Rudolph F. Matzer and Assoc. de- 
signed the craft to USBI's very partic- 
ular specifications. 

Since the vessels must navigate 
both in the open sea and in inland 
waterways, two propulsion systems 
are provided. For open ocean travel, 
each of the 1,052-ton vessels is pow- 
ered by twin diesel engines that gen- 
erate a combined 2,900 hp and are 
connected to two huge controllable- 
pitch propellers. For maneuverabili- 
ty, a 425-hp diesel-powered thruster 
points the bow in the desired direc- 
tion. The craft can sustain speeds of 13 
knots with a range of 6,000 nautical 
miles. 

When the ships are plying the 
Banana River to and from Cape 
Canaveral, the propellers are turned 
off. There, the vessels are driven by 
425-hp water-jet stern thrusters. The 
reason for this backup propulsion sys- 
tem: to protect an endangered species 
of sea mammal, the manatee (or sea 
cow), which inhabits the Banana Riv- 
er. These friendly creatures, the "mer- 
maids" of many a sailor's fog- 
shrouded sighting, have been hunted 
almost to extinction. Though they're 
now protected from hunters, they're 
still unwittingly slaughtered by the 
propeller blades of power boats. Most 
living adults carry one or more propel- 
ler scars, so the booster tugs are 
designed to be manatee-safe. 

The ships carry advanced electronic 
equipment for navigation and for 
tracking and locating the returning 
boosters. When located, each 130-ft.- 
long booster casing will be half-filled 
with water, bobbing vertically in the 
water. A special 14-ft.-high nozzle 
plug equipped with a television cam- 
era will be inserted inside to drain and 
seal the booster. This will cause it to 
flop over to a horizontal position and 
allow it to be towed. 

When the spent casings, skirts, 
parachutes, nozzles, and nose cones 
are all recovered, the tugs will return 
to the USBI Disassembly Facility at 
Cape Canaveral. There the boosters 
will be refurbished and reloaded with 
propellant for the next Shuttle flight. 
Both ships will be used on each Shut- 
tle mission; each can retrieve one boost- 
er and its associated elements. BE 

Last leg of round trip for Shuttle boosters 
is a tow behind special retrieval ships. 
Molded-steel-hull vessels are 176 ft. long, 
have 37-ft. beam, nine-ft. draft. They carry 
a 30-day food and water supply for 24 
crewmen and retrieval specialists. 



For an active 
solar room, 

add a 
spa wing 



Sun and fun come 
together in this room 
with an all-around view

Spa tubs are not the sort of thing you 
just bring home and fill with water, 
like an above-ground pool. A spa takes 
planning. Sure, you could put one out- 
side; but for all-weather use, nothing 
beats a spa solarium like this one I 
designed and added to a Pennsylvania 
home. 

Double-glazed doors around the pe- 
rimeter allow the sunlight to enter 
from east, south, and west, and trap 
the heat with a greenhouse effect. The 
walls between and above the glazing 
are insulated with 3'/i-inch Owens 
Corning foil-faced insulation; six-inch 
insulation is tucked above the cathe- 
dral ceiling. A sidewall vent with fan 
keeps the accumulated heat and mois- 
ture under control. 

As shown, the wing is built with 
conventional lumber, but, for appear- 



ance, all exposed interior members 
are faced with redwood. Redwood's 
natural resistance to rot makes it 
ideal for this humid area. 

The spa— this one a seven-foot Cal- 
dera Aspen model— pierces a four-inch 
concrete slab. Eight-inch American 
Olean Primitive tile surrounds the 
spa for a no-maintenance, no-slip 
apron. The tile is bedded in thin-set 
mortar and grouted with Acid-R 
grout. 

For installation, an area is excavat- 
ed that's at least one foot larger than 
the spa on all sides. This allows easy 
access for the plumbing and backfill- 
ing. An eight-inch overdig on the 
depth allows enough space for plumb- 
ing and the cement/sand base. 

Plumbing is trenched to the pump- 
equipment location within an existing 
basement. If the trench must be back- 
filled before the spa is installed, a six- 
to-eight-inch-diameter plastic sewer 
pipe is laid in. The smaller water and 
air lines will slide through it when 
you're ready. 

All plumbing should be connected 



to the spa before setting it in place, 
and a pressure test should be perform- 
ed. All openings into the spa (jets, 
skimmer, return, and suction fittings) 
must be closed. The end of the air 
intake to the jets should be capped and 
tested with 30 to 40 pounds of pres- 
sure (check local codes). 

Now the spa may be put into place. 
It must rest completely on temporary 
leveling braces and have clearance at 
all points between spa, plumbing, and 
the ground. Backfilling under the bot- 
tom of the spa should be done with a 
sand and cement mixture (approxi- 
mately 4:1 ). The mixture is just moist- 
ened (never flooded) and packed under 
and around the base for a firm sup- 
port. The spa should be filled gradual- 
ly with water as backfilling proceeds. 
The underside is checked for leaks. 

Tapping the bottom of the spa with 
a piece of wood will assure that no hol- 
low cavities exist. As backfilling con- 
tinues, the mixture is packed under 
each seat contour. When finished, the 
mixture should be allowed to set over- 
night before braces are removed. □

Replacing a transmission 

Bolting on that new transmission can be a 
hassle— even if you borrow or rent a trans- 
mission jack. The problem is lining up the 
bolt holes in the heavy transmission with 
the holes in the engine. An easy solution: 
Saw the heads off two bolts that are the 
same size as the transmission bolts. 



Screw these studs into the engine. Now 
slide the transmission into place, using 
the studs as alignment guides. Screw the 
standard bolts into the remaining holes; 
then remove the alignment studs and 
replace them with mounting bolts. Tight- 
en them to recommended torque specs. 




Finding a water leak 

Tracking down the source of a water leak 
can be a time-consuming and exasperat- 
ing job. One way to help reduce the frus- 
tration is to remember this rule: Always 
start spraying suspected leak areas at the 
bottom and work slowly upward. Using 
this method, you can determine the exact 
level at which the water is entering. Inun- 
dating the whole problem area at once 
can make it impossible to tell precisely 
where the water is entering. 



Removing gasket fallout 

Installing a new gasket is easy, but the 
gasket can leak if the job isn't done prop- 
erly. Scrape off all the old gasket material; 
even a fragment of old gasket or gasket 
sealer left behind can prevent the new 
gasket from sealing. When removing the 
old stuff, try to scrape in such a way that 
none of it falls into the engine. If, despite 
your best efforts, some of the gasket ma- 
terial does fall in, use a shop vacuum 
to suck it out. 




Unusual tire wear 

Wide-tread bias-belted tires may wear in 
an odd way— the second and sixth tread 
ribs may wear more quickly than the other 
ribs. Wear may occur at one rib or at both. 
The wear can't be eliminated, but it can be 
minimized by keeping tire pressures and 
wheel alignment at specs. 




Removing a steering wheel 

Never strike the end of the steering shaft 
to loosen a steering wheel. Modern steer- 
ing shafts and columns have plastic 
retainers that allow them to collapse in an 
accident if the driver is forced against the 
steering wheel. Striking the steering shaft 
can shear or loosen these retainers. The 
proper way to remove a steering wheel is 
with a steering-wheel puller, or other suit- 
able puller, as shown. A puller can be pur- 
chased or rented.

SHOP TALK

How negative are ionizers? 

Hardly a mail arrives here without at least 
one letter asking me about negative-ion 
generators. Many readers rightly point 
out that since past issues of PS have car- 
ried many ads for these devices, an edito- 
rial comment on them is overdue. 

I'd hoped to couple a report on various 
air cleaners to our articles on combating 
indoor pollution in last October's issue. 
But, frankly, we couldn't uncover suffi- 
cient hard evidence of their effectiveness 
to warrant it. 

To many experts, the recent surge in 
sales for these gadgets merely heralds the 
return of a fad. On the other hand, a num- 
ber of hospital burn units keep ionizers 
plugged in to clear dust and bacteria from 
the air (to lessen risk of infection). Since 
FDA prohibitions won't let manufacturers 
make medical claims not backed by 
research (of which there is very little, due 
to lack of funding), most ads speak vague- 
ly of "that refreshed feeling you get after a 
thunderstorm or near a waterfall." With 
sales reaching $10 million last year, man- 
ufacturers are not about to risk the crack- 
down on advertising claims that punc- 
tured the previous boom in the '60's. 

But even the skeptics have to admit 
these things knock particulates out of the 
air— as I can vouch, on the basis of a year's 
test of an Energaire unit in my office here. 
This is a windowless interior space, with 
air supplied through a ceiling duct. I don't 
permit smoking. Yet the end of the office 
where the unit stands on a counter has 
become filthy. Adjacent walls are black 
with a fine soot. This is dramatic proof 
that the unit functions as an air cleaner. 

Now, while I'd rather have that black 
coating on my walls than in my lungs, I'd 
say any ionizer presents a special prob- 
lem: If you place it near drapes, uphol- 
stery, or nonscrubbable wallpaper, you're 
inviting cleaning problems. The best idea 



would be to prepare a special corner for it 
with plastic-laminate surfaces, which are 
easily wiped clean. 

The kit king branches out 

Biggest recent news for home workshop- 
pers is the announcement by the packager 
of Heathkits that fine furniture has just 
been added to the catalog. As a starter, 
Heath has selected 13 pieces ranging from 
a turned-spindle tripod plant stand in 
mahogany (assembly time: three hours; 
kit price: $70) to a massive roll-top desk in 
oak (assembly: up to 100 hours; price: 
$995) and including the two projects 
below. The butler's table is shown just as 
you'd unpack it (assembly: a weekend; 
price: $250), and there's a family of five 
glass-and-brass tables (the racetrack oval 
shown sells for $595; there are also lamp, 
console, and other versions— assembly 
time: two hours for each). 

I'm impressed with the components I've 
seen for these kits. No quality corners 
have been cut. And everything you'd need 
for assembly is provided, even down to 
nut drivers and drill bits. Best of all. 
Heath's 50 years of experience in prepar- 
ing easy-to-follow instructions is happily 
evident in the manuals and assembly 
sheets.

Small world of winners 

Next month's colorful portfolio of winning 
projects officially ends our FRP contest, 
but I can't resist jumping the gun with an 



item about the Grand Prize winner. 

A couple of weeks ago, I flew back from 
the judging (at the Los Angeles headquar- 
ters of Filon Corp., a major maker of fiber- 
glass-reinforced plastic panels) and set to 
work arranging for elegant photos of the 
10 winning projects you'll see in our 
March issue.

A 
gel-coated panel had yellowed after two 
years' exposure and lost nearly one-fifth 
of its original light transmission after four 
years. You may be interested in this report 
if you're using FRP for glazing a green- 
house or a solar collector.

The latest piece of gear your hi-fi store 
wants to sell you doesn't make a 
sound. It's a rack that enables you to 
stack stereo components in a storage 
unit. You save lots of space in your 
listening room, cables don't show, and 
controls are easier to see and use. The 
drawback: you must already own 
rack-mountable stereo gear. 

But there's a way to get the same 
effect with standard shelf-type compo- 
nents—build your own stereo tower. 
The one shown here is made from fur- 
niture-quality oak-veneer plywood. 
Price: $165 and a few hours of your 
time. 

Naturally, my stereo tower may dif- 
fer from yours. Cutouts will vary, 
depending on the equipment you own, 
and even the overall design may be 
changed to conform with your style of 
furniture. But the basics of building 
your own unit are all here, and each 
deserves special attention. 

Equipment placement. Ideally, com- 
ponents with meters should be placed 
at or slightly below eye level for easy 
viewing. Power amplifiers and other 
heat producers should be located 
toward the top. Other gear should be 
placed with an eye to operating and 
adjustment requirements. Equalizers, 
for example, can be near the bottom 
(once set, you forget them), and turn- 
tables should be near waist height for 
easy use.

All components are within reach; tapes 
and records are within sight. Oak veneer 
gives cabinet a professional appearance.

Equipment mounting. This, of 
course, depends on your gear. In gen- 
eral, though, the tighter the front- 
panel cutout around the box, the neat- 
er the appearance and the better the 
seal— keeping inside dust to a mini- 
mum. To allow for future changes, use 
screws to hold the front panel in 
place. 

Concealed wiring. False backs (such 
as behind my open turntable area) 
nicely hide component wiring. The 
one-inch air space helps to ventilate 
the tower, and double shear bracing 
gives it additional strength. 

Lighting. Use standard incandes- 
cent lights; fluorescent fixtures emit 
radio frequencies that can interfere 



with your equipment. China-cabinet 
fixtures work well, but night-light 
sockets are cheaper and easier to find. 
If the lights are too bright, wire them 
in series (like Christmas-tree lights). 
Use only two bulbs per circuit. The 
lights— along with the other compo- 
nents—are plugged into the AC socket 
on the amplifier. 

Ventilation. The life of your equip- 
ment is at stake. Be sure there is ade- 
quate ventilation for each component. 
Brackets and shelving within the 
compartments must be cut out or per- 
forated under the vented portions of 
the equipment chassis. If the temper- 
ature of the compartment consistently 
runs 10 degrees above room tempera- 



ture, try more rear holes or install a 
small fan. (Small, quiet fans designed 
for this purpose are available in many 
hi-fi stores.) 

Storage. Records must be stored 
vertically to prevent warping. Placed 
at the bottom of the tower, they 
remain cool, and their weight helps 
stabilize the unit. Cassette and reel- 
to-reel tapes may be in any position- 
as long as you can easily read the 
labels. 

Construction notes 

Edge all shelves and dividers by 
gluing and nailing Vi-in. hardwood- 
strip shelf edges. Use %-in. mounting 
cleats on rear edges of false backs. 

Drill several one-in.-dia. vent holes 
in back, and cut a 12-in. -square hole 
for external wires (antenna, AC pow- 
er, speaker leads, etc.). 

Assemble toe kicks and side cleats 
into the subassembly frame as shown. 
Center, glue, and nail to the underside 
of the bottom shelf. Pre-drill shelf 
cleats for future mounting, then glue 
and nail each to its respective shelf. 

A record stop-block is set 14 inches 
back from the front edge of the bottom 
shelf. (This keeps record jackets from 
sliding back into the cabinet, out of 
reach.) 

Both end panels are cut at once; 
securely tape them together with good 
faces in. Carefully lay out tapers and 
2'/2-inch radii. Cut tapers on a table 
saw, radii with a scroll saw. Be sure 
all edges are perfectly square to the 
front face; otherwise, veneer edging 
will not line up properly. If out of 
square, sand with a belt sander. Sepa- 
rate panels and glue veneer strips to 
the top and front edges using contact 
cement. After bonding, rub the edges 
with a wood block to ensure complete 
adhesion. Use tape to support the crit- 
ical places around the radii and let set 
overnight. Sand flush with end pan- 
els. 

Glue and nail cassette dividers into 
dadoes in top shelf. 

Fill and sand all nail holes. Sand all 
subassemblies (220 paper is best), 
apply stain, and let dry overnight. 
Spray or brush on several coats of Deft 
lacquer, rubbing down each coat with 
0000 steel wool before applying the 
next. Don't rub the finish coat. IE

Inspecting and 
replacing your car's 

shock 

absorbers 



You can do the work 
yourself— and have safer, 
more comfortable driving 

By RAY HILL

Does your car sway like a ship on the 
high seas when you round a corner? 
Does it bounce up and down like a yo- 
yo when crossing railroad tracks? If 
so, it may be suffering from tired 
shock absorbers. 

Bad shocks should be replaced. Not 
only can ride comfort deteriorate, but 
braking and handling can be seriously 
affected too. Fortunately, shock in- 
spection and replacement are jobs you 
can do. 

Inspection 

Look at the mounting bushings and 
connections at both ends of each 
shock. Bolts should be tight. Rubber 
bushings should not be broken, loose, 
chipped, or missing. 

Check for leakage where the shock 
shaft goes into the shock body. If 
sheathing covers the shaft, but the 
body of the shock is damp, it's proba- 
bly leaking. That's bad. If the shock 
loses all its fluid, it'll no longer have 
any damping (see diagram at right). 

Try the bounce test. With the car 
parked on a level, hard surface, stand 
at each corner of the vehicle in turn 
and repeatedly push down on it until 
it's bouncing up and down vigorously. 
Push down and release. If it bounces 
more than about IVi times, the damp- 
ing on that shock is probably bad. 

If you have any doubt about a 
shock's condition after performing 
these tests, there is one sure check. 
Disconnect the bottom of the shock 
from the vehicle. Pull the shock until 



it is fully extended. Then, with short 
up-and-down strokes, gradually move 
the bottom of the shock upward until 
it is fully compressed. If there is any 
place along the way where there is no 
resistance to movement, the shock is 
in bad condition and must be re- 
placed. 

Sometimes the shock's location on 
the car may not permit this test to be 
performed with the top of the shock 
still attached to the vehicle. In this 
case remove the shock from the car, 
and hold one end in a vise. 

If all four shocks have experienced 
high mileage and one shock is bad, all 
four should be replaced. If the other 
three aren't already bad, they soon 
will be. 

What is high mileage for shocks? "It 
varies," says Steve Mercaldo, profes- 
sional mechanic and PS consultant. 
"But for original-equipment shocks, 
25,000 miles is an average life 
span." 

In the case of a bad shock with low 
mileage, it may not be necessary to 
replace all four. For example, if your 
shocks have 5,000 miles on them and 
one goes bad, all four don't need 
replacement. But don't replace just 
that one bad shock. Shocks should be 
replaced in pairs at least. A new left- 
front shock should be accompanied by 
a new right-front shock. The same 
goes for the rear. 

Which shocks should you buy? 

"Replacement shocks that are the 
same as original-equipment shocks 
are okay," Mercaldo says. "But heavy- 
duty shocks give a little better ride. 
And they last longer. If your car is old 
and starting to sag a little, use air 
shocks or shocks with helper 
springs." 

If spring sag is seve re— o ne corner of 
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A shock absorber does its job of damping 
out excessive up-and-down oscillations of 
the car body by means of hydraulic fluid 
and complicated valving inside the shock 
body. This simplified drawing shows how 
it works. When the shock is on the 
rebound stroke, the shock piston and rod 
move up. Fluid flows from chamber A to 
chamber B. The rate of flow, which deter- 
mines the amount of rebound damping, is 
controlled by the rebound valve. As the 
piston continues to move up, fluid from 
the shock reservoir flows into chamber B 
to fill the space left empty by the upward- 
moving piston. When the shock is on the 
compression stroke, the piston moves 
down. Fluid flows from chamber B to 
chamber A through the piston intake 
valve. Excess fluid flows through the base 
valve into the reservoir. Bad valving or 
loss of fluid can decrease or eliminate the 
damping action. When this happens, the 
shocks are no longer doing their job prop- 
erly and should be replaced. 



the car is sagging down several 
inches, for example— even new shocks 
with helper springs won't solve the 
problem. Replace the bad spring, 
along with its companion spring for 
the wheel on the other side. Springs 
should be replaced in pairs, just as 
with shocks. 

Cars that use torsion bars instead of 
springs usually don't require torsion- 
bar replacement to cure a sagging con- 
dition. The torsion bar can be adjusted 
(according to shop-manual instruc- 
tions) to level the car again. 

If you frequently carry heavy loads 
in your car or van, and a sagging rear 
is the result, another type of shock 
that can work well is the Self-Level- 
er— built by Maremont and sold by 
Sears. When a heavy load (or spring 
sag) lowers suspension height, the 
shocks hydraulically convert the vehi- 
cle's up-and-down motion into a force 
capable of lifting up to 1,000 pounds 
per pair. The shocks work indepen- 
dently so if one spring sags a little 
lower than the other, it is automati- 
cally compensated for.

Special tool can make removal of the 
front-shock top nut easier. Part A fits over 
the top of the shock shaft to keep it from 
turning. Part B fits over shaft nut, and is 
turned with a wrench. 




Top mounting nut sometimes cannot be 
removed. If you use a cold chisel to 
remove the nut, chisel from the side (A) or 
from the top (B). To make the job easier, 
chisel in the middle of a flat where the nut 
is narrowest.

Shock absorbers

I put them on the back of my Dodge 
B200 RV, which was suffering from a 
drooping rear; they raised the rear 
about two inches. That was 35,000 
miles ago, and they're still working. 

Removing shocks 

To remove the shocks, the car must 
be raised enough so you can get under 
it. Use either ramps or jack stands. 

Either way, the weight of the car 
should still be supported by the car's 
springs. Otherwise, you could be 
injured when the shock is removed 
and the spring extends fully. 

When using ramps there's no prob- 
lem. With the wheels on ramps, the 
springs are still supporting the car. 
They can't extend when the shocks are 
removed. But with jack stands under 
the frame, the springs can extend 
when the shocks are removed. To pre- 
vent this, place the jack stands under 
the axles or the lower control arms. 

Ramps or jack stands should be used 
only on a hard, level surface, never on 
soft, wet earth: If they should sink, 
the car could fall. 

With the car properly lifted, you're 
ready to go. Let's do the rear shocks 
first since they're the easiest. 

First, look for any rubber grommets 
and washers at either end of each 
shock, noting their location. Loosen 
the mounting fasteners, and remove 
the shocks. 

Expand or compress each new shock 
as necessary so its mounting holes 
will fit over the mounting studs or bolt 
holes. Put the shock in place, put new 
grommets or washers in the same 
position as the old ones, and tighten 
the mounting bolts or nuts. 

Check the clearance of each shock. 
Make sure it's not hitting the exhaust 
system or brake lines. This is especial- 
ly important if the replacement 
shocks are bigger around than the

original shocks, as can be the case 
with air shocks and tho3e with helper 
springs. 

Remember, the car moves up and 
down when it's in motion. So you need 
adequate clearance between the shock 
and adjacent items throughout the 
shock's range of motion, not just in its 
present position. 

Though front shocks are usually 
harder to remove and replace than 
rear ones, it's not too hard for an ama- 
teur—if it's done properly. 

The first step: Note the location of 
any grommets and washers at the top 
and bottom of each shock. As with the 
rear shocks, you must put the new 
grommets and washers in the same 
positions as the old ones. 

Remove the fastener that holds the 
bottom of the shock. This usually is no 
problem— unless it has a mounting 
similar to the one at the top. 

Before you can remove the top 
mounting nut, you must find it. On 
some cars access is easy. On others 
you may have to remove an access cov- 
er from the fender well. 

Often the top nut can be reached 
from both the engine compartment 
and under the fender. Use the route 
providing the best access. 




Bottom of front shock is often mounted 
as shown. After top mounting nut is off, 
removing two bottom bolts lets you 
remove the shock absorber from the car. 
Hole in lower control arm allows removal 
of front shock on some cars. On others, 
the car body must be elevated to allow 
room to slip the shock absorber out. 



Spray penetrating oil liberally on 
the top mounting-shaft threads and 
nut. Clean the threads with a wire 
brush. Spray on more oil, then remove 
the hold-down nut from the shaft. 

Hold the top of the shaft with either 
locking pliers, such as Vise Grips, or a 
shock-shaft holding tool (available at 
auto-parts stores). 

Sometimes the shock shaft is too 
corroded to permit removal of the 
hold-down nut. In this case: 

• Hacksaw the shaft off— if there's 
enough room. (Often there won't be.) 

• Cut off the nut, using a cold chis- 
el and a ball-peen hammer— and wear 
safety glasses. 

• Use a nut splitter (available in 
auto-parts stores). 

• Cut off the nut with a torch. 
Unless you're skilled in the use of oxy- 
acetylene equipment, this method 
should be left to a professional. 

On some cars you may be able to 
remove the front shock by slipping it 
out of the hole in the lower control 
arm. On others— many Chrysler cars, 
for example— you may have to raise 
the car body to get enough clearance 
between the frame and lower control 
arm to remove the shock. 

Install the new shock, and tighten 
the top mounting nut first. Be sure 
any new grommets or bushings are in 
the same position as the old ones. 

Don't overtighten the top mounting 
nut. This is a mistake many novices 
make. They think the rubber dough- 
nut bushings should be flattened out. 
Not so. Tighten the mounting nut only 
until the top rubber doughnut is 
pressed out to the width of the metal 
retaining washer on top of the dough- 
nut. 

The rubber doughnuts are there to 
allow the shock some pivoting move- 
ment as the control arm moves up and 
down. Overtightening the shock shaft 




Tighten top mounting nut only until the 
rubber bushing is compressed to the 
width of the metal retaining washer. 
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restricts this movement and can bind 
the shock shaft; putting extra stress 
on seals and other internal parts. 
Result: The shock will wear out faster 
than it ordinarily would. (If the shock 
is equipped with a lock nut, put the 
lock nut on and tighten it against the 
top mounting nut.) 

Tighten the bottom shock mount. 

Replace any access panels you may 
have removed to get at the top mount- 
ing nut-and you're done. 

MacPherson struts 

On many small cars, both American 
and foreign, the front wheels don't 
have a conventional shock. Front sus- 
pension is accomplished with a Mac- 
Pherson strut at each wheel. 

The MacPherson strut has advan- 
tages and drawbacks. On the plus 
side, it is compact and lightweight. 
The upper control arm is eliminated, 
which makes it ideal for small cars. 

On the minus side, the shock is part 
of the strut. This makes shock replace- 
ment more expensive. And on many 
cars, you can't adjust camber and cast- 
er. If one of these cars hits a hole and 
changes camber or caster, you must 
replace the entire strut assembly. 

There are two styles of MacPherson 
struts: those with a spring attached to 
the strut and those with a separate 
spring. Exact removal and reinstalla- 
tion procedures can vary slightly for 
different cars. You should have a shop 



instructions exactly. Basically, how- 
ever, the drill goes like this: 

Strut with attached spring. You can- 
not replace the strut cartridge (which 
is the equivalent of a shock absorber) 
in this type of strut yourself. You need 
a special tool to compress the strut 
spring before you can remove and 
replace the cartridge. You can, howev- 
er, remove the entire strut and take it 
to a garage to have the cartridge 
replaced. This eliminates some of the 
labor cost. 

To remove the strut, jack the car up 
and support it with a jack stand under 
the frame. The wheel must be off the 
ground and extended to its fullest 
travel. That's important. 

Place a hydraulic or scissor jack 
under the lower control arm so that it 
almost touches the lower control arm. 
The jack will support the weight of the 
lower control arm with the strut off. 

Remove the wheel and the strut's 
top mounting bolts (usually three). 
Inspect the bottom of the strut. With 
some cars you may have to disconnect 
the brake line, stabilizer bar, and 
strut rod (sometimes referred to as 
tension, or compression, rod). 

Remove the bottom mounting bolts 
(usually two). On some struts one of 
the bottom bolts will be the camber 
adjustment. Before loosening and re- 
moving it, mark the position of the 
eccentric it holds in place so it can be 
reinstalled in the same position. 



resting on the jack. Lower the control 
arm (by lowering the jack) until you 
can lift the strut assembly out. 

Take the struts to a garage to have 
the cartridges replaced, and reinstall 
the struts. Reinstallation is simply a 
reversal of the removal procedure. 

After the struts are reinstalled, 
have wheel alignment checked and 
adjusted if necessary. 

Strut with separate coil spring. With 
this type, the removal procedure dif- 
fers a little. 

Raise the car and support it with a 
jack stand under the lower control 
arm. Remove the wheel and upper and 
lower mounting bolts, then lift the 
strut out. As with the other type of 
strut, you may have to remove the 
brake line, stabilizer bar, and strut 
rod. But with this type, you may be 
able to remove the strut cartridge 
yourself. Sometimes an adjustable 
wrench will let you do the job. Some- 
times special tools are needed. Your 
shop manual will tell you. 

If special tools are needed and you 
can't borrow them, have a garage 
remove and replace the cartridge. 

Strut replacement is a reversal of 
the removal procedure. As with the 
other type of strut, have wheel align- 
ment checked after replacement. 

Some small cars have MacPherson 
struts in the rear. Removal and 
replacement is similar to that of front 
struts. Follow shop-manual instruc-

crop), we compute a net energy gain of 
seven to one. And for each unit of propane 
or natural gas used to cook and distill the 
corn, more than two units of liquid fuel are 
produced. 

If you really want to look at a bad energy 
situation, consider what the U.S. is doing 
with its corn now. We are exporting more 
than 10 bushels— containing 25 gallons of 
fuel ethanol— to get back one barrel of for- 
eign oil containing less than 20 gallons of 
gasoline. America could have refined sev- 
en billion gallons of ethanol from the corn 
it exported this year. Add to this 2V4 billion 
gallons from other exported grains, and 
you get 10 percent of U.S. liquid-fuel 
needs— without planting one more acre of 
corn or other grain or expending one Btu 
more energy.

Shedding some light 

In the September '80 article "Energy-Sav- 
ing Lighting," your calculations on energy 
saved by using fluorescents are perfectly 
plausible as well as informative. Regretta- 
bly, your conclusions about the overall 
effect are arguable. 

Residential lighting is used predomi- 
nantly after 5 p.m., and essentially ends 
between 11 p.m. and midnight. All this 
consumption occurs after many thou- 
sands of industries, stores, office build- 
ings, and small businesses have reduced 
power use or gone off line at 4-6 p.m. 
This peak daytime load had to be supplied 
by many boilers to turn the turbine gener- 
ators. And they all have to be kept hot

because they must go back on line at 7-8 
a.m. the next day. 

Thus the household use of fluorescents 
will indeed save energy and temporarily 
reduce household bills, but it will not save 
its thermal equivalent in Btu, barrels of oil, 
or dollars at your conversion rate. 

Only that small fraction of the incre- 
mental fuel above the no-load base for all 
the unloaded boilers in any power grid 
will be saved-and this is very small. Wit- 
ness the charges for street lighting. 

The peculiar paradox inherent in the 
time-use of power is that if 100 million 
households reduced their evening-light- 
ing load by any means, the final effect 
would be a higher base power cost for all.

pected. But a greater portion could 
only be explained by a backward flow 
of the thermosiphon system. When 
investigated, it turned out that small 
cracks around the edges of the damp- 
ers were responsible. 

The rock bed in the Hunn House 
was found to be virtually ineffectual. 
It was designed as an active-discharge 
system, but air heated by the Trombe 
wall reached the bed at a temperature 
too low to be effective. The two-story 
Trombe wall, made of 12-in. concrete 
blocks filled with cement and covered 
with glass on the outside, was 
equipped with thermocouples laid at 
various depths inside the wall. These 
showed that the outside of the wall 
reached a maximum of 160 deg. F and 
that this heat was conducted through 
the wall in six hours. Unlike the stor- 
age wall in the Balcomb House, about 
half of the heat passed through the 
wall to provide a heating effect. Still, 
backup sources are needed to supply 
about 40 percent of the heat for the 
Hunn House. 

The performance of the wall would 
be boosted if night insulation were 
used over the glass. Also, a selective- 
surface wall covering that absorbs 
short-wavelength solar radiation but 
only weakly emits long-wavelength 
thermal radiation would cut heat 
losses. Finally, a wall built of 
materials with a heat capacity greater 
than concrete's would help. 

One material with a high heat 
capacity is water, and that is what's 
used for storage in Mobile/Modular II, 
an experimental building designed to 
test the applicability of passive solar 
heating to mobile homes. Initially, the 
house exhibited overreaction to inso- 
lation changes: Room temperature 
soared above 90 degrees F in the day 
and dropped to the low 60's at night. 

Most of the excess heat was found to 
be due to direct gain through south 
windows. With these windows blocked 
and all heating supplied by the water 
bags, the day-to-night temperature 
swing was reduced to about 10 
degrees. The biggest surprise was that 
the bags absorbed only about 40 per- 
cent of incident radiation. Bags of a 
darker material would raise the al- 
ready-excellent solar-heating fraction 
of 80 percent. 

The success of Mobile/Modular II 
may point the way that passive design 
is going. Although the LASL program 
will not produce any quick-and-easy 
answers, the experience will help 
assure that the next generation of pas- 
sive homes will perform as well as 
conventional homes— and cost much 
less. □

HOUSEPOWER CLINIC 



By EVAN POWELL 



Useful bits 

While wiring my new house on Chestnut 
Mountain, I made use of two very clever 
bits for electric drills, both familiar to 
some PS readers, but worth noting 
again. 

One is the Unibit (PS, May 72 and Dec. 
77], which is to the electric drill what the 
zoom lens is to the camera. It is tapered in 
steps, and thus can drill holes of many 
diameters. 

The Unibit, shown below, is a single- 
fluted design (i.e., one cutting notch runs 
the complete length of the bit). I have used 
other tapered bits in the past— with unsat- 
isfactory results. But the Unibit worked 
beautifully for me. Unibit is now available 
in seven designs that offer steps ranging 
from Ve- to 1 3 /i-inch diameter. The Klein 
Model No. 59001, shown, will drill 13 hole 
sizes— from Ve to Vi inch— and requires no 
pilot hole. The bit is stepped in Vie-inch 
increments. Each step has a Vs-inch pene- 
tration. 

The Unibit will drill most metals, plastic, 
and wood. It's intended for thin sheets, 
although one model is available with 
steps 3 /s inch deep. The drill cuts slightly 
slower but much smoother than a conven- 
tional bit. I also found it easier to start 
without center punching. To deburr the 




hole, just run the drill in slightly to the 
base of the next step. Unibit is marketed 
by Klein Tools, Inc. and is available in 
hardware stores. 

The other bit that proved a real prob- 
lem-solver in my wiring project was the 
D'versiBit, which is mounted on a flexible 
shaft. The bit comes with an alignment 
tool and a line-recovery device. It can be 
manipulated inside the wall to drill holes 
through sill plates and blocking, making 
simple a job that used to be almost impos- 
sible. 

Consider this example: You want to 
install a switch in a wall that has blocking 
between the studs. Even if you can drill 
through the sill plate and blocking from 
below using a long auger bit, you're still 
stuck with trying to fish the wire through 
the holes. 

With the D'versiBit (furnished with flex- 
ible shafts of 54 to 72 inches, with exten- 
sions available) you simply insert the bit 
in the cutout for the wall switch, push the

shaft down until it is stopped by the block- 
ing, put the alignment tool on its shaft, 
and with the tool, bend the shaft toward 
you (diagram, above left). When you feel 
the bit strike the inside wall, remove the 
tool and drill at medium or low speed. 
After the bit passes through the block, that 
hole will serve as a guide for drilling 
through the sill plate (above right). Once 
the plate has been penetrated, the wire- 
recovery device can be used to attach 
your cable to the bit from below. Then, 
when you pull the D'versiBit out, the cable 
will follow. 

D'versiBits are available in auger, com- 
bination, and masonry styles from Diver- 
sified Mfg. and Marketing Co., P.O. Box 
2260, Burlington, N.C. 27215. Prices range 
from $15 to $25.

Cut Fuel Bills 



^\Qj A Heat-pump 
^>cOv \ setback? 

Do you know of any nighttime-setback 
thermostat for heat pumps? All the ones I 
have found warn: "Not for use with heat 
pumps."

The bugaboo with heat-pump setback is 
that most heat-pump thermostats are 
two-stage. When the inside temperature 
drops, the compressor is energized to pro- 
vide heat. But when the difference 
between the thermostat setting and the 
inside temperature is more than two 
degrees, as it would be after nighttime 
setback, both the compressor and the 
auxiliary heater strips are energized. The 
less-efficient resistance heat may gobble 
up the savings you realized during the 
night. 

But the Johnson Controls Smartstat 
1000 that I'm using with my heat pump 
seems to overcome this problem. It antic- 
ipates weather conditions based on the 
number of heating cycles during the 
night, and starts the unit early enough to 
eliminate the need for auxiliary heat. It is 
available through Johnson Controls, Inc. 
in many cities (check the Yellow Pages), 
or can be ordered from NSI, Control Sys- 
tems Div., Sugar Hollow Rd., Morristown, 
Tenn. 37814. 

Vapor barriers 

As my in-laws construct their retirement 
home on Cape Cod, they are bothered by 
conflicting opinions about vapor barriers. 
The water table is high there, and a friend 
has had to have two walls of her home 
completely rebuilt because of wood rot 
due to moisture buildup. That house was 
constructed to standards of the early 
70's: six-inch insulation sealed with poly- 
ethylene. It's built over a concrete slab, 
but does have a crawl space. She now has 
to keep a dehumidifier running constantly 
in the crawl space. 

We don't want to build in a mainte- 
nance problem. Anything you suggest 
would be appreciated.

The purpose of a vapor barrier is to keep 
moisture generated within the house- 
especially in kitchens and bathrooms— 
from entering the exterior walls, where it 
can be trapped. If the vapor barrier in your 
friend's house was properly installed, the 
moisture must have entered from out- 
doors or below. Perhaps the vapor barrier 
was not properly installed, or was dam- 
aged. Other possibilities are that the slab 
was not provided with a vapor barrier or 
the crawl space was not vented. 

I've yet to find a material that does a 
better job than polyethylene. But I've seen 
one house where it was installed on the 
outside of the wall studs. So instead of 
being a vapor barrier, it was a vapor 
trap.
